to adopt the plan of treating jurors as free 
citizens, entitled to comfortable quarters 
and clean, wholesome diet, instead of as 
prisoners, who sométimes receive worse pun- 
ishment than the men they find guilty of 
crimes, 

When the new jurore’ quarters, to be con- 
structed on the sixth floor of the Criminal 
court building, have been completed, it is 
believed that ali cause for complaint against 
treatment in the way of sleeping accommo- 
dations and food will have been removed, 
and, ae a result, a better class of jurors will 
be obtained. 

Pians for the new quarters, which were 
érawn by County Architect Harris W. Huehl, 
were completed. yesterday and bids for the 
work of geconstruction will be opened in a 
few weeks. When completed the top floor 
of the north side court building to all in- 
tents and purposes will bea first class jurors’ 
hotel. 


Quarters for Three Juries. 


Provision will be made for three suites of 
rooms for the accommodation of three juries 
at one time. There will be three separate 
dining rooms and a common gymnasium, to 
be used alternately by the different juries. A 
general kitchen will be provided and the food 
service will be equal to that of the best hotels. 

Work on the new quarters will begin the 
moment the Probate court, which now oc- 
cupies the top floor of the building, has been 
removed to rooms provided for it in the new 
county building. The removal probably will 
take place some time next July or August. 

No pains or expense will be spared by the 
county board in fitting up the new quarters, 
and upon their completion Chicago will be tn 
a position to boast of the finest jury rooms 
in the United States and probably the world. 

Each of the three suites of rooms will con- 
tain three dormitories far four beds each for 
jurors, and a bedroom containing two beds 
for the attending bailiffs. In each of the 
suites will be provided a large tollet room, 
containing tub and shower baths, lavatories, 
and other toilet requisites. 

There will also be a large recreation room 
or parior in connection with each suite, 
where jurors may lounge, smoke, and read 
books, and a locker room with an individual 
metal locker for each juror. The finish and 
fittings will be modern and first class in 
every particular. 


Gymnasium to Be Provided. 


Two of the suites will be located in the 
east end of the building and one in the west 
end. A large corridor and elevator approach 
will occupy the center of the structure. The 
gymnasium, which will be equipped with all 
modern apparatus for gymnastic exercise, 
will be located in the east end, between two 
of the jurors’ suites. 

Just off the suite in the west end will be 
located the three dining rooms in direct con- 
nection with the general kitchen, storerooms, 
and cooks’ and servants’ quarters, It is 
planned. to equip the kitchen with all modern 
conveniences, including ranges, refrigera- 
tor, linen closets, and all of the detailed ar- 
rangements of a first class culinary depart- 
ment. 

All the suites. will be so arranged as to 
preclude the possiijlity of communicating 
with jurors from the outside, either from the 
windows, corridors in the building, or from 
the servants’ rooms 

As a part of the recreation scheme, it is 
planned to provide a “ breathing spot”"’ for 
the jurors on the roof of the’ building. High 
guard railings will be built around the cornice 


walking exercises. As the quarters will be. 
on the top floor, access to the roof will be 
convenient.

Col. Harvey inquired if the American peo- 
ple stood ready to *“* welcome the destruction 
of the very fabric of free institutions,”’ after 
being “ deluded by the spectacle of blatant 
probity yawning from the pinnacle of self- 
eappreciation.’’ He said further: 

“My text will be found in Ecclesiastes, 
tenth chapter, thirteenth and sixteenth 
verses: ‘Woe to thee, O land, when thy king is 
a child. The beginning of the words of his 
mouth is foolishness, an@-the end of his 
talk is mischievous madness.’ 

“The preacher had in mind a ruler, not 
necessarily young in years, but boyish in 
mind, in temperament, in impetuosity, in 
love of excitement, in passion for notoriety, 
irrational, yet so emphatic and insistent in 
expression as in effect to pose as the discov- 
erer of all truths, while in fact only the 
enunciator of the principles or fallacies of 
others; maintaining each tenet with un- 
compromising arrogance until compelled to 
abandon it, and then shrouding his retreat 
in impregnable ambiguity; a constructive 
statesman by profession, a destructive poll- 
ticlan in practice; in seeming a chivalric 
Orlando; in fact a Bombastes Furioso, 


Says He Meays Roosevelt. 

“ Lest there arise any misunderstanding as 
to the pertinence of the present application, 
let us admit at the outset that such also is 
the ruler under whom we now live and have 
the remnants of our moral and political 
being. 

“We are informed with much bilare of 
trumpets that at last we have an ho 
president. But did we ever have a dishonest 
president? In a land where for more than a 
hundred years no blot has stained the per- 
sonal escutcheon of its chief magistrate, is 
there so great occasion for boasting now? 
Or may undue emphasis be placed on that 
honesty which perchance is the outcome of 
the essential cunning akin to that of the cut- 
tlefish? 

* How else can we account for the per- 
sistent and distressing charges of willful pre- 
varication?

official conscience and reinforce the claim of 
civic rightness by classing one who has been 
a friend in need, however unworthy, with 
anarchists and murderers?”

JIM HILL’S ROAD DEFIES LAW; 
STATION CLOSED FOR A YEAR. 
Depot at North Dakota Town Used as 


a Storehouse for Beer and Judge 
Shuts It Up. 


Church and Ferry, N. D., April 13.—For the 
first time in the history of the state the court 
has ordered that the station building of a 
great railroad company be closed because 
the company is held to have countenanced 
the violation of the state prohibitory law. 

Judge Cowan directs that the station of the 
Great Northern in this place be closed and 
kept closed for a year because a drayman, 
Rudolph Wurdieman, was permitted to use 
it for storing beer.

Precedent for Other Cases. 


The victory of the government is even 
greater than appears at first biush. Upon 
this prosecution, and the Hine mapped out 
by the government in it, will be besed the 
trials of the many other cases already start- 
ed im Iilinois, Tennessee, Louisiana, Ohlo, and 
New York. All of these ure directed at the | 
Standard Oj! company and each one is for 
a violation of this same haw. 

This prosecution is, in fact, but one of 
those growing out of the Garfleld report, sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt last May. The 
report showed in detail the various methods 
enyp'oyed by the Standard to stamp out com- 
petition and one of the chief.ones proved to 
be secret rates enjoyed on practically every 
big railroad of the country. 

The big refinery of the companv ifs located 
at Whiting, and from it the company hag sup- 
plied the oll trade throughout the -central 
states, south, north, and west as far as the 
Pacific coast: Special rates had been given 
to it by the various railroads running out 
of Chicago and a federal grand jury was 
summoned in this @istrict last August to in- 
vestigate the charges brought out in the Gar. 
fiekid report. 


Five Classes of Charges. 

These charges were divided into five classes 
as follows: 

Chicago and Alton, shipments from Whiting, 
Ind., to Bast St. Louis, Ill.; legal rate 18 cents; 
rate granted. 6 cents; shipments from Whiting. 
Ind., to St. Louts, Mo., legal rate, 19% cents; rate 
granted, T% cents. 

Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. shipments, 
rates, and concessions same as in Alton case. 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, and Evansville and 
Terre Haute railroads, shipments from Whiting. 
Ind., to Evaneville, Ind., via Dolton. Il, legal 
rate, 11 cents; rate granted, 6 cents. ae! 

Chicago and Eastern Illinois, Evansville and 
Terre Haute, and Illinois Central, shipments from 
Whiting, Ind., to Grand Junction, Tenn.; legal 
rate, 80% cents; rate granted, 25 9-10 cents. 

Iake Shore and Michigan Southern, shipments 
from the east to Chicago, company made no effort 
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to collect charges of $20,000, which had accumu- 
lated against the Standard for goods left in the 
Eighteenth street warehouse of the railroad com- 
pany, and this was deemed a device to grant @ 
rebate. 


Ten Indictments Returned. 

The federal grand juries, two of which had 
to be called, as the northern district of Illi- 
nois was redistricted in March, 1905, _re- 
turned ten indictments on these charges. 
These ten indictments contained over 6,000 
counts and represented a fine of $130,000,000, 
should the maximum penalty of $20,000 for 
each offense be invoked. By motions to 
quash, which were. filed by the defendant's 
attorneys, the so-called Grand Junction 
counts were thrown out. 

The one which has been under trial for the 
last six weeks was one of the «wo returned 
because of the concession recetved from 
the Alton, and is the first of the remaining 
eight to be called for trial. 

This indictment, as it originally «tood, car- 
ried 1,008 counts, each representing the ship- 
ment of a car of oil by the Standard company 
from its refinery at Whiting to East St. Louis 
or St. Louis. The time covered by the indict- 
ment is from September, 1908, to March. 1905. 
The trial began March 4 and the jury was se- 
cured in one day. 

In proving the charge in the indictment 
the government Was limited to three main 
propositions: proof of the legal rate of 18 
cents, proof of the shipment on the 6 cent 
rate, and proof of settlement at the same fig- 
ure. 


Testimony by Tariff Experts. 

In the first inetance employés of the inter- 
state commerce commission were summoned 
to appear as witnesses and bring with them 
all the Chicago and Alton tariffs bearing on 
the shipment of oil. George Crossland, who 
had charge of these tariffs, testified that the 
only legal rate on oil from Whiting to Eaet 
St. Louis was 18 cents and that to St. Louis 
Was 19% cents per 100 pounds. Other tariff 
experts testified that under the filed sched- 
ules of the Alton these were the only legal 
rates possible, and the government then 
turned its attention to proof of shipment. 

In order to accomplish this proof of ship- 
ment it was necessary to start with the ship- 
ping order issued by the Standard Ol com- 
pany. in nearly all cases the former em- 
piloyés of the Standard were called on to do 
this, and then followed the switching by the 
Chicago Terminal Transfer railroad from 
Whiting to Chappell, I/L, the point where 
the cars reached the Alton line. Here again 
witnesses were called to prove the way bills, 
and the same was true of the way bills made 
out at Chappell and upon which the cars 
were sent to East St. Louis or St. Louis. as 
the case might be.

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LAY BLAME ON SHEPPARD. 


GARRETT TRUSTEES TELL ABOUT 
HIS NOTES. 


Refase to Pay Because, They Allege, 
Loans Were Unauthorised and Fur- 
ther Assert That Institute Never 
Get the Meney—All This Will 
Come Out in Court, and if Creditor 
Fails to Get Pay Extreme Steps 
Are Promised. 


Black clouds loomed up on the horizon 
of Dr. Robert D. Sheppard, former treasurer 
of Garrett Biblical institute, yesterday, when 
the intentions of the theological school's 
trustees and of the holders of $20,000 of 
his notes, upon which suit was begun on 
Friday, became known. If the plans of the 
parties to the Ntigation are carried out Dr. 
Sheppard will face serious revelations. 

While every effort was made by the of- 
ficials of the biblical institute and of North- 
western university, of which Dr. Sheppard 
was: business manager for several years, 
to spare him from disgrace last Auguat, 
when he was forced to resign his position 
and to devote all his property to meet the 
shortage, they have'confessed themselves 
helpless against the fate that now threatens 
him. 


Other Note Holders Compromise. 


One of the steps taken to hush up the affair 
was an agreement between the Garrett 
trustees and holders ef a large number of 
notes to settle aii claims by a pro rata divi- 
sion of the proceeds of the property which Dr. 
Sheppard deeded for that purpose. It is 
owing to the fact that one creditor, the Alton 
Manufacturing company of Boston, refused 
to enter into this agreement that disclosures 
are threatened. 

Dr. Herbert F. Fisk, former principal of 
Northwestern academy and now professor 
of pedagogy in the Methodist university, pur- 
chased during 1902 and 19038 three notes, 
amounting to $20,000, falling due last year, for 
his brother, Everett O. Fisk of Boston. At 
the time suspicion was directed against Dr. 
Sheppard by his forced withdrawal from 
office, these notes were transferred to the 
Alton Manufacturing company. 

The claims were laid before former Judge 
Oliver H. Horton, president of the board of 
trustees of the biblical school, and at a meet- 
ing last Wednesday the board refused to pay 
them—not on the grounds of inability to pay— 
but because there was a question as to Dr. 
Sheppard's authority to execute the notes, as 
well as because it is alleged the institute 
never received the proceeds from them. 

On the face they were signed ‘*‘ Garrett Bib- 
lical institute, R. D. Sheppard, treasurer,’ 
and suit was begun against the school to set- 
tle the question of its liability. 


Acts Long Hidden. to Be Revealed. 


The coming investigation, invoiving as it 
does an assertion that ho loans were ever 
authorized by the sehool trustees excépt 
those for the érectiog of buildings and a 
declaration that there Is no record to show' 
that the proceeds of the notes found its way 
to the school coffers, will bare acts long kept 
from the public. 

If these contentions are supported by the 
court findings, the holders of the paper de- 
clare, through their attorney, John. W. 
Creekmur, that proceedings will be begun 
against Dr. Sheppard for the recovery: of 
the money.. It is generally admitted that all 
of his property was deeded away last year, 
so that nothing can be recovered from him. 
The -legal phase of the methods he used in 
securing the $20,000 then will be taken up by 
the note Holders with the aim of forcing 
liquidation by extreme measures with the 
alternative of criminal procedure. 


See Little Light. 


The possibility of this was erhphasized yes- 
terday by ‘the attitude of the Garrett trus- 
tees. While requesting that their names » 
should not be used two of them admitted 
the’ bitterness of Dr. Sheppard's outlook. 

“ No such loans as these were authorized 
by the board,’’ declared one, “‘ and there is 
not a sign of an entry upon the books to show 
that the institute ever received a penny of 
the proceeds from them. In fact the trustees 
knew nothing whatever of their existence 
until shortly before last August when they 
heard of them accidentally, and Dr. Shep- 
pard gave up his position. | 

“We have refused to méet them, and are 
willing to leave to the courts the question of 
the institute's Hability.’’ 

\The only records of the school are said to 
be in the form of a small private book kept 
by Dr. Sheppard, and upon its pages there 
is no item of these loans and others he se- 
cured. He himself at his home, 225 Green- 
wood boulevard, the title of which has passed 
from him and is for sale, refused yesterday to . 
answer any questions concerning the notes. 
He said that his entire case is now in the 
hands of the Garrett trustees.

Mr. Bosworth named Fred C. Bender, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Furniture Movers 
and Expreesmen’'s aesociation, and formerly 
city clerk of Chicago, in connection with his 
| charges of extortion. He says he will lay 
the matter before the grand jury. 

The arrest of three teamsters, members of 
the United Teamsters of America, was caused 
by Mr. Bosworth on a charge of disorderly 
conduct and destruction of property. 


Denies Charge of Extortion. 


Mr. Bender, when told of the charges, said: 

“Yes, I got the $75, but it was not in any 
settlement of a strike and not for me person- 
ally. Mr. Bosworth was having trouble with 
his teamsters, who came to members of our 
association for aid. He was told we could not 
help him unless he became a member of our 
organization.. He asked how much this would 
cost and was‘told the initiation fee was $75. 
He made out a check, payable to me as treas- 
urer, for this amount and later was accepted 
as a member.”’ 

Mr. Bosworth told the police the present 
trouble is the result of a strike called on 
April 1 among fifty teamsters employed by 
him who were members of the local union of 
the United Teamsters of America. It was 
called just at the time that it was necessary 
to deliver 2,000 election booths. 


Says Strike Was Dictated. 


The strike, Mr. Bosworth said, was the out- 
come of his refusal to join the Furniture 
Movers and Expressmen’s association, an 
organization of employers which is said to 
be affiliated with the United Teamsters, and 
which, he alleges, dictated the strike to com- 
pel Busworth to join. 

“I was told that, if I wanted the strike 
settled, it would cost me some money,” said 
Mr. Bosworth. “ Because I was caught in a 
predicament and had to have teamsters at 
once, I yielded to their demands and agreed 
to pay whatever price they asked.’’ 

Mr. Bosworth said afterward he discharged 
members of the United Teamsters of Amer- 
ica and employed members of the Interna- 
tional brotherhood. 


Threats Lead to Arrests. 

Two weeks ago, after he had supplanted his. 
former employés -with men from the other 
union, paying regular union wages, he began 
to be harassed, he says. Threats were mace, 
he asserts, which led to the complaint to the 
police and the arrest of the three men.

Sladek’s house learned that her husband, 
Emil, and a boarder, Louis Miskin, had been 
in fear of their lives for weeks previous to 
the poisoning of members of the Mette 
family. 

According to Lieut. Collins, Sladek and the 
boarder: made it a practice never to eat any 
food prepared by Mrs. Sladek until after she 
had eaten of it. Otto Sladek, 53 Emma street, 
a brother of Emil Sladek, Lieut. Collins said, 
made a statement to the police in which he 
said Emil Sladek and Miskin had been afraid 
to eat food prepared by Mrs. Sladek for some 
time before Mrs. Mette became ill. The 
police say Otto Sladek was questioned in 
connection with the case several days ago.

o_o evil {is of so recent a growth that the 
reform organizations have not had time to 
t together and’ agree on some remedy. 
Judge Cleland, however, followed up his 
statement against the moving picture con- 
cerns that are invading the residence dis- 
tricts and contaminating the tender minds 
of the children by announcing that he had 
an ordinance ready for the city council. 
’ #7 have thought the thing over well,” said 
Cleland, “and I have come to the 
eonclusion that the remedy is simple, Let 
there be a law prohibiting children under 
the age of 18 years from entering these 
places unless accompanied by their parents 
or guardians. 


Cause of Every Juvenile Crime. 

“The need for such an ordinance is great. 
I can trace every Juvenile crime that comes 
into my court—and I have been at Maxwell) 
street station since last January—to these 
nickel theaters." 

A special investigation of these small thea- 
ters has been started by the west side branch 
of the Juvenile Protective association.~ Dr. 
Charlies Brittain, head of this branch, started 
out some time ago to get the information 

which action could be based against

MAN SHOT IN MUSIC HALL. 


PROPRIETOR, ARRESTED, SAYS HE 
FIRED IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


Trouble Starts Over Women Patrons 
of Notorious Saloon—William Gehr- 
ing, One of the Owners of Piace, 


Wounds One of His Assailantse—Is 
Identified at the Hospital by His 
Victim. 


“Flora” music hall, 120 Wells street, one 
of the most notorious of the many vicious 
saloons frequented by dissolute women that 
have operated in Chicago in recent years, 
was the scene, late last night, of a Airey, 
which may be a murder. 

Hdward J. Lang, 28 years old, a teamster 
who lived at 247 Mohawk street, was shot 
in the stomach during a row in the place. 
William Gehring, one of the proprietors who 
lives above the saloon, is said to have fired 
the shots, but he denied the charge at first 
and said he did not know who wounded 
Lang. Later, however, after he had been 
identified. by his victim at Passavant hds- 
pitel, to which Lang was taken, he admitted 
the shooting and said he fired in self~<defense. 


Trouble Starts Over Women. 

Gehring said Lang and his friends entered 
the concert room shortly after 11 o’clock and 
became go boisterous that they were ordered 
twice by the walters to be quiet. It is alleged 
that the young men went from one table to 
another and informed the women who were 
drinking they were policemen, and would 
arrest them if they refused to do as they or- 
dered them. 

Lang, according to severai of the beneanen, 
was talking with the orchestra leader when 
Gehring told him he would have to leave the 
place. This’ threat, it is said, caused the 
young man and his friends to attack Gehring 
and beat him mercilessly. After one of them 
re thrown a heavy cuspidor at his head 

Jehring fired two shots, one of which pene- 
prom Lang’s abdomen. 


Witness Tells Another Story. 

Charles R. Archibald, 22 years old, tolda 
different story. He said he and Lang entered 
the saloon together and had ordered drinks, 
when a dispute arose between Gehring and 
several other men. The disputants fought 
their way to the concert room in the rear of 
the saloon, into which placé Lang and Archi- 
bald followed as witnesses.

Identified by Wounded Man.

He 
could get no statement from any of the in- 
mates, who evidently had been cautioned.

The members of the club 
goon found that one of the most needed re- 
forms, demanding immediate attention, was 
the matter of better quarters than the Re- 
vere house and a similar class of hotels in 
which juries have been lodged and fed. 

The subject then was taken up with Presi- 
éent Brundage of the county board, who in 
his message to the county commissioners last 
December, urged that the question be given 
serious attention. Last month the public 
geryice committee of the board recommended 
that the top floor of the Criminal Court build- 
ing be reconstructed for jury quarters, and 
the work on the plans was begun imme- 


tely.

% Hall, Says Attorney. 


DENIAL OF BRIBERY TALE 


‘4 Falsehood, Declares J. J. Gal- 


Jery, Accused by Dunne’s 
Commissioner. 


The exit of the Dunne administration from 
the city hall and power may be made excit- 
ing by grand jury action and the trying of 
charges of conspiracy involving tne mayor’s 
political manager and commissioner of pub- 
lic works, William L. O’Con@il. 

This is the probable guicome of the scan- 
dal unearthed with the filing of a writ for 
an injunctioh in which a plea is made that 
the commissioger be compelled to rescind his 
action in awarding a contract to the Jack- 
son & Corbett company om the ground that 
it was given as the result of a conspiracy. 

The commissioner's hasty retort that John 
J. Gallery, the contractor who is said to have 
suffered through the conspiracy, had endeav- 
ored to bribe him a year ago, was met yes- 
terday by an equally warm one and a threat 
from the other side. 


™ Predicts Grand Jury Action. 

“If that’is the case the whole matter will 
probably go to the grand jury,” said D. V. 
Gallery, brother of the contractor, who is 
acting as hiwattorney. ‘ It isa most peculiar 
thing for the commissioner to say an offer of 
a bribe was made to him a “year ago, 
that he waxed indignant, but said nothing, 
and now wishes people to believe it when 
he is assailed. It is ridiculous. We want the 
light of day thrown upon the whole proceed- 
ing. ‘ Then the truth will come out.’’ 

Mr. Gallery pointed to the inconsistent po 
sition taken by Mr. O’Connell in denouncing 
as incompetent bidders a firm that he had 
let several contracts to within the last year, 
including the one om March 28. 

“If we attempted bribery,” said he, “ why 
did Mr. O’Connell continue to award us these 
contracts? ’’ 

Contractor Gallery, in denouncing the state- 
ment of the commissioner regarding his al- 
leged effort at bribing, said: 

“It is an unqualified falsehood. That is 
all I cam say on the subject.’ : 

Commissioner O’Connell said he had failed 
to tell of the attempt at bribery simply be- 
cause he wished to save the man who had 
made the offer. He permitted the truth to 
come out now, he said, because of the at- 
tack on him. 


Dunne Makes an Admission. 


The charge made in the bill for an injunc- 
tion that ex-Mayor Dunne’s name was af- 
fixed to the eontract without his knowledge 
and without his consent practically was ad- 
mitted by ex-Mayor Dunne. 


“ The entire matter was in Mr. O'Connell's | 


hands, 4nd I knew nothing of it,’’ he said. 
“It appears that the Gallery company was 
unable to furnish the required bonds, and 
that, for this reason, the contract was let to 
the other company.” 

Attorney Gallery called attention to a more 
important feature of the case—that the bid 
of the Gallery firm was only. $625,000, while 
that of the Jackson & Corbett company was 
$635,000. Some vital reason for awarding the 
contract to another company whose bid was 
that much higher should have been given, 
said Mr. Gallery. 


Jackson Explains His Position. 


George W. Jackson of the successful firm 
said no special effort had been made to ob- 
tain the contract; that it had been awarded 
to the firm In the absence of any representa- 
tive of it, and that he knew nothing of it until 
Mr. O’Connell t@lephoned him to go to the 
city hall and furnish bonds. 

‘‘ Our company has been quite busy of late 
and we were not particularly anxious to get 
the work,”’ he said. “ Having bid on it and 
furnished bonds, however, we will do the 
work and see that the city loses no money 
on the contract, which is more than could 
have been said of some of the companies that

After the Chicago City railway company 
yesterday had announced its readiness to 
keep its preélec*on promises to raise the pay 
of its 2.800 employés, the men at a night 
meeting decided to reject the offer unless all 
the traction employés of the city—on both 
surface and elevated lines—were assured sim-~- 
lar advantages. 

The meeting of the can men, which was held 
at Thirty-ninth and State streets, lasted until 
1 o'clock this morning and was taken uo 
with wrangling. One faction, which ap- 
peared to be satisfied with the companys 
proposition, amounting to an increase in pay 
for all classes of employés of 7 per cent, 
fought toe accept the offer. Another faction, 
headed by the union leaders, wanted to re- 

| fuse. 
neo! meeting Was 80 evenly divided that 
| both sides sent out messengers to bring in 
'men from the cars. More than 1,000 men 
were crowded into the hell at midnight. 


Committee Sent to Management. 

It finally was decided to appoint a commit- 
tee to wait on:the management of the com- 
pany and declare the unwillingness of the 
union to enter into an agreement until the 
elevated employés and the men in the service 
ef the Union Traction and Consolidated 
Traction companies had received a guaran- 
tee of an equivalent increase in pay. There 
are about 12,000 traction employés on all the 
ear lines in the city, who are thus included 
in the move of the union.

The theory that Samuel Trotcky of Indianapolis, a sophomore in the University 
of Chicago, knows about the girl's whereabouts was contradicted yesterday by 
young Trotcky. 
“I used to go to school with Miss Loughlin at the Shortridge High school in) 
Indianapolis,” he said, “but I was nothing more than an acquaintance. I was 
surprised to see my name in any way connected with the girl's disappearance. 
“My landlady, Mrs. Ford, said that I had not slept in my room for some time 
I can explain that.

Mayoralty Campaign Always Upsets 
Work of Assembly to Such an Ex- 
tent That Suggestion Is Made for 
City te Choose Executive in “Om 
Periods; While Lawmakers Are 
Not Engaged in Their Duties at 
Springfield.

Although he and all the other lawyers re- 
fused to admit that they are out of the case, 
affairs is now recognized by the Thaws. He 
one thing is certain—Delphin Michael Del- 
mas, the Pacific slope orator, will mot take 
part in the second trial should there be one. 
And there will be a second trial some time 
in the fall unless in the meantime Thaw 
should convince the Tombs physicians and 
others that-he is insane. 

District Attorney Jerome this afternoon 
went to his home at Lakeville, Conn., fora 
rest until Wednesday. Before he left he re- 
iterated his statement that he will oppose 
any application fér bail for Thaw however 
large, and he thinks his grounds for doing 
so—the standing of the jury and the way 
they reasoned—will convince any supreme 
court justice that Thaw should not be re- 
leased; Until there is some move made by 
lawyers representing Thaw, however, noth- 
ing will be done by Mr. Jerome. 

Cheerful Delmas Grows Sour. 

None of the lawyers who have been speak- 
ing for Thaw would say what they intended 
Clifford W. Hartridge, who has been

She denied she wasin 
such a condition and that she had been or- 
dered out of the city by her physician. She 
said she intended to stay hefe so she could be 
near her husband. Questioned about Mr. 
Delmas being about to be dropped she said: 
“Who told you that? It cannot be dis- 
cussed."’ 

After that Lawyer Peabody saw Thaw. He 
made a statement in which he said he was 
authorized by Thaw to announce there had 
been no change in his lawyers. 

The jurors talked freely today about their 
troubles, worries, and trials in the juryroom 
while they deliberated for forty-seven hours 
on the question of Thaw’'s guilt or innocence.

He has the names as well as the 
statements of many prominent persons who 
spent election night with Stanford white and 
Mrs. White, his wife, who were entertaining 
friends until after midnight, after which they 
all went home. 

A letter written bysHoward Nesbit, brother 
of Mrs. Evelyn Thaw, to Harry Thaw was 
made public today, it is said, by some of 
Thaw’s counsel. In it the young man wrote 
that when White was shot he thought it 
would be heroic to stand by *‘ the man whose 
memory to me was so precious.’”’ When Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome took his stasement, 
Howard Nesbit wrote:

The hopes of twenty years ago are about 
to be fulfilled in the completion of the St. 
Mary’s Training School for Boys, for which 
a series of well arranged buildings is being 
rapidly consttucted just beyond Desplaines. 
On his arrival from Europe Archbishop J. E. 
Quigley of the Chicago diocese will receive 
the report of the trustees of the institution. 

Taking advantage of the mild winter, and 
favored by the hearty codperation of the 
trustees and friendg of the movement, the 
architect and the builders have progressed 
rapidly until nearly all of the structures are 
in readiness. President John A. Lynch has 
made an arrangement with officials of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway by which 
a spur will be run from the main line at 
Desplaines, leading to the grounds of St. 
Mary's. President Marvin Hughitt and Vice 
President W. A. Gardner both are in sym- 
pathy with the aims of the institution and 
now have made possible the ambitions of 
the trustees of twenty years ago, who wanted 
a connecting line. 3 

Both Archbishop Quigley and the superin- 
tendent of the school, the Rey. George T. Mc- 
Carthy, h'ave been desirous of arranging for 
the spur, as they believe many visitors will 
take advantage of the chance to view the 
workings of the institution. 


Surprise in Big Work. 


‘“* So quietly and unobtrusively has the work 
been done,” said President Lynch of the 
board of trustees, ‘‘ that few have had an 
opportunity to learn of the expenditure out 
there on the fertile prairies near Desplaines. 
The trustees have, however, spent $377,517 
up to Feb. 12, 1007. The north wing and 
dormitory, the north toilet building, the din- 
ing hall, and the servants’ quarters and the 
kitchen have practically been completed, and 
we are in shape to properly care for 800 boys 
in about half the area contemplated in the 
building plans rejected by the archbishop and 
the trustees two years ago. There is now 
sufficient boiler, engine, elec‘ric, refrigerat- 
ing, water, dining room, and kitchen capacity 
for accommodating not only 800 boys but as 
many girls. 

* All that the school now really needs in 
the way of buildings is the construction of 
the south wing, in which girls may be housed.

The grand jury at Boise, Idaho, for several 
weeks has been investigating alleged land 
frauds on the part of the Barber Lumber com- 
pany. It is rumored that indictments have 
been voted against several officers of the 
company. 

The Barber Lumber company since 1901 
has acquired several million acres of timber 
lands in southern Idaho. It has been 
charged that large tracts of these lands were 
obtained from the government by illegal 
methods. The company has erected a $1,000,- 
000 mill plant on the Boise river, several miles 
north of the city of Boise. 

Senator Borah has been general counsel for 
the company since 1901. As he was only 
elected to the United States senate last win- 
ter, and does not take his seat until next 
December, the alleged frauds were not, of 
course, committed while he was under oath 
as a senator of the United States. His case, 
therefore, even if he should be indicted, is 
not a parallel to that of Burton of Kansas, 
who acted as attorney for a corporation be- 
iore government departments while he was 
a senator. 

The grand jury at Boise has™not yet re- 
ported, and it cannot be learned to a cer- 
tainty whether the indictments against the 
men referred to have been voted or not.

ANK OF AMERICA 
DELUDES EXPERTS 


Heads of Big Financial Con- 
cerns Are Said to Have Ap- 
proved Its Condition. 


OTHERS IN SAME CLASS. 


Sensational Testimony Given by 
Man Who Was Cashier of the 
Wrecked House.

That the heads of half a dozen of the largest 
banks in Chicago examined the condition of 
the Bank of America on the day it went into 
the hands of a receiver, and advised the 
bank’s officials to “ go ahead, if they could ”’; 
that one of these bank presidents was the 
institution’s adviser and sponsor during its 
entire career; and that.“ one of the leading 
ban of Chicago”’ was capitalized in stock 
notes to the extent of half the advertised 
figure at the time of the Bank of America’s 
brief existence—are some of the allegations 
made yesterday by the defense in the Bank of 
America trial. 

According to the testimony of Jerome W. 
Pierce, who was cashier of the bank, the 
trangactiane of the institution not only were 
known to bankers of long experience, he said, 
but were countenanced by these mefl, in many 
cases, as ‘‘ necessary.” 

“The state bank examiner told me on one 
occasion,” said the witness, “ that one of the 
leading banks of the city was capitalized at 
$2,000,000, and that half of that amount was 
represented by notes on the stock. He said 
there were two other banks in the state in 
the same condition.”’ 

Mr. Pierce told of several conferences with 
Helge A. Haugan, president of the State 
Bank of Chicago, in regard to the affairs of 
the Bank of America. 

— thetlay after the failure of the Walsh 
banks,” said. Mr. Pierce, ““I went to our 
bank before any one else was there and took 
a statement of our condition over to Mr, 
Haugan’s bank. He looked over our state- 
ment and said: 

‘“* You needn't worry You've got a bet- 
ter reserve than any bank In town.’

“I Pagliacci" was made powerful by the 
Canio of Sig. Caruso. There is nothing he 
has done here during any of his visits which 
equals in real emotionality his treatment of 
this réle of Bajazzo,. His work rings more 
clearly and more strongly true in this than 
in anything else that has been heard from 
him. He acts the part more powerfully and 
convincingly and his singing of the “ La- 
ment’’ is irresistibly compelling in the pas- 
sion and suffering it contains. 

Mme. Alten was the Nedda, and her voice 
was as clear, fresh, and pure as though she 
had not romped through the part of Gretel 
just a few moments before. The bird song 
was given with true vocal brilliancy—and it 
is a far from easy number—and the duet with 
Silvio and the tripping music of the play 
scene were excellently sung. 

It is strange, however, that admirable and 
conscientious artist that she is in.all else, she 
does, that she should so overdress Nedda. 
Her costumes last night were fit fora wealthy 
lady of fashion at a fancy dress party. They 
were not the tawdry finery of a strolling play- 
er. Mr. Caruso wore three rings, one of 
them a large diamond, which would have 
made Canio an estate owner instead of a 
starving Bajazzo.

BLE PLATOON 
ENDS TOMORROW. 
Veil Will Be Drawn Over the 
Experiment Then, Says 
Fire Chief Horan. 


MEN TO BE SCATTERED. 


Will Go Back to Stations Whence 
They Came as Far as 
Practicable. 


“The vell will be drawn over the two 
platoon system on Monday,’’ said Chief James 
Horan of the fire department last night. 
“ The companies in the first battalion, where 
the experiment was tried, will be restored to 
their old footing and the forty extra men 
shifte@ around until they are satisfied with 
their quarters.”’ 

This marks the end of the two platoon idea 
in Chicago In the belief of most persons, al- 
though the advocates of the system have not 
given up hope that it will be resumed, in part 
at least, at the end of the present year, when 
more money is available for the purpose. 

Mayor Busse has left the question entirely 
with Chief Horan and the chief is not en- 
thusiastic over the two platoon system. 

“The abandonment of the experiment in 
the first battalion,’’ said Chief Horan, “ is 
in line with the recommendation of the 
finance committee, which reported to the 
council that there were not funds available 
to adopt it all over the city, and that it was 
not good policy to limit the double shift sys- 
tem to a part of the department. 


Courtesy to Retiring Mayor. 


" "JT asked Mayor Dunne a week ago what he 
was going to do about the recommendation 
of the finance committee, and he said that 
he'd like to have the double platoon contin- 
ued in the First battalion until he went out 
of office, and that will be done out of courtesy 
to him.”’ 

Chiéf.Horan said he expected some diffi- 
culty in shifting the forty extra men in the 
First battalion back to stations. Some of 
the members of the First battalion who 
were not favorable to the two platoon idea 
were sent to outlying stations, where the 
work is lighter and the quarters more,desir- 
able. Two platoonists in the outlying sta- 
tions were brought downtown. It is ex- 
pected there will be’! some difficulty in rear- 
ranging matters so that everybody will be 
satisfied, but the chfef thought this could be 
done in time. ' The old conditions that ex- 
isted previous to last August when the two 
platoon experiment was inaugurated will be 
restored as fast as possible.

RESOLUTIONS CAUSE COMMOTION 
AT MEETING OF BOARD. 


Friends of Col. Henry S. Dietrich, 
Who Has Been Recommended to 
Mayor Busse for Member of Public 
Improvements Commission, Resent 

Kirort of J. H. Van Viissingen toe 


Tiave Names of Several Other Men 
Included in the Request.

An unexpected and somewhat sensational 
incident developed at yesterday's adjourned 
meeting of the real estate board involving 

_the proposed appointment of Col. Henry 8. 
Dietrich as a member of the board of local 
improvements by Mayor Busse. 

The primary purpose of the meeting was 
to listen to addresses by EB. Allen Frost and 
J. P. Byrne in behalf of the tax reform bill 
urged by the Civic Federation before the 
legislature, but as soon as the meeting was 
opened J. H. Van Viissingen introduced reso- 
lutions that the board recommend te Mayor 
Busse the names of several other members 
of the board4in addition to Col. Dietrich as 
well qualified for a place on the board of 
public improvements. 

Inasmuch as a petition signed by seventy- 
five of the leading members of the board had 
been presented to Mayor Busse recommend- 
ing the appointment of Col. Dietrich his 
friefids at once vigorously denounced the 
resolutions as manifestly unfair to Col. Diet- 
rich and a stultification of the board itself. 


Resolutions Laid on the Table. 

After a spirited discussion a motion that 
the names of all except Col. Dietrich be 
eliminated from the resolutions was defeated 
by a vote of 12-to 10, after which a motion 
was adopted that the Van Viissingen resolu- 
tions, which included the names of E. G. 
Pauling, E. O: Hart, C. C. Broomell, and H. 
Hi. Banford, with that of Col. Dietrich, be 
laid on the table. 

George L. Warner said it was generally 
understood that Col. Dietrich was to be ap- 
pointed on the board and that the introduc- 
tion of the resolutions now was not only a 
marked unkindness to Col. Dietrich, but 
smnacked of some ulterior motive. 

Mr. Van Viissingen denied any purpose to 
reflect in any way on Col. Dietrich and sev- 
eral names had been recommended because 
of the experience of the architects in necom- 
mending only one man for building com- 
missioner. He said the board wae interested 
net so much in the appointment of any single 
man as it was in being ably represented on 
the board of public improvements, and any 
of the men named was thoroughly compe- 
tent for the place. 

J. Milton Trainer thought the resolutions 
were as much in favor of Col. Dietrich as 
@ny of the other men named, but Edgar M. 
Snow said it seemed manifestly unfair to 
spring the resolutions at that meeting and 
that to take action on them would be to stul- 
tify the board. E. A. Halsey also spoke 
; against the resolutions. 


Tax Reform Bill Indorsed. 

Mr. Frost in his talk repeated the argu- 
ments which he recently used before the 
legislature at Springfield. It was a plea for 
the development of new sources of revenue 
and he named particularly express, railroad, 
and telegraph companies. One of his sug- 
gestions was that a slight tax might be levied 
on board of trade transactions. 

He .cited New York and Pennsylvania in 
particular as striking examples of the bene- 
fits to be derived from the suggested changes, 
and declared that the development of Chicago 
and Illinois was belng greatly retarded by 
present conditiops. 

Mr. Byrne addressed the meeting briefly 
after Mr. Frost had finished, and following 
this @ resolution was adopted by the board 
favoring the bill. 


GIRL TELLS SUICIDE BUREAU 
SAD STORY OF BLIGHTED LIFE 


Jame McLeod Seeks Salvation Army 
with Recital of Hardship Following 
Deaths of Parents. 


' Among the many’ pitiful tales heard by 
oficiais of the Salvation army suicide bu- 
reau since that institution opened its doors 
few have revealed a more bitter depth of 
misery than that related yesterday to Brig- 
adier Alexander McMillan by a young girl 
who called herself Jane McLeod. 

Three years ago the girl arrived in Chi- 
cago from Ireland with her parents. The 
father obtained work at first in the stock- 
yards and for the first year the family was 
able to support itself in comparative com- 
fort. Soon, however, McLeod's weakness 
for drink, which had proved his ruin in his 
native land, reasserted itself. He lost his 
position and was unable to obtain another, 
and for six months the family gradually 
drifted lower and lower until a street car ac- 
cident put an end to the man’s life. 

The mother and daughter took up the 
struggle for life, but a few months later 
the mother succumbed to an attack of pneu- 
monia, and the girl was left alone... It was 
the story of another Magdalen. Brigadier 
McMillan bade the sobbing girl try to forget 
the past and assured hier of a new chance 
in life. 

The story of Jane McLeod was only one 
of many which Mr. McMillan has listened to 
recently. The bitter weather of the last week 
has driven many hard pressed strugglers to 
desperation. One man who was enatched 
from the brink of self-destruction told a 
tale by no means uncommon, He was out 
of work. Before taking the last desperate 
step he had turned to the Salvation army to 
find sympathy and assistance.

ble as possible. Baseball crowds, club own- 
ers, players, and even the scribes and bat 
are engaged at every opportunity in 
the umpire understand he is beneath 
and not fit to put a new lace in 
cape The umpire’s only friend in the 
country during a baseball season is 
ident of his league, from whom he 
éraws his salary and to whom he looks for 
thy and support in all troubles. 
The league executive, therefore, is bound 
' glways to take the umpire’s side and in a 
measure share the trouble and blame heaped 
upon his hired men. This habit of taking 
the umpire’s side in everything becomes 
chronic. It is a good habit. Without it there 
is no telling what would become of baseball. 
If the league executive was not there in the 
. packground, with his schedule of fines and 
ions for players who overstep the 
mits in browbeating \umpires, baseball 
es would have degenerated into pugilistic 
and linguistic exhibitions long ago, and John 
J. McGraw would have a cinch on every 
rag of pennant bunting in the world. But 
there can be too much of a good thing, even 
of a good habit. There is nothing but this 
habit of looking at baseball matters through 
the umpire’s eyes to explain the failure of the 
‘ big league presidents to answer the public’s 
demands by instructing, their umpires to 
adopt a simple code of signals to indicate 
doubtful decisions on pitched balls, the same 
as on base decisions. The umpires objected 
to being overworked by the necessity of 
moving an arm to indicate a ‘‘strike.’’ Con- 
sequently the public must continue to guess, 
until electric score boards are installed and 
perfected, and then miss some of the play 
while studying the score board.

THRILLING FINISH 
IN 4 MILE EVENT. 


Los Angeleno Beats Mamie 
Algol by Nose and Breaks 
World’s Record. 


RACE AT OAKLAND TRACK. 


Two Horses Run on Almost Even 
Terms and Many Think It a 
Dead Heat; Mark 7:06 1-5. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 13.—[{Special.]— 
A new world’s record of 7:16% was estab- 
lished in the running of the Thornton Re- 
newal, at four miles, at Oakland this after- 
noon. 

It was a sensational race from start to 
finish, Los Angeleno beating Mamie Algol a 
nose after one of the grandest struggles ever 
seen on any racecouree. 

Five horses started, and Mamie Algol was 
a@ pronounced favorite, as Los Angeleno was 
a bit lame, which caused the price of the 
Santa Anita horse to recede in betting at an 
alarming rate. 

Inflammable acted as pacemaker, with 
At the end of 
two miles Mamie Algol, Los Angeleno, and 
Inflammable passed the stand heads apart, 
the crowd cheering wildly. At the end of the 
third mile Mamie Algol led Los Angeleno a 
neck. Benvolio closed up a big gap through 
the stretch and loomed up as a dangerous 
possibility. 


Long, Hard Struggle. 

The tast mile was desperately contested. 
At three and a half miles Mamie Algol led 
Los Angeleno by a neck. On the far turn 
Los Angeleno drew away amidst intense ex- 
citement and led into the stretch by two 
Under the whip Mamie Algol gained 
in game style, and the two horses passed un- 
der the wire noses apart. The judges award- 
ed the race to Los Angéleno, although many 
thought it should have been a dead heat. 

It was one of the gamest struggles in the 
history of the turf, and Knapp’s riding won 
for Los Angeleno. The latter horse beat 
Mamie Algol a nose on a muddy track for the 
Thornton stage three weeks ago. Many 
turfmen still t@irga Mamie Algol should have 
‘beaten Los Angeleno in both races. 

Twelve thousand persons witnessed the 
races and thirty-nine books did business,

BIG NINE SLAPS 
THE WOLVERINES 
Western Conference Adopts 


Two Radiéal Resolutions 
Which Hit Michigan. 


MEAN ANN ARBOR IS OUT. 


Action Construed as Practically 
Dropping Maize and Blue 
from Association. 


Michigan’s membership in the “ big nine ” 
hangs by a thread. . To all intents and pur- 
poses the university at Ann” Arbor passed 
up all affiliations with its sister colleges yes- 
terday with the action taken by the faculty 
representatives of the middle west group ata 
special conference held at the ‘Annex in this 
city. 

Plainly speaking, Michigan is no longer a 
member of the conference association, but 
the professors placed their sentiments in 
academic phrases and mamaged to obscure 
partially the real strength of their action. 
Some of them declared Michigan now is out 
of it, and others insisted Michigan still is in, 


Two Resolutions Passed. 

Two resolutions which hit Michigan simul- 
taneously from opposite directions with stun- 
ning effect were passed. By the first Michi- 
gan cannot meet any conference college in 
any branch of athletics. By the second Mich- 
igan cannot play any middle west college, 
whether of the second class or of the fresh 
water variety which will not abide by the con- 
ference rules. The major resolution read as 
follows: 

’ Resolved, That in the judgment of the 
conference there shall be no intercourse in 
athletic rélations between members of this 
conference and every member that does not 
conform in full to the conference rules.” 

The minor resolution, which seemed to 
drive hard ‘at Michigan from the opposite 
way, was as follows: 

‘ Resolved, That no conference university 
shall play with any western institution of 
similar class athletically—i. e.: one which 
competes with any member of the conference 
on the basis of athletic equality, except 
under conference rules of eligibility.’’. 

Michigan Forced Out. 

These crystallized sentiments, representing 
a unanimity of feeling among the delegates 
present, now force Michigan entirely out of 
the middle west world, so far as the confer- 
ence association is concerned, it is contended. 
Technically speaking, Michigan still is a 
member. But its membership will not count 
for anything unless it abides by the confer- 
ence rules. 

Michigan, through its two delegater, Judge 
V. H. Lane and Prof. Henry M. Bates, made 
a heroic plea to retain its rights in the con- 
ference, but the faculty men of the other col- 
leges refused to listen to the entreaties. 
When it came down to a-vote there was nota 
single *‘ nay,’’ Michigan, of course, not voting 
on the major resolution. 

Early in the morning session it was seen at 
once that Michigan had decided to stand pat 
in its desire to break two of the conference 
rules—the four year law and she five foot- 
ball games enactment. Through the morn- 
ing and for a part of the afternoon Judge 
Lane argued his points. 

Illinois Only One to Waver. 


Illinois was the only college to waver. 
Prof. Goodenough, who came uninstructed, 
wishing to save the series of baseball games 
between Michigan and Coach Huff's young- 
sters, wanted the action qualified, but the 
protests from the other members became so 
strong he soon swung around again into line 
with the ruling element. 

Judge Lane hardly had recovered from the 
unfavorable action attending the passing of 
the “‘ nonintercourse ’’ resolution when Dean 
Albion W. Smith of the University of Chi- 
cago unexpectedly proposed the second reso- 
lution. It was the desire of the Midway pro- 
fessor to straighten out a tangle of the Iowa 
and Indiana colleges, but he got his foot 
more deeply into the mess than he had figured 
on. 

His motion, which was seconded by Prof. 
T. F. Moran of Purdue, carried double weight 
and incidentally struck at Michigan ata new 
angle, which at the moment was not recog- 
nized by those in attendance at the meeting. 
The situation in Iowa and Indiana was ton- 
sidered primarily. Then it seemed to dawn 
upon the professors that it was a blow at 
Michigan. 

Explanation by Stagg. 


Director Stagg of Chicago hurriedly ex- 
plained it was not the main purpose of the 
resolution to strike at Michigan. He stated 
the motive was to bring into line with the 
conference the minor colleges of the middle 
west and those which were on the step below 
athletically. 

He meant such colleges as Nebraska, Notre 
Dame, Ames, and Wabash. In the contest 
for the state champlonship of Iowa Ames was 
considered to have too greata handicap with 
no observance of the conference rules, while 
lowa, strictly adhering to the “ big nine’’ 
regulations, was an under dog. Another in- 
stance was pointed out in Wabash in regard 
to Purdue and Indiana. 

However, the full brunt of the blow seemed 
to fall on the shoulders of Michigan, and 
Judge Lane will have to carry back to Ann 
Arbor unexpectedly unhappy tidings. He 
was notina talkative mood after the meeting, 
and was unwilling to express an opinion, 


Judge Lane Reticent. 


‘‘ Well, I haraiy know how they will take 
this at.Ann Arbor,” hesaid. °‘ I hardly know 
just what it means myself. I wouldn't ven- 
ture an opinion. I do not know what the 
faculty will do. We will have to wait first 
and see how the people at home take it. 

‘“We are forced, of course, if we want to 
meet ahy of the conference colleges, to change 
our plans a little. Whether or not we will 
change these’plans I really cannot say.” 

Sympathizing hands went out to Michigan 
from all the members of the conference pres- 
ent. They felt Michigan should not be thrown 
out of the association body and soul and gave 
Michigan a single loophole by which it may 
avoid the action which is bound to come un- 
less the Wolverine professors change their 
plans of not observing the conference rules. 


Loophole for Michigan. 


This single loophole is the opportunity to 
reconsider its plans for more than five foot- 
ball games and for playing “‘ ineligibles ”’ in 
the games with nonconference colleges. If 
Michigan annuls the action already taken 
then it will come again into the good graces 
ef the conference association. If not, its 
only action can be its forma! resignation 

e body. 

Owe all aoe Michigan will think over 
again what it has done,” sald Prof. T. F. 
Moran of Purdue, who is secretary of the 
conference. ‘It would be most unfortunate 
if Michigan would not retain its member- 
ship. But, of course, we never fora moment 
could allow Michigan to break the rules. 

“Tf one college breaks the rules then it 
would be fair to let any of the others break 
the rules. This would terminate in anarch- 
ism in the conference. It is at once plain that 
our only course lay in the direction we took 

ernoon. 
ere only event we will permit Michigan 
to engage in, as a member of the conference 
and not retain the conference rules of elig- 
ibility, is the eastern intercollegiate track 
meet. This has been made an exceptional 


case.

upon recently, was an absolutely free agent, 
as all National league clubs had waived claim 
to him. Official confirmation of the engage- 
ment of George, Huff, the University of Illi- 
nois athletic director, to manage the Boston 
Americans also came from President Taylor 
of that club. 


Boston’s Success Pleases Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson was highly elated with thé 
Boston club’s success in inducing the col- 
legian to accept the management, and 
pleased with the arrangement whereby: he 
will take charge of the team at once. He 
said President Taylor was extremely for- 
tunate to secure so capable a man for the 
position. 

In this connection President Murphy said 
Director*Huff had asked for and been given 
a release from the verbal agreement he had 
with the Chicago Nationals to act as the 
club’s agent again this year in securing new 
players.

Hehas 
my best wishes, although I am sorry to lose 
him, for there is no better judge of baseball 
players in the country in my opinion, and he 
has been of great assistance to us.”’

President O’ Neill of the Western league re- 
turned from the Lincoln meeting ot his or- 
ganization and announced that eftorts to in- 
clude Topeka in the circuit had been aban- 
doned for this season, but that the fight would

Attempts by big league baseball magnatfs 


to blame the autocrats of the weather table | 


for the disagreeable features whiwh marrec 
the opening of-the championship seasons 
jast week should not distract the attention 
of the public from the fact the club ownerTs 
themselves are more to blame than the men 
who preside over the freaks of the temper- 
ature. 

The weather conditions which prevailed in 
Chicago and throughout the major league 
circuits last week were not unusual for the 
time of year. Lecause an exceptionally early 
spring last year enabred the baseball people 
to get away successfully with an opening 
‘before the middle of April they cannot be ex- 
cused for forgetting that the records of the 
last decade do not justify the expectation of 
weather suitable for baseball before the mid- 
dle or the 20th of April at best in the majority 
of the cities which are represented in the ma- 
jor circuits. Consequently, in attempting to 
force the seasons the club owners are court- 
ing just such experiences as those of last 
week. 

Conditions Not Suitable. 

Last Thursday's openings were well patron- 
ized considering the conditions, but the 
crowds were only half as large as they would 
have been under favorable circumstances. 
And the conditions certainly were not suit- 
able for playing champion baseball. Soggy 
diamonds and outfields increased the element 
of luck in some contests, and the cold at- 
mosphere in general prevented the players 
from letting themselves out to top speed. 

The club owners argue they cannot afford 
to shorten the season on account of high 
salaries, paid the players and the enormous 
expenses of conducting a club. They say 
the public shows it wants early games by at- 
tending them, and they cannot afford to lose 
the extra doliars which result from the 
longer season. Yet every fall and winter one 
bears nothing but boasts about the great 
prosperity of the game. Every one who 
gays anything for publication announces that 
every club in every league made money in 
bunches last season. That is the reason for 
the players’ demands for higher salaries. 


Keep Down Death Rate Among Fans. 
If the tail end clubs make money, what 
must the winning teams absorb? It doesnot 
seem, therefore, that these ante and post 
Season views of the business end of the game 
Govetai) with any degree of smoothness. 
. Without becoming public benefactors to any 
great degree or sacrificing much of the com- 
mercialism which maintains baseball, the 
club owners might give way a little to the 
sentimental! side of the game and be content 
with slightly smaller finagcial returns for 
the sake of lowering the death rate among 
the fanatics. They might realize that in- 
stead of the fans demanding midwinter base- 
ball, the clubs force the fans to cut loose 
from the stove by scheduling midwinter 
baseball, for there are a certain number of 
thirty-fourth degree fans who would attend 
baseball openings in January if any one was 
crazy enough to schedule them. 

But it is no cinch the magnates’ argument 
is true that early openings increase their 
season's profits. It is true that by playing 
154 instead of 140 games in a season the 
clubs get fourteen more chances to take 
in money, but that does not establish the fact 
they can take in more or as much coin inthe 
Jonger season as in the shorter. By opening 
$m such weather as last Thursday's the clubs 
take the chance of killing off patrons who 
might average a game a week for the rest of 
the season if they lived. Or a fan may con- 
‘tract sickness which, tough not fatal, will 
keep him housed up for the better part of the 
season. 

Rooter’s Pocketbook Limited. 

The average baseball rooter—and it is the 
average rooter who supports the game—will 
spend about so much money in a season on 
baseball games and no more. He will go to 
as many games in a five months’ season asin 
one of six months, and consequently will at- 
tend as many games out of 140 as he will out 
of 154. By extending the season over six 
months the club owners fancy they are get- 
Ring more coin, because they get more slices 
ef it, but the slices are not as thick as they 
would be if they were fewer. 

Take the ante-gseason games in St. Louis 
as an illustration of the point The rival 
elub owners there argue that they clean 
up something like $10,090 apiece out of their 
spring series, but if reality they are merely 
putting into practice the player's idea of 
getting money advanced on his season's 
salary. The $10,000 which the St. Louis 
magnate makes out of the spring series [if 
he does] comes out of the receipts of later 
games during the championship season. By 
the time the regular season opens there the 
patron has had ali ind de taken off his 
appetite, the championship opening is a sec- 
ondary affair, and the magnate simply has 
Giscounted the notes which the patron was 
bound to pay him later. 


Reasons for Later Opening. 

In cities favored by winning clubs all these 
etguments may not hold good, because a 
Winning team draws in almost any kind of 
weather. But unless a club is a pennant 
Winner it is likely to lose by early openings 
receipts which might have been obtained. In 
the eariy deys of a pennant race, before 
the weather is comfortable for outdoor sport, 
there are thousands who will not attend ball 
games at all. They would get out for the 
first games of a season through curiosity 
or interest in their teams if the weather was 
good. But by the time baseball weather ar- 
rives a team may have fallen down in the 
race or have disappointed the hopes held out 
to the public. A large ciass of patrons, 
therefore, will have lost interest in a club 
without having seen a game. because it a}- 
ready is counted out of tre nace. 

By delaying the championship games until 
ali Kinds of patrons would be attracted the 
habit of attending games would be contracted 
by & greater number of people, many of 
whom might stick to a losing club through 
habit alone, for that is half of baseball any- 
way. 

An early championship opening entails 
etarting the training trips at present in 
Weather which is not suited to baseball in 
@ny part of the country. The clubs go to the 
expense of getting their players together 
Guring or before the first week in March. 
By Gelaying the championship a week or ten 
Gaye the training trip could be started that 
much later each year without sacrificing any 
of the returns from exhibition games.- On 
the contrary, the exhibition games would be 
more profitable if the weather of late March 
and the first half of April proved suitable for 
baseball in the south. 


More Money in South. 

The big league clubs this year toured the 
south early in March and tried to pull off 
exhibition games in northern cities as early 
as Aprill. If they had remained in the south 
another ten days they would not have lost 
@0 many of the valuable exhibition dates as 
they did this spring. Clubs can draw as 
much by playing exhibition games in good 
* Weather as they can by playing champion- 
oe ship games in bad weather. Consequently

Mean Tricks in Baseball. 


* Win, tie, or wrangle.” 

That is the slogan in professional base- 
bali. : 

Long &go I read the story of the youth 
who, after making a pickup of a fly, catch- 
ing the ball just as it touched the ground, 
was honest when the umpire appealed to 
him, and said: ‘‘ No, I canmot tell a lie,” 
and lost the game, although he won an 
immortal crown. 

If he had been playing on a professional 
team he would have drawn a ten days’ 
notice before the next inning. 

As a matter of fact, the ball players of 
the professional teams of America will 
stop at nothing shé@rt of manslaughter to 
win a game—and the same rule applies 
to college and amateur athletics. 

The object of baseball is to win. 

~~ 

The meanest trick I ever saw played won 
a game for the team of Wilmington, O. 
(now chiefly noted as the birthplace of C. 
Webb Murphy), from the team represent- 
ing Lynchburg, O. 

In a way the mean trick was a_retalla- 
tion on the part of Wilmington for past 
troubles. Lynchburg is the seat of a big 
distillery and the storekeepers, gaugers, 
and those fellows loved baseball—and 
loved to win. Likewise they were hos- 
pitable. Lynchburg always had a good 
team, and always stood ready to back its 
team with the coin of the realm. And, 
when the betting was dively, there was 
sure to be doings. 

Wilmington went there to play a game 
one spring, and backed its club to a fare- 
ye-well. The gaugers and storekeepers 
invited the visiting team to inspect the 
distillery, and, while they showed them 
around, they gave them “ samples "’— 
which were equivalent to knockout drops 
—and Lynchburg wonrunningaway. The 
return game was played at Wilmington, 
and Wilmington won after a hard fight. 

There was a barrel of money bet on the 
deciding game, which was to be played 
at Lynchburg, and I was invited to take 
my life in my hands and umpire. 

The betting was something marvelous. 
All thé butter money on all the shelves in 
Clinton and Highland counties was wa- 
gered, and the poker game suspended 
owing to stringency in the money market. 
Everybody postponed paying the grocery 
bill until it was over. 

Wilmington came down backed by a big 
contingent. In vain the gaugers invited 
the players to visit the distillery. They 
staid in Puck Miller's hotel and drank 
nothing but ice water, and even refused 
that until the manager had tastedit. The 
game was for bicod. 

It happened that Lynchburg had a 
pitcher who was apitcher. His name was 
Charlie Pickerel, and he was one of the 
best pitchers that ever put them across. 
But for one weakness Pickerel probably 
would have been a major league star. 
This weakness was an odd one. -He could 
not pitch with his shoeson. Against easy 
teams he went all right—but when he had 
a hard game he had to rolla pair of socks 
down over his baseball stockings, making 
soft moccasins, and then he could bend 
them double, almost. ; 

The game started, and Pickerel was 
pitching for all that wasin him. He had 
speed, curves, a slow one, and he flelded 
in remarkable shape. The score was 
nothing all in the fifth, when Pickerel 
rapped out a double and Pony Dumenil 
corked a triple to left and came home on 
a bad throw. 

They fought it out on that line until! the 
seventh. Then Wilmington was desper- 
ate. Dhey could not hit Pickerel at all. 
The second baseman held a whispered 

conversation on the bench with a man 
who stood to lose $25—and the deed was 
done. 

Wilmington went out in the seventh on 
three strike outs. Pickere! certainly was 
good. But when the visitors took the 
field the pitcher and the second baseman 
got busy. Their actions rather puzzled 
me—but I couldn't see that they were 
doing anything wrong. Lynchburg scored 
twice more—and the crowd was wild with 
the score 4 to 0 and only two rounds to go. 

Pickerel came out, borrowed a chew, 
and started to work. The first ball he 
pitched he said “* Ouch,’’ and pulled some- 
thing off his foot. He stepped back, and 
“Ouch” again, and examined his other 
foot. 

Every step he took brought another 
*Ouch.’’ He pitched four balls and then 
asked me to let\him put on hisshoes. The 
moment he put on the shoes the visitors 
began hitting, and they pounded out four 
runs, and in the ninth they overwhelmed 
Pickerel and won easily. 

That Wilmington pitcher and second 
baseman had salted the pitcher's box with 
cockle burrs, supplied by the man who had 
bet $25. 

—~o— 

Lodi, Pa., once won the county cham- 
plonship by methods which were at least 
irregular in baseball. It happened that 
Comstock and Lodi are neighboring towns 
and the rivalry in baseball i# intense. 
The teams play a series of nine games 
each. year, meeting every Saturday after- 
noon for nine weeks for ‘ $25 a side and 
the amateur championship,’’ as the hand- 
bills announced, 

On this season Lodi was in hard lines. 
Comstock won four out of the first five 
games, and seemed to have the champion- 
ship cinched. Also the $25 per game. Then 
Lodi took a brace and won another game, 
making the count 4 to 2in favor of Com- 
stock. 

About that time there came into Lod! a 
tall, singular looking man. He was about 
six feet two inches in height, extremely 
thin, about 50 years old, and he possessed 
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peculiarly black side whiskers. He 
stopped at the hotel, announced that he 
was not a horse trader, but a doctor look- 
ing for a location. He staid around town 
for four or five days, and, of course, heard 
all the discussions regarding the relative 
merits of the two teams and thé hard luck 
which threatened to give Comstock the 
honors.

‘‘ None—indeed, I never played. the 
game, but that is immaterial,’’ said the 
doctor gravely. “‘ PFust show me what is 
wanted—and I'll win for you.” 

The manager thought he had found a 
lunatic, but after further unfolding of 
ideas he grew excited and promised the 
doctor a trial. 

The doctor removed his frock coat, took 
the ball gingerly in his hands, and essayed 
to pitch. The lookers on yowled with de- 
light. The ball went ten feet wide of the 
plate. 

The doctor practiced a few minutes and 
got so he could throw the ball, or, rather, 
toss it, within a reasonable distance of 
the plate, and then the batters tried to 
hit. He stood regarding them gravely 
a moment before pitching the ball, then 
lobbed it up as big as a toy balloon—and 
the batter missed it a foot. The crowd 
yelled with delight. Three times the bat- 
ter wallopéd away at balls that looked ag 
if they couldn't be missed, and then sat 
down looking foolish. 

Everybody tried it~and nobody hit the 
ball. They all went home disgusted and 
rather amaged, while the manager took 
his new pitcher in tow and introduced him 
as the savior of Lodi. 

The impression the doctor and his whis- 
kers made on the Comstock crowd was 
fearful. They rolled in the dirt with 
laughter when they saw him in uniform. 
He regarded them with an air of deeply 
injured indignation, and it was noticed 
that he stared oddly at them. all when 
they laughed, as if puzzled to know the 
cause of thelr amusement. 

He pitched with a queer, jerky wrist mo- 
tion, and during the entire game the Com- 
stock men struck out as fast as they came 
up. Twenty-six men struck out and one 
hit a fly to the infield. 

In the following game twenty-seven mien 
etruck out, and, in the final game, twenty- 
five fanned. 

It was not until after the deciding game 
was over and Lodi was the champion that 
the secret became known. The doctor 
had hypnotized all the Comstock players.

Sharp practice came near overthrowing 
a certain western college team a few years 
ago, but the trick was discovered in time 
to prevent disaster.

Every- 
body knew he would pitch unless some- 
thing went wrong, for he was the main- 
stay of the team. 

He put on his spectacles, went to the 
box, and startedtopitch. It was apparent 
from that instant that something was 
wrong. The visitors drew three bases on 
balls and one man was hit, they scored 
three runs, and might have scored a 
dozen more but for their eagerness to 
slug the ball. The man with the spec- 
tacles was wilder than the original March 
hare. 

When he came in he was puzzled, and 
the manager was mad. Indeed, the man- 
ager was half suspicious that bribery had 
been effected. 

The pitcher removed his spectacles and 
sat down. Then he began examining the 
glasses and suddenly he let out a yell. 

**Somebody has fixed my glasses;’’ he 
said. ‘‘I’ve been wondering what the 
matter was. I put the ball whereI wanted 
to—and it wouldn’t go near the plate.” 

The pitcher lived almost a mile from 
the grounds. A boy on a bicycle was 
rushed off to bring another pair of glasses, 
while the manager instructed his men to 
play for time. They wrangled, delayed, 
and argued until the boy rode into the 
grounds—then they started to play. The 
pitcher put on the other glasses, and 
from that to the end of the game held his 
opponents helpless. 

Suspicion fell on the visiting college, but 
later it was discovered that a man in the 
home college had doctored the glasses 
by changing the lenses and bet a pile of 
money on the result. He was forced to 
leave school.

Weatherly of Indiana at the close of the 
afternoon session, 


Ann Arbor Is Storm Center. 7 
With the close of the conference the storm 
center now shifts to Ann Arbor, The pro- 
fessors declared the matter now was closed 
with them, and whatever of consequence to 
follow would come from the Wolverine 
stronghold. It is expected the Michigan 
faculty or athletic board will hold a meet- 
ing this week at which its recent action will 
be considered. Owing to the opening of the 
college baseball seagon an early decision is 
anticipated. 

No mention was made of the “ big four ”’ 
proposal during the meeting. Secretary 
Moran declared the proposal had nothing to 
do with the conference, and accordingly was 
not considered. Director Stagg stated there 
was nothing new in the plan brought out by 
the meeting. 

No attempt was made by any of the faculty 
men to consider schedules in ahy branches 
of athletics.

Director Baird still is noncommittal on the 
news. He says he must have a full report 
of the conference session, together with some 
time to think it over, before he can criticise 
the conference action either favorably or un- 
favorably. There was a note of pleased sur- 
prise in his voice when he first heard the 
tidings, though. 

“TI cannot say what the effect of the con- 
ference action will be on Michigan's immedli- 
ate athletic future,” said he. ‘I hardly 
think the basebail games scheduled with Chi- 
cago will be played. As to the games with 
Illinois, it may be that the good feeling be- 
tween the two colleges will prove strong 
enough to assure the playing of the games. 

* Would the conference sever athletic re- 
lations with any conference college playing 
us? Well, I should imagine that it would 
not so act so long as we played conference 
colleges under conference rules.’’ 

The students take the news to mean there 
will be no Chicago-Michigan track meet this 
spring, no Michigan entries in the conference 
meet in June, and no football games next 
fall with any western college except those 
willing to risk the wrath of the “ big nine.” 

They consider it especially fortunate that 
Director Baird has so far carried his policy 
of affiliation with the east that Michigan will 
be heard of in the spring sports as usual this 
year. 

Everywhere on the campus one hears to- 
night praise for the board of control repre- 
sentatives who refused to, back down on the 
board's ruling that Michigan could play four 
year men in games with nonconference col- 
leges, and could schedule as many games ag 
were desired with such institutions.

However, McCarey stated, 
several weeks ago, that the fight surély 
would take place. Since then State's Attor- 
ney Hewitt of Los Angeles framed a bill, 
and will work for its passage, to prohibit 
prizefighting or boxing matches, as they have 
been termed, in the county, and that may 
account for the rumor. 

Hewitt claims he is a lover of the sport, but 
prefers to see the wallops delivered with 
nineteen ounce gloves. Can lovers of the 
game imagine a pair of bantams battling 
weighted down with nineteen ounce mitts? 

Getting back to the original subject, the 
Burns-O’Brien fight, if the truth of the 
$30,000 offering was known it probably 
never was on the level. Prior to McCarey's 
offer a prospective fight promoter named 
Skinner of Rhyolite, Nev., dropped into Los 
Angeles and offered $30,000 for a fight be- 
tween Jeffries and Squires, and when he 
learned that Jeff would not fight, at least 
for that paltry amount of money, he offered 
the money for Burns and O’Brien. At first. 
however, he made it $25.000, and the ‘‘ smart 
set,” thinking they had inveigled him into a 
game of auction pitch, raised the ante to 
$30,000, and naturally expected a boost of

OF CHESS MATCH 
A SURPRISE TO CRITICS. 


Lasker Expected to Retain Title, but 
That Marshall Should Not Win 
Even One Game Is Not Thought Of. 


{BY L. UEDEMANN.,] 

That Dr. Emanuel ‘Lasker woul@ retain 
his title of chess champion of the world was 
the almost unanimous opinion of competent 
critics at the. beginning of the match, but 
that Frank J. Marshall would not score a 
single game against ths champion’s eight 
was not even thought of. This onesided re- 
sult again clearly demonstrates that the 
chess masters.may be divided into several 
classes of strength; that there is an iasur- 
mountable chasm between one class,of mas- 
ters and another. 

Were it not for the fact that’ Dr. S:egbert 
Tarrasch defeated Marshall in almost as 
decisive @ manner—eight to one with eight 
draws—it could again be claimed that Mar- 
shall wags out of condition, but such an ex- 
cuse cannot be made forever. Owing to this 
similarity of scores, against Marshall, a 
match férthe championship between Lasker 
and Tarrasch suggests iteelf. It will be re- 
membered that Tarrasch publicly proclaimed 
his victory over the young and vigorous Mar- 
shall a much greater achievement than Las- 
ker’s defeat.of the old and decrepit Steinitz, 
and announced. that he, therefore, did not 
consider it incumbent upon himself to be a 
challenger for the championship. 


Situation Is Changed. 

But now the situation is different again, 
Lasker did not grant Marshall that solitary 
win and gave him one less drawn game, If 
the German M. D. still has aspirations to be 
considered the equal or sivperior of Lasker 
he must prove his claim, for Lasker 1s the 
champion and has defendéd the title against 
the player whose decisive defeat Tarrasch 
considered his summit of fame. 

Marshall's defeats in such an overwhelm- 
ing manner are inexplicable. Such a great 
difference in strength between him and 
Lasker or Tarrasch does not really exist. 
Tournament records show the greatest mas- 
ters occasionally are in poor form, but with 
Marshall the difference in strength between 
being in good or bad condition seems to be 
exceptionally great and occur in almost reg- 
ular periods. His tournament successes at 
Paris, Cambridge Springs, and Nuremberg 
stamp him a great master—his defeats in 
match play a second rater. 

Marshall has not lost confidence in him- 
self and in a year or two intends again to 
try for the championship and back himself 
with his own money. His courage is ad- 
mirable and deserves reward.

Want to Ship Parts Ahead. 

The manufacturers want the right to ship 
parts ahead of the tourists for replace-.

This is not because 
they lack faith in their products, but they 
want to take time by the forelock, and be 
fn shape to make repairs in case of acci- 
dents or collisions without loading the cars 
down.

FIASCO ON THE ENGLISH TURF. 


Lord Willoughby de Broke’s Forget- 
fulness Results in Mixup at 
Steeplechase Meeting.

LONDOGM, April 13.—The business of horse- 

racing in England is carried out on such 
straightforward lines that it hardly seems 
possible such a flasco could have occurred 
as was the outcome of the house of commons 
annual point to point steeplechases. In the 
first place Lord Willoughby de Broke, master 
of the Warwickshire hunt, under the auspices 
of which the races were held, failed to ap- 
ply to the National Hunt club for a license 
to hold the fixture, an omission which might 
have ended in the disqualification of every- 
body who had anything to do with the meet- 
ing; then, whether due to an unpardonable 
oversight or to a desire to keep all the in- 
formation to themselves, the authorities made 
no sort of arrangements either for identify- 
ing the horses or for announcing the names 
of the winners and placed horses.

ELOPERS CALL IN “RABBI,” WHOSE | 


POWER IS DISPUTED. 


Mme. Brodsky’s “Reflection” Over Re 
quest of Baron| Dimitri de Guns- 
burg for Daughter’s Hand Requires 
Teo Much Time, So Couple Proceed 
Without Her Consent — Now She 
Seems Balked in Every Direction in 
Her Endeavors to Annul Ceremony.

PARIS,.April 13.—The impetuosity ofa pair 

of sweethearts has brought about as com- 
plex a matrimonial tangle as has been 
brought to light in Paris in many years. 
Mile. Marguerite Brodsky wae engaged to 
Baron Dimitri:de Gunzburg, both of them 
Russians temporarily residing {n Paris. Her 
sister had previously married the baron’s 
brother, Baron Viedimir Gunzburg. Aftér 
the publication of the marriage bans, how: 
ever, Mme. Brodsky ie said to have become 
convinced that Baron Dimitri, far from being 
actuated by love of her daughter, in asking 
for her hand was only eeeking to improve his 
fortune, for the Brodsky family is wealthy. 
Mme. Brodsky, before giving her consent, 
asked for time to reflect on the question. 
While reflecting she left Paris for Nice. The 
young couple, however, did not wait for her 
consent. Moreover, mademoiselle was 24 


years old and was not legally compelled to | 


obtain her mother’s consent. Accordingty 
Marguerite and Dimitri were married at the 
Hotel Continental March 29. 


Irate Mother Has Difficulties. 

Im that ceremony lies the crux of the case. 
All the civil requirements having been dis- 
pensed with, the couple did not bother about 
going to the mayor’s office or to the consulate, 
but simply called in Solomon Kohn, a Rus- 
sian Jew, whose right to the title of rabbi 
now is being discussed, and who, in the pres- 
ence of three of their relatives, pronounced 
them man and wife. It was a sort of littlé 
family party, and transpired in the hotel par- 
lor, the doors of which were closed to the 
public. 

Then Baron Dimitri de Gunzburg and his 
bride started on their honeymoon trip, and 
it is said they even forgot to give Kohn the 
500 francs promised him for his serviees. 

Mme. Brodsky returned to Paris from Nice 
and learned of the marriage. She wanted to 
have it annulled, but could not proceed on 
the grounds that her consent had not been 
given, because the daughter no longer was a 
minor in the eyes of the law. In the course 
of her investigation, however, she was in- 
formed by lawyers that Solomon Kohn was 
not a rabbi at all, but only an instructor in the 
Russian religion. This was confirmed at the 
consistory. 

Even Law Seems Futile. 

The friends of the bride and the beroen 
argue that as they both are Russians they 
were not bound to observe the #rench law, 
and that all they had to do was to go through 
the ceremony before a Russian rabbi. On 
the other hand, the French law says that any 
minister of any religion who performs a mar- 
riage ceremony which has not previously 
been justified and made regular by the civil 
authorities is subject to a fine of from 16 to 
100 francs, but the facts tend to prove that 
Solomon Kohn is not a rabbi or minister of 
any religion, and therefore the law cannot 
be applied to his case. , 

If Kohn is not a rabbi, theoretically he per- 
formed no marriage ceremony at all, but 
simply was present at a sort of free union, 
which is not prohibited by the law. 

Kohn in his own defense says that he holds 
rabbinical authority from Rabbi Ridbaz, who 
lives at Saffed, Palestine, whose Talmudic 
suthority is supreme. 


BRITISH NOBLEMAN A FELON. 


Nord William Nevill’Sent to Prison 
for Swindling «a London 
Pawnbroker. 


TONDON, April 18.—At the Clerkenwell 
sessions today Lord William Nevill waa 
found guilty of the charge of swindling a 
pawnbroker and was sentenced te a year’s 
imprisonment, 

The judge, In prenouncing sentence, sald 
he should treat the case as that of any other 
prisoner and would give bim the same sen- 
tence as he would a workingman. 

Lord William Nevill is the fourth son of 
the marquis of Abergavenny. He was sen- 
tenced to five years’ penal servitude on Feb. 
15, 1808, for fraud in connection with « prem- 
issory note, the prosecutor being Capt. Spen- 
‘Aer-Clay, who in 1904 married Pauline Astor, 
daughter of William Waldorf Astor. 

The crime for which Lord William was 
sentenced today was stealing from & pawn- 
broker a box containing §2,000 worth of jew- 
elry by exchanging it for a similar box, ap- 
parently eontaining the jewels, but which 
yened was found to contain two pieces 


of coal wrapped in tissue paper. 
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BRITAIN IN NEW ALLIANCE 


MEETING OF KING WITH SPAIN'S 
RULER OF VAST IMPORT. 


Better Informed in London Circles See 
Affair of Intense International 
Mement, and Believe Great Ideas 
Exchanged Between Chancellorics 
ef Nations Are Being Orystallised 
~—Need of Spanish Aid in @vent of 
War Ia Pointed Out.

LONDON, April 18-There seems to be 

the usual speculative uncertainty over the 
real importance of the meeting between the 
popular rulers of Great Britain and Spain.

It is an out- 
ward, visibie sign of a gradual, but distinct 
orystalligation of certain great ideas ex- 
changed between the chancellories of Great 
Britain, France, and Spain. 

In the words of a highly placed personage 
who ig disposed to be. communicative “ the 
enmtente cordiale is capable of assuming an- 
other and more tangible shape. So is the 
good feeding existing between Great Britain 
and Spain today capable of developments 
which shall materially affect the baiance of 
power in Durope.” 


Spain’s Ambition to Revive. 

The presence of King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, with their warships, cannot fail 
to fire the Spaniards generally with a desire 
to take again a proud place in the Mediter- 
rapean and on the oceans of the world. Eng- 
land and France gladly would see another 
first class seapower in the world, and lovers 
of peace gladly would see the southwestern 
eorner of Europe in an alliance. 

All, however, depends upon a practical re- 
crudescence of patriotism and energy in the 
peninsula, towards which, it is thought, King 
Edward's visit may contribute something by 
way of stimulus. 


Why Britain Needs 

Bome people may wonder of what possible 
use so decrepit a power as Spain could be to 
Great Britain, even in war, yet Spain could 
render most valuable negative assistance. 
If, for instance, Great Britain were at war 
with Germany, it would be absolutely neces- 
sary for Great Britain to make arrangement 
with Spain about the hinterland of Algeciras, 
Few people know that at Gibraltar the British 
fleet anchored in the bay and in the dock- 
yards are absolutely at the mercy of a few 
guts mounted in Terrain, across the bay.

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NAVY SOLD AT AUCTION. 


BRITISH VESSELS UNDER HAM- 
MER AT CHATHAM DOCKYARD. 


Admiralty’s Ruling That Warships 
Must Be Broken Up in England 
Prevents Some Second Class Power 
Acquiring Fleet of Six Sea Fight- 
ers, Including First (Class Sans 
Pareil, Duplicate of Victoria, Sunk 
by Camperdown in 1893.

LONDON, April 138.—Had not a ruling of 

the admiralty necessitated vessels being 
broken up in England, some second class 
power might have picked up a navy cheap 
the other day at the Chatham dockyard, for 
no less than six British war vessels went un- 
der the hammer to the highest bidder. 

Two hundred possible buyers were attract- 
ed to the sale, among them agents from 
American, German, and Italian firms, who 
hoped the stipulation as to théir being broken 
up in this country might be canceled. The 
reason for the sale was that all che vessels 
were of types now obsolete. 

Unusual interest attached to the sale as 
shewinhg the effect of Bngland’s determina- 
tion to keep her navy wp to the highest state 
of efficiency, as the fot sold included the 
first class battleship Sans Pareil, 10,470 tons; 
the third class battleship Conqueror, 6,200 
tons; the first class armored cruiser Un- 
daunted, 5,400 toms; the torpedo gunboat 
Alarm, the steami yacht Wave, and the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Skate. 

The Sans Pareil was a famous vessel and 
was a sister ship of the Victoria, which was 
rammed and sunk by the Camperdown in 
1803. It was built only twenty years ago at 
a cost of $8,600,000. The sale price was 
$138,000. The Conqueror, which cost $2,100,- 
000, realized $85,000. The Undaunted, cost- 
ing $1,200,000, went at §72,000; while the 
Alarm, on which $800,000 was spent at the 
start, was knocked down for $18,250. 

On. the Sans Pareil were two 12 inch and 
tweive 6 inch breech loading rifies. The first 
bid on these was $25,000, and the price ad- 
vanced by $5,000 stages to $50,000, when they 
were knocked down to T. W. Ward of Shef- 
field. Before the hammer fell a voice with a 
foreign accent called out: “I will give you 
$150,000 if I may take them away.’’ This was 
greeted with laughter. 

The Wave and the Skate were sold uncon- 
ditionally, but the latter brought only $1,500, 
while the yacht brought $4,500. To break up 
the San Pareil will cost $5.000.

s Friend of the Queen. 


Readers. of course, are familiar with the 
family troubles of the duke and duchess of 
Marlborough, The duchess has the friend- 
ship of Queen Alexandra. By marriage her 
aunt is the marchioness of Lansdowne, wife 
of the former foreign minister. She is the 
acknowledged leader among women in polit-. 
ical society. The queen and Lady Lansdowne 
deeply sympathize with the duchess. 

Soon after the estrangement between the 
Marlboroughs the queen suggested that the 
duchess devote her time to hard work ip 
order to get her mind off her troubles. Her 
mother, Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, was with the 
duchess at the time, and together they went 
to the Church army and had a talk with ite 
leader, the Rev. Wilson Carlile. The duchess 
wanted occupation which would not bring 
her before the public. Mr. Carlile took her to 
6 Banner street, St. Luke’s, where, tn the 
midst of the city slums, the army has its 
little branch devoted to the aid of prisoners’ 
wives and families. The work is carried on in 
a modest way, without publicity, by Mra. 
Hodder, ‘wife of Capt. Hodder, the man in 
charge of the firewood department of the 
Church army. | 

The duchess was asked to help, and she did, 


She went feverishly into the work. She 


bought 200 blankets, 1,000 yards of cottons to 
be made into sheets and underclothing, boots 
and shoes—everything, in fact, that Mrs. 
Hodder said was needed. And she began 
visiting the wives of the prisoners. Rickety 
stairs in notsome slums she climbed by the 
score. Dark, evil smelling, and evil looking 
alleys, and tumble down rookeries knew her. 

Then Mrs. Belmont stepped in and stopped 
her. It was dangerous work, There was not 
only fear of infection. but fear that she 


would give way physically under the heavy 


self-imposed tasks. There was no thought 
on the courageous little woman's part of at- 
tack, perhaps murder, by some 
ruffian in that crime infested district. 


It was Christmas time, and though her 


strenuous work was stopped the duchess cone 
tinued being the good angel. She ordered «@ 
basket of provisions—real Christmas fare— 
to be sent to every family on the army’s roll 
whose father was in prison.

tions. 

On the facts coming to light Col. Sam 
Hughes in the house asked the acting min- 
ister for details, and Mr. Fielding said Lord 
Aylmer had only been put into the position 
for a fixed term ending on Dec. 81 last, which 
would then entitle him to retirement with a 
yearly pension of $4,200, his salary having 
been $6,000. 

It now appears the arrangement fixed up 
was that Aylmer was to retire in order that 
Col. Vidal, then drawing from $3,000 to $4,000 
a year, might be put in his place and Col. 
Otter eventually given the position. Col. 
Vidal is no doubt a most valuable officer, but 
he is not physically well, his age is 63, and 
he cannot remain long in the enjoyment of 
his distinction and $6,000 a year.

Both Japan and China are overpopulated. 
ance stand in urgent need of an outiet for their 
overflowing millions. On the cther hand 
a vaet portion of Australia is virtually 
empty. The extent to which this is the case 
will be appreciated when it is expiained that 
the ratio of white Population in northern 
Australia is about one to every 700 square 
miles, and Australian statesmen. are fcnd 
in this connection, of citing a warning which 
President Roosevelt addressed to one of 
them at the White house, when he exclaimed 

Beware of keeping your far north emp ” 

Australia is within easy steaming distoee 
of China and Japan. The temptation, there- 
fore, of the yellow man to take advantage of 
the emptiness of these northern regions of 
Australia for purposes of settlement is great 
and were it not for the laws of ‘exclusion, 
which aré bitterly resented in Japan as well 
as in China, would soon assume enormous 
proportions That these laws should be 
respected is under the circumstances a mat- 
ter of some surprisé, for, owing to the difi- 
culty of policing these northtrn regions of 
what is virtually a huge continent, rather 
tham a mere island, thousends of Japanese 
and Chinese might settle at various points 
and thrive and prosper for years until discov- 
ered, when possibly their numbers would 
have swollen to such an extent as to render 
it & matter of impossibility to expel them, 
save by means of an army. 


> 

It cannot be denied that the Japanese them- 
selves have done everything in their power 
to convey to the Australians the idea that 
they are bent upon securing sooner or later 
partial or total possession of the continent. 
Not merely the press of Japan but even the 
officers and men of the mikado’s squadron 
which visited Melbourne and’ other Aus- 
tralian ports in May last year have not hesi- 
tated to express the intention of eventually 
“ having this country."’ Moreover, Japanese 


warships have repeatedly beén. discovered 
taking soundings along the Australian 
coasts, especially in the north, landing here 
and there to ascertain the character of the 
soil, the presence of water, etc.—in one word, 
the lay of the country; while as far as the 
existing defenses of Melbourne, of Bydney 
and of the other great commercial centers 
ang seaports of Southern Australia are con- 
cerned, the Japanese are better acquainted 
with them even than the average Australian, 
despite the attempts made by the colonial 
and imperial auth : 

orities to prevent anything 
about thétr character becoming known. 

An amusing illustration of this was given 
on One occasion some two or three years 
ago, when Admira] Kamimura. was leaving 
Metbourne with his squadron, after being 
most hospitably entertained and feasted. 
fhe admiral, instead of leading his warehips 
along the usual channel out of Hobson’ 
hay, suddenly put his helm hard over and 
brought his fleet skilfully through treacher- 
ous water into a good deep patch, right away 
from the ordinarily navigated sections of the 
coast. The spot was seemingly under the 
muzzies of the most powerful guns in the 
Port of Philip defences. But as a matter 
of fact it wag the only little stretch of water 
into which vessels could go without the guns 
of the forts being able to reach them. Any- 
where else, the guns could have shelled an 
enemy to destruction. 

a 

Admiral Kamimura and his navigating 
officers, however, knew the locality. When 
he had reached this spot, known technically 
ag “ the dead water,’’ he drew up his squad- 
ron in order of battle. cleared the decks for 
action, and then the imperial and Australian 
officers of artillery gathered on the heights 
ashore saw with astonished eyes an hour's 
marvelous maneuvering and instructional 
drill, in the course of which the Japanese 
guns were trained on the vulnerable points of 
the forts with the most wonderful accuracy. 
Nor, had the ships’ guns been shotted, could 
the batteries on shore have fired a single 
effective round in reply. 

There are hundreds of tnstances of the 
same kind which Australians are ready to 
relate in ftltustration of the grounds for their 
conviction that Japan is bent on securing 
eventual possession of Australasia. With 
her powerful navy within easy steaming 
distance, and with a big mercantile fleet at 
her disposal for use ae military transports, 
she could pour an army such as that which 
defeated Russia into Australia long before 
either shipe could arrive from England or 
troops even from India. If Japan were to 
effect a landing In the north she would find 
no one to oppose her, while If she attacked 
Melbourne on any southern ports {t is doubt- 
ful whether the‘resistance would prove effi- 
ecacious. For the naval and military forces, 
imperial and colonial; at the disposal of 
Great Britain for the defense of Australia 
are entirely inadequate for purposes of pro- 
tection against such an invasion, 

—.- 

Bitter as had been the resentment excited 
in the mikado's dominions against the United 
States in connection with the attitude of Call. 
fornia towards the Japanese, it is like noth- 
ing compared to their animosity towards 
the Australians. Australians are indeed the 
special object of popular dislike in Japan, 
where the policy of the commonwealth gov- 
ernment is regarded in the light of an in- 
tolerable indignity that calls not merely for 
immediate removal but likewise for future 
vengeance. 

This feeling is spreading to China. Re- 
cently Wang Hon Chen visited the leading 
Australian cities at the head of an imperial 
commission appointed by the Pekin govern- 
ment with the object of securing some modi- 
fication of the exclusion of Chinese immi- 
grants. He failed in the object of his em- 
bassy. But during the course of his visit he 
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some utterances indicative of the views now 
prevailing in China and in Japan. 

“We claim,” remarked one of them, “ to 
be the equal, not the inferior of the white 
man.’ Another of them intimated that the 
alliance of Japan with Great Britain would 
be supplanted ere long by one between Japan 
and ina, which would be ‘the strongest 
ever known, and when that came to pass 
there would be no state that would dare to 
treat either Chinese or Japanese children in 
the fashion adopted by the Californian au- 
thorities. Meanwhile, trade between Japan 
and Australia, which ten and fifteen years 
ago, was quite considerable, is virtually at 
a standstill. There is already an economic, 
rupture betweén the commonwealth and the 
Mikado's empire. Popular sentiment in 
Japan may ere long develope this into sofhe- 
thing still more serious.

While the attitude of Canada towards 
Japan and China is not quite so uncompro- 
mizing as that of Australia and of British 
South Africa, save perhaps on the Pacific

support the demands of Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa, to the effect 
that the imperial government ehall not enter 
into treaties with foreign nations giving 
them the right to claim an entry into the 
colonies against the latter’s wishes, and to 
the injury of their interests. Moreover, an 
endeavor will be made by the colonies in 
question to secure @ modification of the ex- 
isting treaties in this sense. 

There is but little likelihood, however, of 
their being a to accomplish anything of 
the kind, since it would involve @ break of 
the understanding between England and 
Japan. There are some, indeed, who are ot 
the opinion that the issue of Asiatic ex- 
clusion from Australia, South ‘Africa, and 
Canada will prove the rock on which the 
entire colonial conference will go to pieces, 
what the attitude of the British government 
will be in the matter has been pretty well out- 
lined by the sOlicitor general, that is to say, 
one of the principal law officers of the admin- 
istration, when in discuseung the question of 
treaty rights in the house of commons the 
other day he declared that these rights, pos- 
seased through treaties by foreign powers, 
were paramount to any exercise of legislative 
power on the part of thescolonies, and,that 
if any statute of a colonial legisiaturé was 
inconsistent with a treaty concluded with a 
foreign power by the imperial British gov- 
ernment, it was ipse facto void.

That is the attitude of the English govern- 
ment in connection with the difficulty between 
Newfoundland and the United States, and 
that, too, must necessarily be, according to 
the pronouncement in parliament of the so- 
licitor general the position of the imperial 
government with regard to the rights con- 
ferred upon Japan by treaty with Great 
Britain, conceding the same free admission 
of her citizens to British territory as is en- 
joyed by the subjects of King Edward in the 
dominions of the mikado.

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ORKINGMEN spend a great deal of money 
on things that do them no good, and not. a 
little on things that do them harm. But they 
are not alone. About $2,500,000,000 a yea: is 
spent by the well to do-on: things they could 
well du without, if only their neighbors would 
consent not to make remarks on the absence of 
those things.. If we could get a few hundrea 
millions a year.out of the rich without dimin- 
ishing the energies of those who are mak'ng 
the world, jt would be a grand thing. 

I do not think we are nearly as badly off as 
many people make ont. Every German knows 
by heart Mr. Charles Booth’s statemert that 


‘ 4. there are nearly a million people in London on 
the verge of ‘poverty. 


But when I tell those Germans that the income 
of those porerty stricken families is about $5 a. week, all the year round, 
they open wide eyes, for on that basis 70 or 80 per cent of the working 
gasses of Germany are on the verge of hunger. 

We hear most brilliant prophecies as to what would happen if the 
wenith of the world were equally divided. They are pure phantasies of 
the imagination. The local income of England is a little over $8,500,- 
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HERE is not much gayety in this vale of tears. 
The art of laughter is rare. Hae it ever struck 
you that few persons can laugh spontaneously ? 
There is something ridiculous in: nearly every 
laugh that you hear.. Even women who. can 
do everything else exquisitely cannot laugh 
beautifully. I have known many charming wom- 
en whose charm was destroyed when they 
were sp indiscreet as to laugh.” I think it was 
Miss Alice Atherton who used to laugh ro 
divinely that she was able to sing a laughing 
song which infected the whole theater with 
laughter. . But as a rule a laugh excites irrita- 

. - tion and derision. : 
Le It is strange that we have no professors 
ef laughter. Why is there no university of laughter? We are taught 
to read and write, to dance and sing, to play football, and to do many 
‘other comparatively useless things. Why are we not taught to laugh? 
Mazi is the only animal that can laugh. The laughing hyena is not a 
réal exception, for its laughter is not real laughter. ‘There is no reason 
to believe that there is any humor behind its guffaws. It laughs with 
out knowing that it laughs. It is like M. Jourdain, who wrote prose 
knowing it. Seeing that man is the only laughing animal, it is 
eurious that he does not try to laugh agreeably. It is a.mistake to 
think that the laugh of nature is better than the laugh of art. It is the 
privilege of man to improve nature. The laugh of the first cave mat 
atthe frst joke must have been hoarse. I am sure it. hurt his throat. 
But.ont of that primal laugh has been erolred the laughter of today. 
Slowly and painfully men have learned to laugh. It is now possible to 
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NUMBER. of books I have read recently upon 
the court life of Louis XIV. recalled to me the 
verses int which the old Dublin blind. ballad 
singer, Zozimus, celebrated the glories of the 
court of Pharaoh in the days when bis daugh- 
ter adopted Moses. A book I have just laid 
down treating of the loves of Anne of Austria 
and Cardinal Mazarin, “‘ Queen and Cardinal,” 
specially recalls the following verse of this 
famous ballad:

000,000. The total population is 43,000,000. That divides out at $200 
a head per annum. A hundred thousand artisan families have more 
than that. 

At the same time, there are grounds for reflection. Only for two 
more generations shall we have the present chances of gaining wealth. 
It is not true that the wages of England are kept down by the size of 
the population. Our capital is emigrating fast, but a little extra demand 
at home would keep it here. ) ; 

There is no evidence that we suffer much from our institutions. The 
weakest have fared best by our legislation. The highest increase has 
been in the wages of children, and the next highest in the wages of 
women: Those in whose hands force lies—the men who vote—have 
permitted themselves to fare worst. 

On the whole, I am not a pessimist. If we could continue to. ad- 
vance at the present rate for a dozen generations England would be 
well off. But there are economic reasons why an advance at that rate 
cannot be maintained. Bureaucracy often manages to get a great deal 
of hard work out of inferior officials, but I do not think it gets as much 
out of the supefior officials, unless ‘it enlists their enthusiasm. 

I have spent a great deal of time in studying the great companies 
and trusts, and I have been astounded by the ingenuity with which 
they bring out the spontaneity and ability of their officials. Municipal 
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organize and federate laughter on a vast scale. We might have a 
parliament of laughter and a congress of smiles. 

I propose to establish a society for the promotion of risible re- 
search. Men of science have too long neglected this subject. We 
know little about the true nature of laughter. It-is a spiritual mystery. 
Why do we laugh when we are sad and cry when we are happy? Why 
does one man laugh at a joke in which other men see no humor? Are 
there laughing cells in our brain? Are there laughter microbes in our 
blood? Has any German discovered the bacillus of laughter? If so, 
let it-be photographed at once. I-want to see it. 

It is strange that tragic. news often provokes laughter. I often 
have been horrified to feel my facial muscles creasing into a smile when 
a friend was telling me that somebody had died. I have seen the same 
thought in my friend’s eyes. I knew that he, too, was struggling to 
repress the incongruous outrage of Jaughter. Then we both grinned at 
each other, looking like and feeling like fools. Death, indeed, pro- 
vokes as much laughter as tears. I remember a strange mishap that 
befell me, A man was telling me that his father had died. I am 
naturally sympathetic. In fact, sometimes I. grieve more deeply than 
those with a better right to grieve. I waxed sympathetic, and finally 
told my friend that it was a terrible ordeal for his mother. He stared. 
Then it flashed upon me that his mother had died some years ago! The 
gorgeous impropriety of my remark made me reel. I burst into re- 
sounding laughter and flied, leaving my friend petrified on the pare- 
ment. I since have heard that he has hinted and insinuated doubts 
as to my sanity. No wonder. 

There is no doubt that we cannot work laughter as we work tears. 
It is easy to make yourself shed real tears, but it is. impossible to make 
yourself shake with real laughter. By thinking sad thoughts or by put- 
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cther hand, was no less of a disappointment to her royal bridegroom. 
On her arrival in Warsaw, after a long and fixed look at this famous 
French beauty, the king turned and said aloud to the ambassador, De 
Bregi, “ You don’t mean to say this is the beauty of whom you gare me 
such a glowing description?” 

A kitchen maid today would give notice if she were asked to live 
and lodge as the great ladies of Anne of Austria’s court, when she was 
queen regent of France, were contented.to do. Their sleeping accom- 
modation at best of times was wretched; while on one occasion there 
was so little preparation made for them in St. Germain that the price 
of straw became prohibitive, so much was required .for extemporized 
beds. for the duchess d’Orleans, mademoiselle, and the ladies of the 
queen’s suite! Then these ladies had for supper-the queen’s leavings! 
“The ladies ate what was left of the queen’s supper, finished her 
bread, drank up her wine, and used her serviette.”’ 

Was there ever a more pathetic cry from a queen than this from 
Anne of Austria, “I wish that it was always nizht—not that I can 
sleep; but at least I can have solitude and silence.” The moment she 
woke in the .morning her principal officers and gentlemen came in to 
pay their court to her as she lay in bed. When they were. at last got 
rid of, she ate, in her dressing gown, a monstrous breakfast of soup, 
cutlets, sausages, erc. Then the little king was allowed to hand her 
her chemise, which he kissed tenderly before presenting it, and her 


methods and value for his money. 

For example, I have in mind an old established house which, 
through the individuality of its founder, made for itself an exclusive 
This founder of the business was 
a’ conservative man of the old school in which fortunes were not read 
in millions. In his conduct of the establishment he appealed to the 
conservative patron who counted upon the house to see to it that he 
sot the worth of his mozey. As competition grew and new methods 
came into vogue doubtless the: methods of the individual founder and 
owner of this house grew obsolete. But his old- patrons staid by him 

_ This man died, finally, and the business passed into new hands 
which retained the old firm name—but little else... New blood, new 
management, and new ideals in business came with the successors. It 
was physically impossible that the house attain the size of some of its 
sharpest competitors, yet this new management attempted its com- 
petitors’ methods. Cheaper help was placed everywhere to receive 
patrons. Cheaper methods were resorted to on all sides. Cheaper goods 
that would not have been handled under the old management became 
the rule. Houses with ten times the business which had been built out 


of a constituency accepting a cheaper service and a cheaper grade of © 


commodity as a matter of choice, were succeeding; this newly organized 
business which never could approximate their volume of business under 
any circumstances—deciding that something in the nature of retrench- 
ment was needed—stocked itself to the roof with cheapness.

bought, from a bookseller. Municipalities talk of their capital. I 
cannot. make out:that they have any. It is all borrowed from the ac- 
cumulations.of. private enterprise, and I do not think that can be re- 
garded as a permanent thing. | | 

The question to which I want to direct. attention is, “What are 
the possibilities of the chivalry of wealth?’ Suppose a warrior of the 
medieval ages should be talking in the Elysian fields with the inhabi- 
tants of the stars, and they spoke of the cruelties of war, he would 
admit the cruelties, but he wonld be proud of his position as a chivalrous 
warrior. But suppose one of us were in the Elysian ficlds and the 
denizens..of the stars spoke of our commercial warfare, we should 
hang our heads. 

I do not blame the rich man. I blame our low ideals. The business 
man who-hungers for money, as money, does not as a.rule succeed. 
Of the men who have become rich by doing the real work of the world

ting my mind into a mood of melancholy I can make tears. roll down 
my ¢heeks. If I had been fortunate enough to be an .actor-manager, I 
could have outwept anybody on the stage. But I cannot contro! the 
machinery. of laughter. Why? Is it because man was made to mourn 
and not to laugh? I am sure that laughter is an accident of an acci- 
dent. It is a conjunction of fortuitous harmonies or fortuitous incon- 
gruities. When I first saw “Charley’s Aunt” I laughed steadily 
through the whole performance. The second time I saw it I did not 
laugh at all. I sat in torment, listening to the laughter of other people. 

Why do men laugh more than women? Is there any physical basia 
of laughter? Here we get near the secret. I think the secret of laugh- 
ter is largely physical. It is the reaction of the mind on the body, of 
the spirit on the flesh. , Laughter is the safety valve of the soul. The 
giant laughers have been men—Shakspeare and Rabelais. I do not 
regard Cervantes and* Sterne as laughers. They were smilers. They 
are not jolly roarers and guffawers. They are not fat, rotund jovial 
hilarities. -They are thin, lean, ironic smiles... A smile is a diluted 
laugh. Sterne is a diluted Rabelais. There must be no bitterness 
in laughter. It must be benevolent and benign, largely indolent, gigan- 
tically at ease. It must not fret and fume over the burthen apd the 
mystery of all this unintelligible world. It must lie back in soft cush- 
ions and wallow in the simple enjoyment of good food, good drink, and 
good tobacco. It must be greedy, selfish, egoistic, insolent, and unam- 
bitious. Therefore, on the whole, laughter is not a moral thing.. It 
is, indeed, essentially unmoral. If man had always Igughed he would 
nevdy have progressed. It is tears that wear away every stone. Laug 
ter is the end, not the beginning. That is why laughter is scarce in 
this evolying world. But I think we might safely have more laughter 
without endangering the evolution of man. 
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women put on her petticoats.. For the rest.of the day she had not @ 
moment to herself, and.only one happy. moment with another—the 
cardinal. . Even here she had the happiness rather of loving than of be- 
ing loved; as the Gardinal’s devotion to her was more political than per- 
sonal.

Peacock Colors in Dining Room. 

Here the colors of the peacock predominate, those rich 
blues and greens that all artists love ami which are so 
effective in decoration. A soft blue rug, bright but in 
perfect harmony, covers the center of the hardwoed floor. 
Across the mahogany table is a rich scarf of lace and 
silk, with a@ peacock flaunting its vainglorious tail on 
each end. 

Above the table hangs a jarge lamp—hexagona! in 
shape—of brass, outlined with the leaves and fruit of the 
fig tree. It is suspended from the ceiling by brass chaine 
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and through the openwork shines the rich tones of the 
peacock feathers, made of glass, which, pierced by elec- 
tric tent, is marvelously lhwminant. 

The walls are gray, soft and pearly, a tint chosen as 
a fitting background for the peacocks which Mrs. Dakin 
has painted on the four sides of the room. The birds are 
pictured.in their most modest attitudes, not with out- 
spreading feathers, but standing on a fig tree, with 
sweeping tail. Their wings are a blending of various ma- 
hogany tones, for Mrs. Dakin has sought not s0 much to 
represent nature. as to produce harmony. The reddish 
wings are most effective on the gray and blend charm- 
ingly with the subdued greens of the leaves and the fruit.

Walls Painted’ in Water Colors. 


The painting is done in water colors. Mrs. Dakin in- 
tended to do it in oils and the wall was prepared accond- 
ingly, but during her absence the workmen put over HM a 
preparation that rendered oils impossible. The effect, 
however, is so good in the water colors that perhaps the 
mistake was fortunate. ‘ 

In front of the bay window stands a curious Bilibad 
chair, made by the prisoners in Manila, of bamboo. It 
has a spreading peacock back and an hourglass stand. 
The bay window was designed by Mis. Dakin, as was 
the entire room, and is a work of art. Above the cush- 
ioned window seats the lower half is curtained in deep 
cream lace. The upper part is latticed with white wood 
ami lined with pale blue silk. Over this is trained a 
luxurious English ivy, whose roots are planted in emall 
square boxes made of quaint tiles. Nothing prettier can 
be imagined than the contrast between the green of the

leaves and their dainty background. The furniture is 
colonial, most of it an heirloom in Dr. Dakin’s fdmily. 

The rooms opening from the dining room also refiect 
the artistic taste of their owner. In the drawing room 
the peacock, which Mrs. Dakin calls her coat-of-arms, 
is also in evidence. Fashioned in rare faience, the bird 
stands on either side of the mantel. The paper on the 
wall is scenic, having a light gray background and trees 
with a tone of tan, which harmonizes with the rich 
browns and reds of the rugs. 

Gray walls, which most people consider cold, Mrs. 
Dakin pronounces restful, and she thinks ft a distinct 
advantage that they admit of no trash being hung on 
them. On a green wall one can hang things indefinitely, 
but gray offers no compromise, consequently the women 
who adopt it are forced to weed out their pictures and 
bric-Aa-brac, leaving only such as has reab merit.

spect that our frocks will undergo a great 
change. Just now, it is the mastery of the 
kimono sleeve which is puzzling every dress- 
——- maker. It is the kimono sleeve which is hav- 
ing the greatest run in Paris of any new freak of fash- 
fon known for a long time. It is so pretty that it is 
bound to reach universal popularity before it passés, so 


that the home dressmaker might as well master its in-. 


tricacies. 

The kimono eleeve is so called because it is cut 
fn one with the rest of the garment—or it has this 
effect. It is really manipulated in a dozen ways to gain 
this look, and & also is elongated, and draped, and cur- 
tailed almost out of recognition except that it is always 
open at the base and apparently seamless like the sleeve 
ef its origin. j 

For evening coats, for the elaborate loose little coats 
which are worn with high weieted skirts, and for mak- 
ing a decided change in the useful appendage known as 
@ jumper waist, the new sleeve is invaluable. Equally 
pretty it is with evening dresses, and the modification of 
it, which simply is a broad band attached to a low cut 
armhole, will be seen a great deal on the prettiest wash 
dresses. 

How this sleeve can be managed merely by an ex- 
tension fastened on at the armhole with the real sleeve 
of the same material fastened to the lining underneath, 
is illustrated in one of the drawings. The charm of this 
particular gown is in the fact that the sleeve is the 
same as the material of the dress, although in evening 
frocks and wash frocks the contrasting undersleeves of 
lace or frills are more frequently used. As will be seen, 
the bodice, which falls off on the shoulder in this way, 
has to be a full wrinkled one, which draws the serpen- 
tine plaits around the waist and bist, or else ‘tucks 
straight into the waistband, with lots of fullness ar- 
ranged in straight up and down plaits. 

If it is not made in one of these two ways the sleeve 
must be attached invisibly under shoulder straps. Or, 
again, it is made in one with a Kind of bretelle or 
shoulder piece which does not have to extend far into 
the bodice, as the center part is made of something 
else. In this type one recognizes the new way of mak- 
ing the jumper weist which I spoke about. 

Again, where the sleeve starts In the folded bodice 
and extends in deep folds, only one fold is necessary, 
projecting from the shoulder about as far ag an epau- 
let, while the rest of i is madé in two or three folds, 
which, of course, can be joined to tiie first one invisibly. 

In a trousseau for this spring there is a coat of pink 
velvet to be worn over a pale green satin skirt, which 
fis to be cut this way: The velvet part of the sleeve 
_geaches to the elbow, and is formed of three tuck like 
folds. The top forms the sleeve cap. The two others 
are of equal width and are invisibly attached... Under 
the lowest is a loose puff of rose colored chiffon,

the material of the skirt over a net chemisette and 
undersleeves of net inset with lace. . 

The evening dress in which the skirt is finished with 
little bows shows a pretty combination of materials. 
The skirt is white mousseline de sole over pale blue chif- 
fon. The overbodice, consisting mainly of the sleeves, 
is of blue satin, as also are all the little bows which 
form the trimming. This is put at the head of the white 
lace flounces, and the little underwaist is made of the 
fame lace flounces. 

One odd way of manipulating the sleeve effect suc- 
ceeded splendidly in a gown of black chiffon cloth im- 
ported recently. The sleeve was a straight piece of two 
kinds of trimming sewed together and set on across 
the shoulders like a bretelle, and the back edge of it 
reaching into some straps that lay over the shoulders. 
It follows the line of this strap trimming nearly down 
to the waist—perhaps within two or three inches. Here 
@ corner suddenly is turned’ with it at both back and 
front, and its edge is sewed to the waist under the arm 
in @ straight line from front to back. All the time 
the inner sleeve of some white, thin stuff is set under- 
neath in the regular eize of the armhole, but is allowed 
to become bouffant at the elbow,to fill the Targe square 
opening. The section of the sleeve that is sewed along 
under the arm naturally falls down easily and makes 
the line of a continuous great sleeve, although it prac- 
tically is a trimming. The only difference in effect 
from the others is that it is a ehade higher on the 
shoulders, as the bodice does not have quite so much* 
of the slipping off effect. 

In this black gown, which is of chiffon cloth, the 
kimono sleeve part is of heavy white Irish insertion, 
two broad widths set together with a narrow band of 
the black meterial laid between and bindings of the 
game on the edge. The broad shoulder straps and 
under arm parts of the waist are of the black chiffon 
cloth, folded bias, and shaped to slope off narrow as 
they go into the waist. They are made in two pieces, 
with a narrow strip of the Irish lace between. In be- 
tween them at the front and back the underwaist is of 
white shirred chiffon, as are the undersleeves. 

A good way to make a wash dress is to use straight 
up and down plaits in the waist, so full that they spread 
naturally on the shoulder and allow of the attachment 
of a simple band of lace insertion bordered with a hem 
of the material. This is two or three inches wide and a 
third of a yard long when doublel. It simply is seamed 
across and attached to the waist over the shoulder and 
straight down from there, the goods being carried 
straight down until it gets within two or three inches 
of the belt, like the pinafore gowns. It is gored out a 
little here and seamed the rest of the way down. 

This dress will have the effect of a kimono sleeve,

becoming depth. Stitch it around and cut 
out the goods from underneath the lace 
and fl the Little square left inside with 
extgemelly fine tucking of the goods or 


with a strip of the lace of exactly the right width. 
Of course, you etitch down the corners and cut the 
extra lace from underneath when you cut out the 
gocals. 

After the yoke is stitched along the bottom the plaits 
will fly out quite full and you first can stitcha layer of in- 
sertion on so that a line of it will run straight around 
the middle of the waist if you wish. Now you have the 
outside of your waist, all except the under arm pieces. 
Fit a little white silk Mning, cut out square in the 
same line ag the lace yoke. Hook it in the back, bone 
it slightly, and attach a little plece of gathered white 
silk to hold out the voile fullness in front if you like. 
Fit a broad. under arm plece smoothly to this lining 
and sew in sleeves of white lace ruffles attached to a 
little Swiss foundation. 

Get edge the same width to match your insertion, but. 
if you cannot get this, gather your insertion into ruf- 
files, edging it with narrow Valenciennes. As explained 
at first, the plaited backs and fronts are not sewed up 
under the arm, but are allowed to run straight down 
at the shoulder 6eam, to within a couple of inches of the 
belt. 

Make your “sleeve” of one piece of insertion, bor- 
dered by an inch wide piece of doubled voile. This 
should be cut bias to make the straps cross in a pretty, 
shadowy way. You can make this look more like @ 
sleeve by pulling the waist out a little under the arm, 
and any way you place it it looks pretty and in line 
with the new kimono effects. Trimming attached in this 
way is only in line with some of the pinafore effects, but

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Tables— 


Are one of the elementary furnishings ofa 
room and rank second to the chairs in con- 
tributing a livable atmosphere. The num- 
ber of tables allotted to a room should re- 
ceive as thoughtful consideration as their 
height, size, and shape if the maximum 
amount of usefulness would be assured. 

If sewing is brought into the sitting rooma 
small square stand with two drawers and 
drop leaves is a convenience for holding 
spools, ncedles, and pins. No better models 
can be found than those which were designed 
in 
and brought over here and copled in walnut 
and mahogany. 

A tea table is not now in evidence in a par- 
lor or living room, but some small table 
usually is kept in reserve for holding a tray 
of tea things. The old fashioned tip-tip 
table again is coming into popularity for 
this purpose. A study table for a lamp and 
heavy books must of necessity be constructed 
for service, and if it is used for writing upon 
the addition of drawers for holding pens, 
pencils, and paper will be helpful. 

Tabourets for holding a plant usually are 
fllmsy in material. but one well made in 
willow, in hour glass shape, may be recom- 
mended, and others in mahogany with a ball 
and claw foot are artistic. A lightweight 
table is a convenience in every house, as it 
may be transferred easily from one place to 
another. Theround willow table commonly 
is adopted, but the oblong shape is capable 
of manufacture and often more practicable 
for small spaces.

To Sabe Gas in Cooking— 


When serving a roast or any meat that re- 
quires oven heat it is wise to plan a dinner 
that can be cooked in the oven. Potatoes 
may be baked, browned, stuffed, or scalloped; 
sweet potatoes are delicious browned with 
sugar and butter in southern setyle; tomatoes, 
peppers, and eggplant are témpting when 
stuffed; macaroni, apples, and the long list 
of puddings offer a variety. A little thought 
will suggest many pleAsing combinations 
which may be prepared by the same oven 
heat, and, with the addition of a salad, which 
requires no cooking, the meal ig complete 
and only one gas burner used. 

Pots for boiling come shaped like half 
moons, so that two can be used on a burner, 
and are satisfactory and easiiy cleaned. 

By practice I have learned how a ful! din- 
ner, including soup, meat, two vegetables, 
dessert, and coffee can be cooked and served 
for six people from a tiny stove of but two 
burners with a movable oven, which must be 
placed on one of these burners. And my gas 
bill never troubles me by its size.

To clean carpets on the floor—Make into 
suds one bar ef good laundry soap. Add to 
every gallon of suds one cup of gasoline. For 
all wool carpets put in two or three epoon- 
fuls of ammonia. Proceed to scrub the 
carpet as it were a floor, refraining from 
using too much water. Scrub a small spot 
at a time, thoroughly rinsing it with a cloth 
wet in clean water. Clean with a dry cloth. 
The windows and doors should be left open 
if possible until the carpet is dry. 

When too much salt accidentally has been 
used, the effect may be counteracted by add- 
ing a tablespoonful of vinegar and a table- 
spoonful of sugar.

In each there is a state children’s refuge, 
whither every child in the state without a 
home has legal right to go. In every dis- 
trict there also is at least one children’s law 
court organized for the express purpose of 
safeguarding the interests of every child 
there by seeing that it either is under the 
Care of a guardian who does his duty to it 
or is in the keeping of the state. This court 
must at once hold an inquiry if it receives 
notice that any one, rrince or pauper, is 
fll treating or neglecting children in his 
ward, is not providing them proper food. 
lodging, and education; is setting them a bad 
example, or in any way exposing them to 

demoralizing influences. If the charges are 
5 proved another guardian is appointed or the 
- ghild is declared deserted and giver into the 
custody of the refuge director. The director 
of each refuge has in his own district a num- 
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ber of villages whereon he may bestow the 
fine honor of being a children’s colony. For 


a village to be chosen as a children’s colony , 


it must prove its qualifications with climate, 
schools, playgrounds, and affluence. 
there must be at least thirty women fitted 
to act as foster mothers. Foster mothers 
must be strong, healthy, good tempered, 
sober, and in all respects respectable. They 
must have homes of their own and have 
enough to support a — with comfort.

sary. Simmer over the fire five minutes, 
then add two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
rubbed smooth with two ta nfule of 
flour, and a pint and a half of rich cream 
and frech milk, half and half. Let it come 
to a good boil, stirring all the time. Then 
put in the oysters and let them boil up once 
and no more or they will shrivel and toughen.

eggs, a piece of butter the size of an egg, salt 
and pepper, and a little spiced seasoning. 
Mix well, lay a tin cover over the pan, bake 
until done, which will take from one and one- 
half to two hours. Remove the cover and 
allow them to brown. You may need to add 
water occasionally. Pork chops are also 
delicious prepa in this way. 

ESCALLOPED HAM WITH MACARONL 
—Put one tablespoonful of butter in a sauce- 
pan, when bubbling stir in one heaping table- 
spoon of flour, then gradually add one and 
one-half cups scalding milk, season with salt 
and pepper, and cook until smooth. Chop 
finely enough cold boiled ham to filla cup and 
cut two cups cold boiled macaroni into half 
inch lengths. Sprinkle a well buttered bak- 
ing dish with fine bread crumbs, and fill with 
alternate layers of ham, macaroni, and 
sauce. Cover with bread crumbs, dot with 
butter, and bake in a quick oven until brown. 

FRICASSEED LOBSTER.—Put the meat of 
two lobsters cut into small pieces with the 
fat and some coral, in a frying pan. Adda 
little pepper, salt, one-half cup of milk or 
cream, one cup of water, a piece of butter the 
size of an egg, and one teaspoonful of Wor- 
cestershire sauce. Let simmer until the 
liquid has a rich red color. Take a table- 
spoon of flour, rub into it one-half teaspoon 
of butter, stir this into one-half cup of hot 
milk. Then add the beaten yolk of one egg. 
When ready to serve, stir this into the lobster 
and add one tablespoon of sherry wine. 

BAKED CHICKEN, CREAM SAUCE~— 
Clean, disjoint, and cut a chicken in pieces 
for serving. Place on a dripping pan, sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper, dredge with flour, 
and dot over with butter. Bake thirty min- 
utes in a hot oven, basting every five minutes 
with one tablespoon of butter melted in one- 
quarter cup of boiling water.

Mothers— 

And nurses are responsible ina great meas- 
ure for the shaping of children’s ears. It 
is difficult to alter the appearance of the 
ears when one has become an adult. Large 
ears in themselves are not especially ugly; 
it is only when they are set upon the headat 
such an angle as to extend beyond the tace, 
bringing them into prominence and making 
the face have the look of a jug with two 
handles. Mothers looking over their children 
to see their points of beauty always should In- 
spect their ears. If these are found to be 
large and prominent they should at once be 
provided with thin little caps which if tied 
under the chin will firmly and steadly, with 
an even and not too severe pressure, hold the 
ears close to the headk These should be worn 
constantly until it is seen that the ears no 
longer need the training. Ifafter persevering 
in this practice until the child is several 
years old, it is found that no improvement 
has been made then the child should be taken 
te a surgeon, who can remove a small ellip- 
tical piece of skin, and possible the cartilage, 
from behind the ear, where it is attached to 
the head closing the wound with a few 
stitches and bringing the ear close to the 
head in proper fashion. The scar of the 
stitches will not show in any event, since it 
is concealed by the ear, and in the young 
soon will fade away. 

Children’s ears not naturally prominent 
may became so if the child carelessly is put 
to sleep on its side with the ear folded or 
crumpled up. This also may be done when 
tying on the child’s bonnet or hood. Some- 
times, too, the child’s head covering is held

The Nursery— 


Looks more inviting if a color scheme is 
followed. The white enameled furniture is 
pleasing, and light pinks or blues also are 
used. The screen is necessary to the outfit 
of the nursery. Its hangings as well as the 
coverings of the chairs and cushions should 
be made of a material that easily can be 
removed and washed. 

The nursery, especially if there are bottle 
fed children, should have its own refrigera- 
ter. This should not be the metal box often 
seen, as the ice melts rapidly init. It pays 
to get a good substantial affair with all the 
recent improvements. No soiled linen should 
be permitted to dry in the nursery. 

Desks, reclining chairs, sofas, and clothes 
hangers are made of lilliputian size, and can 
be obtained according to the means and in- 
clinations of the parents. In large families, 
where the belongings of the eldest may be 
handed down to his successors when he has 
outgrown them, it may pay to invest in this 
small furniture, which gives great pleasure 
and satisfaction to children,

One— 

Of the most powerful safeguards against 
disease, especially during the period of child- 
hood, ig the diet. A well nourished body— 
that is to say, one that is supplied with food 
that it both digests and assimilates—has more 
resistance than the poorly nourished one. 
The brain of the child, which, like all the oth- 
er organs of its body, is in a state of growth 
and development, has a direct and peculiar 
influence upon the digestive organs, hence 
the necessity of a diet suited to the needs of 
the young body becomes apparent. No ra- 
tional mother would require her child of ten- 
der age to perform manual labor, yet how 
many of them who claim to be not only ra- 
tional but informed will] place the food of a 
man before the child and bid him eat? Asa 
result the digestive organs are overtaxed 
and must make undue demands upon the 
blood—the working force—thereby impover- 
ishing the other organs and rendering them 
unabie to perform their normal functions and 
an easy prey to disease. 

To sum it up, the best safeguards of the 
health of children are a suitable regimen, 
cleanliness, fresh air, pure water, and a due 
allowance of refreshing sleep. To the child 
thus armed disease is not a frequent visitor. 
That prevention is better than cure in any 
case goes without saying. The old idea that 
ills must come has been evolved into the doc- 
trine that sufficient knowledge and care will 
prevent almost any evil, and this is no lese 


be excellent for the young who are getting 
the training, but it is bad for the aged. 
* + 


Paper and Scissors— 

Always are fascinating to children. The 
kindergarten has shown use that they possess 
possibilities undreamed of by the uninitiated, 
and that by systematic folding and cutting 
charming results may be obtained. Mothers 
should take pains to learn these simple mys- 
teries, for paper folding and cutting is a de- 
lightful and absorbing occupation for busy 
fingers that might otherwise be plunged into 
mischief. 

Knife work is an occupation that will in- 
terest and amuse boys at home in the even- 
ing when it is difficult to find something to 
occupy them pleasantly. The only tools re- 
quired are a good pocket knife, compass, 
pencil, gauge, and try square. The material 
may be procured ready for use, with a manual

In Hanging Pictores— 

Not only mrust the size and shape of the 
room be considered, but also the style and 
dimensions of the picture. An ordinary and 
safe course to adopt is to hang the pictures 
in a line all around the room. This may 
be done when the pictures are all about the 
same aize. Their lower edges should be on 
a level with the eyes of the spectator. An- 
other system isthe symmetrical one, in which 
“balance’’ ig preserved by the pictures of 
large size forming outstanding points of ob- 
servation, so to speak, the smaller pictures 
being hung evenly on either side of them 
and leading up to them. 

The size of the room must determine the 
sige of the pictures which are to decorate it. 
Large pictures dwarf a small room, and the 
spectator is not able to get far enough away 
from the picture to enjoy: ite charm. Re- 
member, then, that spacious rooms require 
and do justice to pictures of large proportions. 
The same remark applies to halls, staircases, 
and landings, which, if small, should be hung 
with moderate sized engravings, sketches, or 
other examples of art, as circumstances may 
determine. 

Damp and @ust-are great enemies to pic- 
tures; therefore, every precaution should be 
taken to protect them from both as much as 
possible. No extremely valuable picture 
ever, if possible, should be hung against an 
outside wall, nor even on a freshly papered 
wall until it is perfectly dry.

Moving a mattress up or down stairs or 
from one place to another, just take four 
strips of strong cloth about eight inches 
long and two inches wide and eight safety 
pins.

Jy 
ink stain should be removed as soon as 
sible after it is made. If it has dried 404 
hardened it is doubtful even if with 
applications you will be able to remow 
entirely.

Do you know that there are ane 
number of bachelors in Chicago, and a few 
widowers, who could be led to the altar if 
proper tactics wére employed? 

There are hundreds of young and mid- 
die aged men in this city who never nave married, be- 
cause the right sort of woman has not come along or 
because the subject has not been presented to them 
properly.

Writes Letters to 300 Gils. 


Prof. Leon De Nerveille of Paris has secured from 
282 women, or rather girls, a statement as to the reasons 
they desire marriage—and on the replies of the women 
he bases his statement that girls of this age want to get 
married—and that love plays no part in their desire. 

Prof. De Nerveille, one: of the leading psychologists 
of France, and one of the deepest students of human 
nature and the actuating motives for human acts, sent 
out from Paris 300 letters, addressed to girls between the 
ages of 16 and 20, to discover whether the women who 
are to be mothers of the next generation desire marriage, 
and if they do desire it, why. 

The replies furnish the evidence for the startling charge 
he brings against the womanhood of the civilized world. 

Through colleagues in different cities he secured the 
names and addresses of seventy-five German girls of the 
required age, and of practically all classes of society, the 
names of seventy-five American, English, and French 
girls of corresponding conditions, and to these he sent a 
personal letter, inclosing a blank which he asked them to 
fill out in the interests of science. 

To secure the better results he stated in his letter that 
the girls should fill out the blank, but not to sign it, so 
as to give them assurance that not even he would know 
the feelings of any individual.

Few Want to Be Old Maids. 


The blank was simple in form, the questions being as 
follows: 

Do you desire to be married? 

If so, why do you desire marriage? 

If not, what objections have you to marriage? 

State briefly your views on marriage as an institution. 

From the 300 blanks sent out he received 282 replies— 
and only two out of the 282 even mentioned Tove as a 
reason for desiring marriage. The other 280 girls ad- 
vanced many reasons for desiring to enter into the mar- 
riage .state—or rather 274 of them did, the other six de- 
claring they did not want to get married. 

Twenty-six of them wanted to get married in order 
that they might have greater freedom and go unchap- 
eroned. 

EKighteen desired to marry because then they would 
be able to amuse themselves. 

Seventeen because their husbands would give them an 
opportunity to travel. 

One hundred and six because they would have their 
own homes. 

Eleven wanted to escape their homes. 

Three looked forward to having a family of their own. 

The others were not clear as to why they wanted to 
get married, and advanced no clear reason. 

Of the six who did not want to get married, two based 
their objections on ill health, three hated men, and one 
preferred a “ career.”’ 

The results by countries was one of the interesting 
parts of Prof. De Nerveille’s investigation.

Only Two Girls Longed for Love. 

Of the seventy-five American girls who were appealed 
to in the name of science, sixty-eight responded. 

Forty-six of them wanted homes of their own. 

One wanted babies of her own. 

Two wanted to marry because they longed for love 
and to love. 

Five objected to their own families. 

Three wanted to travel. 

Of the German girls seventy-two replied to the 
questions, 

Twenty-eight wanted homes of their own. 

Seven wanted to travel. 

Five desired greater freedom. 

Six wanted to have a chance to amuse themselves. 

Two wanted babies. 

Of the French girls all save one replied. Not one 
even mentioned love, and the French supplied the majority 
of those who desired marriage in order to escape girl- 
hood, chaperonage, and almost all of those who wanted 
a good time. The English were more like the French 
than any of the others. They saw in marriage a chance 
to travel, to have greater freedom and more pleasure. 

“The results of the investigation are surprising,” says 
Prof. De Nerveille, “and the truth is repellant. It is 
proved conclusively that girls of the marriageable age, 
girls just entering upon womanhood and of the age for 
men to love, are entirely selfish. Almost without excep- 
tion they desired marriage only for selfish reasons, ignored 
the idea of love, of duty to the race, showed themselves 
sadly lacking in maternal! instinct.

Young Girls Callous and Selfish. 

“The warning to men is found in the age. [It is ob- 
vious men should bewaré of marrying girls under 20 
years of age. The utter lack of sentiment in the present 
day girl during the age that she is supposed to be most 
sentimental is the thing to be wondered at, and perhaps 
nothing in all my studies is so indicative of the) growing 
selfishness of the race. ‘The universe grows I '— at 
least the youthful feminine portion of the universe. 

“I expected to find something of such callousness and 
vanity and selfishness among young French girls—know- 
ing them better and having formed some such idea of their 
views on matrimony—but to discover the truth about the 
young women of the four leading countries of the civ- 
ilized world proved a shock. Especially was this true of 
the Americans. -I scarcely expected to find such frank- 
ness gn the part of the American girls. I knew that love 
is a sort of cant in America, and that, no matter what 
motive impels a girl to marriage, she calls her emotion 
love. My letters were designed to overcqme this diffi- 
culty, and by pleading secrecy as to the individual, and 
permitting the young woman to write anonymously I 
believe we reached the truth. 

“The truth is that the American girl has forsaken 
the idea of love marriage, which is one of the proudest 
boasts of the nation.

Love No Longer Expected in Marriage. 


“It must not be understodd that these girls will marry 
for the reasons they assign for desiring marriage. The 
chances are that a great proportion of them will marry 
for love-—in spite of their present predilections, but the 
experiment proves beyond a doubt the great. increase of 
selfishness among young women and the materialistic 
tendency of the age. 

“I have received and am receiving similar letters from 
young women and men of different ages, but the further 
experiments are incomplete.. I have tried women from 
20 to 25, in the four countri women from 25 to 35, and 
women from 35 to 50—with the same questions. 

“ Also I have tried men from 16 to 24, and from 24 to 
40, and from 40 to 60. 

“The investigation is proceeding favorably, but the 
complete results cannot be announced for months. 

“Further than that, I am trying married men and 
married women on the same lines. 

“ When the experiments aré completed and the results 
analyzed I believe we will have ascertained as exactly as 
is possible the motives that impel towards marriage. 

“The first result, however, lies in the examination of 
the class of young women from 16 to 20, and it clearly 
warns men against marrying giris of that age.” 
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Her Romance Encircled The Globe 
~ Born in Germany, Met Her Sweetheart in Switzerland, Engaged in France, 


Married in England, Divorced in America, 


HERE died recently at Sydney, N. S W., a 
woman whose life romance has encircled the 
globe. Fate laid the scenes of the joy and 
tragedy of her life in five different countries. 
Perhaps never in the world’s history has the 
pathway of a woman's life been so long and so 
strange. Born in Germany, she met her sweetheart in 
Switzerland, became engaged to him in France, mar- 
ried him in England, divorced him in the United 
States, and then died in far away Australia.

PRHAPS the strangest, oddest, and most as- 
tounding experiments in heredity ever attempt- 
ed have been made by Prof. Truman H. Holmes 
of Philadelphia.

He cites hundreds of cases. where children «know 
‘értain things before they could have learned them in 
this world. He has hundreds of cases proving that 
children come into the world with special instincts. 

But the practical part of his work, which is as plain 
to the layman as to the scientist, is found in the series 
of experiments begun in 1884. The recent developments 
in this series of experiments have staggered scientists 
and opened a new field of possibility. 

Briefly Prof. Holmes has produced a litter of puppies 
that were born with a great part of the knowledge ac- 
quired by fourteen generations of ancestors. 

The results are so plain and so convincing that the 
theory of the possibility of producing poets, financiers. 
scientists, or anything else almost at will seems possi- 
ble. If a man desires that his great-grandson shall be 
a wonderful musician all he has to dots to train himeelf. 
his son, and his grandson along that iine, select their 
wives with the view to the ultimate result, and the great- 
grandson will be a great musician.

Hoimes is so interesting that scientists from many plac s 
have visited his home and studied the result.

Experiments on Babies at First. 


in 1884 Prof. Holmes became vuonvinced that it was 
possible to control and direct the mentality of succeed- 
ing generations. He had studied babies, even going so 


{far as to rent or buy infants from two days to two weeks 
-eld,and study them in a specially prepared laboratory, 
) using hurses upon whom he could rely to handle the in- 
* fants scientifically, but without influencing their actions. 


These experiments, however, brought little that was con- 
elusive. 

At that time he owned a fine brindle bulldog, a well 
bred and intelligent animal. He determined to begin the 
experiment with that dog. He selected a bat eared 
French bull female and bred the two. 

Before they were bred Prof. Holmes decided to teach 
them certain unusuAl tricks and, above all, to teach 
them obedience. From the litter of eight puppies he 
chose three, all males, and at the same time purchased 
two female puppies of the same breed. These five he 
trained together, teaching them exactly the same tricks 
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and the same understanding of discipline he had taught 
their parents. "

Teaching Special Tricks to Puppies. 

One of the tricks was to have them all stand in a 
row and to keep the alignment, to eat from separate 
dishes without poaching on the food of the next neigh- 
bor, and to stop instantly and hold any pose that they 
might have assumed until a snap of the fingers re- 
leased them. 

The second generation was quicker to learn than the 
originals had been. From them one Was selected and 
mated with one of the female puppies. The third gen- 
eration consisted of seven puppies, two males and five 
females. These were taught the exact things their 
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parents and grand parents learned—and the two who 
showed the greatest aptness for learning were chosen 
for special training, and then .bred. 

The third generation showed evidence of inherent 
knowledge of the things they are destined to be drilled 


in. They did the tricks at an earlier age than their

parents, were brighter in every way, and understood 
much more quickly. 

But Prof. Holmes was not satisfied. He was deter- 
mined to carry on the experiment, and continued the 
work. He was not ready to announce a discovery until 
the proof was at:hand. He continued the same training, 
monotonous to him, but interesting as to results. He 
purchased an outside puppy of the bull breed every 
second generation and inbred the other times. 


* * 


Eleventh Generation Proves Experiment. 


The eleventh generation satisfied him that he was 
safe to declare his theory proved. The eleven puppies 
resulting from the tenth breeding knew the tricks they 
were expected to perform before their eyes were open. 
While they were yet crawling helplessly around their 
mother the slightest word of command caused them to 
stop suckling and hold the pose. At two weeks. without 
any effort at training, they were placed on a board and 
instinctively formed in line and held a straight line. 

The day they were weaned Prof. Holmes made what 
he considered the supireme test. He placed eleven 
saucers of milk side ty side on a wide troning board 
and, without saying a word or indicating his desires, he 
placed the puppies on the board. The eleven—not one 
of them ever having eaten out of a dish, quickly wad- 
died to the saucers, each selecting one for himself, and 
they all started to eat together when Pref. Holmes 
snapped his fingers, which had been the signal for 
their ancestors to begin eating. 

Futhermore—the following day, when the experiment 
was repeated, «ach puppy went to the saucer. it had 
eaten from the first day—and made no attempt to take. 
possession of or share the saucer of the neighbor. 

One by one Prof. Holmes tested the untrained pup- 
plese—and they performed, without instruction or com- 
mand, all the tricks their ancestors had been trained 
to do. 

Then Prof. Holmes was convinced that he had edu- 
cated the puppies by educating their forefathers and that 
they had inherited special knopledge.

Poets May Be Trained Before Birth. 


One peculiar thing about Prof. Holmes’ experiment 
was that he chose to train the dogs to do the things 
which every dog lover knows it: is almost impossible 
to train a bulldog to do. Hvery one who ever has tried 
to make dogs stop and hold a pose knows how difficult 
it is to make them do it—yet these puppies did it in- 
stinctively—simply Wecause thelr ancestors had been 
so trained. Any one who ever has tried to make pup- 
pies stand in a straight line would laugh at the idea 
that it could be done—yet these puppies instinctively 
line up, @ar to @ar, and stand in military formation 
or sit down at the order “ rest.” 

Bvery one knows that it practically. is impossible 
to teach dogs to eat their own food and leave the food 
of their neighbors alone—yet these dogs did it instinc- 
tively, because generation after generation of their fore- 
parents had been taught that way. 

Dog fanciers will appreciate the experiment the 
more because they know that, while the bulldogs are 
extraordinarily ‘‘smart”—they do not develop their 
“smartness” until late in life, the puppies usually 
being duller and slower to learn than the puppies of _.l- 
most any other breed. 

Prof. Holmes is certain that he has established 
the possibility of practical hereditary training, and he 
declares that proper mating and training among human. 
beings will enable them to produce a great specialist 
in any line in five generations,

Where the feet leadeth the body is apt to 
follow. Thus an insignificant order from a 
transient who never may show his face in the 

may tie up an important plece 
of work from a valuable and possibly regular 
customer. Often it may be the direct cause 
of the loss of a reguler customer. 


Transient Gets Undue Attention. 
Could the tradesman foresee thai the tran- 
gent would not patronize him again, he, of 
gourse, would be governed accordingly, but 
be sees in him a possible regular customer, or 
“customer whose good will would be desir- 
® for other considerations, hence makes 
cessions and gives terms that he 
wouldn't think of giving to his regular trade.

‘prejudiced against the stenographer, who 
could and would have turned him out his 
letters in first clase style had he not been 
unduly hurried.

Induces Deception and Trickery. 

Aside from this likelihood of poor and 
careless work following in the train of the 
hurry order, it also opens the door to the 
unscrupulous or morally weak for trickery 
and deception. It remained for a sewing 
machine agent to receive the stellar laurels 
in this direction.’ The customer wishing 
the machine cleaned and back within an 
hour, this agent merely drove around the 
block a few times, along the way lubricated 
the joints well with oil and gave the whole 
& gentle gasoline perfume. He then re- 
turned it and collected hie $1.50. This de- 
ception @ few days later was discovered 
through the headquarters, whither he was 
supposed to hate taken the machine, and to 
the credit of the company it must be sald 
that, as soon as they learned of the trick, 
they discharged the trickster and ordered 
the machine brought in for a thorough over- 
hauling and cleaning. But they took a rea- 
sonable time to do the work, and the cus- 
tomer now was willing to let it go at that. 


Competition Really to Blame. 

Undoubtedly it is our strenuous competi- 
tion that primarily is responsible for the 
hurry order. Some of the tradesmen do not 
want it, and have tried to combat it by en 
advanced rate—to no purpose, however. The 
customers who constantly are crowded for 
time also seem crowded for money—to such 
an extent, in fact, that after the hurry work 
has been accomplished often, indeed, it re- 
maine as dead matter on hand, never to be 
‘called for. The great majority of the business 
men, however, will do and promise almost 
anything to keep a little trade away from a 
competitor, and that is what brings the hurry 
order, and kindred evils. If Brown can doa 
certain job in a given time, Smith is going to 
do it or bust, and vice yersa. And our 
“smart American customer quickly takes 
the cue. The “while you wait’’ perform- 
ance is the present stage of evolution of this 
nervous malady of ours. What it will be in 
the future is hard totell. Anything tosavea

Time Not Always Money. 

“ Time is money.” 

Will it be money when the great reaper 
points his finger to the grave—for you, the 
poor premature wreck?

Hundreds of them are at work daily in 
every part of the city, testing the under- 
ground lines, climbing telegraph poles to 
reach the aerial lines—all impelled by one 
idea, to correct the defect that is impairing 
the service. They work under a system of 
strict discipline. They are in constant touch 
with their general, the superintendent of 
their department, who sits at his desk in the 
main office with a telephone constantly in 
front of him. He glancés through the win- 
dow at the sky with as much anxiety as a 
general surveys a battlefield.

Storms Cause Rush of Work. 


After heavy rain or snow storms the cable 
worker sleeps with his clothes on, if he 
sideps at all. It is then that small holes in 
the lead casings of the cables suck in the 
moisture which works havoc with the wires. 
Thousands of telephones ure rendered useless. 
Business that is transacted over the wire is at 
a standstill. The leak must be found quickly 
and repaired. In such cases a test set is used 
to locate the vicinity of the trouble. Then 
the tracer is sent out Failure is a word not 
in the vocabulary of the cable worker. If he 
calls up his chief and tells him he cannot 
locate the defect he is.ordered to “ stick to 
it ’*’ and he resumes his work. His job is not 
ended until the trouble is found and relieved.

L Strikes Aerial Cable. 

Next to water the cable worker fears elec- 
tricity the most. The aerial cables often are 
struck dy lightning and those under ground 
attract the current of the electric car lines. 


“The electricity burns huge holes in the lead - 


casing and exposes the wires to moisture. 
The overhead cables also are punctured by 
bullets and the mischievous boy with his 
hammer and spike adds his share to the 
trouble with which the cable. worker has to 
contend. 

Instinct plays no small part in the cable 
man’s work. Years of experience seem to 
give him an intuitive power which assists 
him in locating trouble. 
when every test has failed this intuitive 
power has led him to the spot that brains 
and science could not reveal.

Does Clerk Get Square Deal? 
Works 70-Hour Week for $12.

O GLANCB at this well groomed: man 
with neat clothes, polished shoes, clean 
collar, and manicured nails, one would 
say that he wasa gentleman of leisure. 
If we will take the trouble to look 

under the veneer and find out what vocation 
he follows and his position in life, the reve- 
lation may come as a surprise. 

Strange as it may seem he is merely an 
office man earning the munificent salary of 
$12 per week. You wonder how he drésses 
s0 well. The solution is simple. Modern of- 
fices won’t have any. threadbare clerks on 
their pay roll, and if the employé, no matter 
how scant his salary is, cannot dress and 
look prosperous, he is discharged. Those pol- 
ished boots mean the sacrifice of a noonday 
sandwich, The neat clothes are the monu- 
ment of self-sacrifice and actual privation. 
Wages. in every .walk in life have advanced; 
while those of the clerk constantly are being 
hammered down lower and lower. 

* s 
Other Workers Well Paid. 

An ordinary iceman, whose sole duty is to 
pick off ice and drop it into a refrigerator, 
receives $18 per week, not counting overtime. 

A milkman gets $15 for delivering milk. 
A butcher gets $16, while a baker gets $15. 
A hodecarrier works eight hours a day and 
gets $19.20 each week. 

A teamster gets $18, a steamfitter $27, a 
laundry man receives $14, which probably is 
raised to $25 by commissions. A carpenter 
earns $25, a painter $24, and a gasfitter $2y. 
The bricklayer gets $30, and even a dirt dig- 
ger $16.80 every week. A cigar roller never 
gets less than $15, a coatmaker $21, a sewer 


digger $15, and the street car conductor. 
grumbles at the paltry $17.50 he receives each 


week. 

Statistics shew that wages have risen in 
Chicago about 80 per cent in the last ten 
years, but as yet the clerk cannot feel the 
change in his pay envelope. It is a sort of 
rob Peter to pay Paul game the employer 
has been working. Realizing that the varied 
class of work the office man performs makes 
unions impractical, the employer has the 
elerk at his mercy, and deals out @ salary 
that would insult a day laborer.

Clerk Pays More te Live. 


The clerk has to pay 25 per cent more for 
his cofil than he did five years ago. The 
price of his meat, his milk, clothes, ice, and 
every other commodity has advanced, yet 
his wages have remained where they were 
five years ago, if he is lucky, for in many 
instances even the niggardly $12 has been 
cut to $11. 

To keep his place the clerk must dress well 
not merely wher he goes out on Sunday but 
at all times. A man working at.a trade 
usually wears overalls that cost but $1.25 
per suit, while the clerk's clothes musi cost 
many times that. Furthermore, a mechanic 
can carry @ big, honest dinner pail to work, 
while the same action from an office employé 
would excite criticism if not dismissal. The 
clerk cannot even cut down expense by car- 
rying his own lunch, #0 either satisfies his 
appetite with a 10 cent lunch, which he eats 
usually in a bakery and sitting on a peg, or 
go without entirely. Nor is this all. The 
office man must give up marriage as a ridic- 
ulous impossibility. Society must be shunned, 
as it costs money, and the theater isa rarity.

Nowhere to Spend Evenings. 

The meager salary keeps some men in their 
little cold hall rooms every évening that their 
greedy employer doesn’t need their free serv- 
ices at the office, while other fellows on a 
small salary become so lonely that they 
habitually seek the anly place of amusement 
which is open to them, and which incidentally 
is none the best for them—that which is free. 
They are driven by sheer desperation to sa- 
loons and questionable resorts, whereas if 
they had the means to go to some elevating 
places they would do so. 


. One may suggest the church, but a thor- 


ough investigation of them brings forth a 
pitiful result. A year’s attendance in five 
churches in different sections of the city 
shows that in each of the five different de- 
nominations a lonesome stranger cannot get 
further than a handshake at the door.

Many Go to the Saloons. 

One might say, why not take advantage of 
the ¥.

This would solve the strang- 
er’s social problem to a great extent if the 
membership were free, but as it is he musi 
have a membership ticket costing from $5 to 
$25 to enjoy.the privileges. He even is barred 
from the reading room unless he has a mem- 
bership ticket. He ean, it is true, obtain a 


- tieket entitling him to a single admission to

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the reading room, but this only can be had ° 
by a long series of red tape. 
Therefore the saloons and poolrooms are 


the only places he can spend his evenings — 


without molestation and free, if he does not 
wish to buy. And it is a fact that these 
places are claiming more young clerks today 
thah the public’ really appreciates. Men, 
especially young men, cannot live day in and 
day out without some form of recreation 
or amusement, so when their slender means 
will not allow them to seek wise entertain- 
ment they find it in otherwise. Those cold, 
dreary hall rooms and the cheerless base- 
ment suppers slowly but surely have their 
effect. 

Odd as it may appéar, while the mechanic 
has been shortening his hours, the clerk 
works more overtime to také care of the 


tmereased prosperity or spendinge¢f the men 


in the trades. In one of Chicago's largest 
stores every clerk that- is hired is ¢ompelled 
to sign @ paper agreeing to work any day 
or niight that the firm desires without extra 
pay. A union man gets time and a half or 
double time for similar hours. Greedy em- 
ployers are not slow to take advantage of 
this, elther, and the number of hours put 
in by office men gratis in a single month wil] 
more than equal all the overtime put in by 
the combined unions in half a year, 
- . 

Works 70 Hours a Week. 

To work in an office seventy hours a week 
is not unusual. Cooped up in an office all 
day, and ofttimes far into'the night, cannot 
fail to leave its mark. With no chance for 
outdoor exercise, with only enough time at 
meals to bolt a sandwich and guip down a cup 
of coffee, it is no wonder that the average 
office man becomes a machine. 

One may suggest that if the wages are so 
low and conditions so discouraging in the 
office, why not lay aside the fine clothes, 
white collar, and polished shoes and don the 
Overalls of the mechanic? Join the trade 
union and obtain a living salary. It seems 
that the clerk is to blame if he don’t get out, 
sO why doesn’t he? The answer is simple. 
His pride, habits, and ambition won't let him. 

If a clerk decided to enter a union of the 
ekilled trades he would be compelled to serve 
three or four years in learning with a wage 
of $5 or $6. Though necessity has made him 
a careful economizer, yet he could not even 
exist on that amount. Besides, wearing nice 
clothes. gives the clerk a- sort of pride, for, 
though he gets a small salary, yet he realizes 
that no one else knows the amvunt but the 
cashier. On this account he iteels that even 
this pathetic pretense is far pleasanter:than 
crawling around over greasy machinery at 
higher wages. 

Another factor that makes it impossible for 
the clerk to get out is his habits. lifa man 
has worked in an office any length of time he 
is ruined for manual labor. He could no more 
feel contented In overalls than a racehorse 
hitched to a plow. The young man who gets 
a position in an office feels that his intimacy 
with the members of the firm gives him a 
great advantage over the men in the factory, 
who seldom see and never know the men who 
do the salary raising.

Begins Life Full of Hope. 

Every young man who starte in an office 
has a secret belief in his heart that hard 
work, enthusiasm, and ambition will reap a 
just reward. As years roll by and his salary 
remains the same the ambitious clerk’s bélief 
in the “ milk of human kindness” dies down, 
but smokiering deep in. his breast he has a 
feeling that some day he will get the show 
he has waited for so many years. 


A clerk never could be satisfied with scaled 
wages because the certainty of the amount 
of his salary puts a damper on his ambition. 
He rather would accept a paltry salary with 
the chance of a change of luck some day than 
have a cut and dried basis of pay. 

Perhaps the greatest reason why under- 
paid clerks don’t become lordly bricklayers 
is that they all crave social position and know 
that unless they stick to polished boots and 
clean collars they will blast their chances. 
The high sounding phrase that all labor is 
dignified is all right in speaking of the other 
fellow, but boiled right down to practical 
experience most manual labor is detestable 
to the office man. 

Silly as it seems, man’s calling in life 
counts more than one can imagine. The 
clerk knows that if he heaves coal at $18 or 
$20 a week he must sacfifice his fiittire social 
position, for the clear skin, glossy hair, and 
carefully kept nails cannot withstand the 
dirt and grime the position creates. The ex- 
clerk would lose his caste, which is dearer to 
him than money.

Clings to Social Position. 

Social position is a factor to be reckoned 
with. Even the hodcarrier, not as arule, will 
permit his son to grow up in hig father’s 
princely profession. When his son has_fin- 
ished school the hodcarrier invariably de- 
cides to make a gentleman of him. So he 
sends him to an office, where he can wear 
nice clothes ‘and elevate the standing of the 
family at $10 per week. 

If the child be a daughter, she will not be 
permitted to become a servant girl, for that 
is considered degrading, but she gets a place 
at the ribbon counter and becomes a “ lady 
clerk,” or takes a course in a business school 
and develops into an $8 stenographer. When 
she marries it will be to a gentleman clerk, a 
hallroom boy, for a marriage to a hodcar- 
rier like her father would disgrace her aristo- 
cratic temperament. 

Looking over the whole situation, it does 
not seem as if the office man was getting a 
square deal. While an ordinary clerk gets 
but $12 per week, his brother, who belongs to 
a trade union, and scarcely can scrawl his 
own name, gets from $15 to $25. The clerk has 
intelligence, education, refinement, which he 
uses every day to advance the prosperity of 
his firm, .

Clerk Gets the Worst of It. 

The workingman of ordinary intelligence 
and little schooling works eight hours a 
day :.and receives almost twice the wages 
of the office man. In many cases ha 
does as little work as possible for 
his ,employers. When the living ex- 
penses of the clerk, his clothes, laundry, and 
extra expenses are considered, all of which 
he must y or lose his position, compared 
with the small expense of the higher salaried 
hodcarrier, one cannot help but feel the in- 
justice of it all. While the workingman 
labors but eight hours a day the clerk works 
often twelve, and, inconsistent as it seems, 
the clerk in those twelve long, weary hours 
receives but about half the amount of the il- 
literate laborer. 

Summing I{t all up, the question arises as to 
whether or not it pays as far as worldly 
goods go to elevate oneself by education 
Whether one isn’t making a mistake to use 
one’s brains to turn an honest dollar instead 
of digging it out of the grime with a pick and 
shovel. It’s an expensive ambition to be a 
clerk and a gentleman, and means constant 
economy and self-sacrifice that leave the 
clerk often hungry and always in poverty. 
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Small Pay Makes Thieves;

CERTAIN large house in the whole- 

sale district had upon its pay roll an 

old employé, whose salary was $6,000 

a year. He was a department buyer, 

and the amount of business that he 

» handled averaged close to $100,000 a year. 
He was a representative of that type of em- 
Ployé which is to be found in the older houses; 
past 45, pretty well set in his ways, and with 
his department running year after year to 


the complete satisfaction of himself, his em-- 


ployers, and the people who buy from them. 
He was a good buyer, a good business man, 
and a valuable factor in the firm’s success. 
But his salary was $6,000 a year; and the firm 
had begun to economize. 

The new general manager was responsible 
for it. He was of the new type of manager, 
‘tthe bustling kind, the kind with a body sur- 
charged with animal energy and a mind fair- 
ly buzzing with $20,000 ideas. He came in at 
the retirement of the old’ manager, the one 
who had been most instrumefttal in building 
the business up to what it was, and he came 
with a tooting of horns and a clashing of new 
notions. He was a revolutionizer, a changer, 
an increaser of the sales, and a reducer of 
the cost of operation. And one of his notions 
of reducing was to cut in the pay roll. 

" - ~ 
Economizing on the Pay Roll. 

The old buyer worried him not a little. 
Here was $6,000 each year going into the 
hands of one man. He was a poor kind ofa 
man to have such a big salary. Why, all 
he did was to run his department. And 
the department was a long established one, 
and in perfect running order, and the idea 
of putting $6,000 into it for the sake of 
having a man at the head of it was painful 
to the revolutionizing manager. Suppose 
the $6,000 were split up into two; it still 


would leave the department with a head, and, — 


at the same time, it would leave $3,000 to be 
spent somewhere else—$3,000 that might be 
used to put a new man on the road, or on 


the new catalogues, or in the local adver- | 


tising department. Or it might be saved 
completely, and thus add §3,000 annually 
to the total net profits. 

Three thousand dollars looks big—to a man- 
ager, when he begins to take it out of a 
pay roll. The new manager smoked and 
thought over it, and the first thing the office 
knew the old buyer had been removed for 
alleged retrogression into the dead timber 
stage, and in his place there came a new 
man, a young man, fresh from some myste- 
rious house “in the east,” who was reputed 
to pe wide awake and full of new notions, 
superior knowledge of the markets, both in 
buying and selling, and who was to lift the 
department out of the rut into which it wag 
said to have fallen. 

The salary of the new man was $3,000 a 
year, :

. Steck Full of “Seconds.” 

Only week béfre last the firm reaped the 
‘Harvest of this brilliant move. The new man 
had been in charge of the department then 
for fourteen months. And the revelation 
of the conditions which he had wrought came 
about through the second annual inventory 
of his department after he had taken charge, 
The inventory revealed the fact that the 
usual high class $60,000 stock of the dbe- 
partment was composed of jobbed “ sec- 
onds "’ to such a degree that its actual value 
was about $40,000. This was what it was 
worth to a firm that handled seconds. To 
a firm that didn’t handle them—that was as 
jealous of the quality of its goods as a wom- 
an of her good name—it wasn’t worth a thing. 
It was worse than this; it was an item of ex- 
pense. 

The head of the house—the manager— be- 
gan a quiet investigation. The result of it 
was a shock to him. The new buyer, on 
$3,000 a year, had come face to face with 
temptation. The temptation camé in the 


shape of sly suggestions from the agents of 


the mills from which he bought. 
“Let us put you in some goods that are 
just as good as anything in the market—to 


all intents and purposes—at our oM prices, 
Your firm will lose nothing—and neither will 
you.” 

The buyer on $3,000 a year, and with $100,-. 
000 worth of business to transact, pondered 
for a week.

Many Firms Have Same Trouble, 


This is an actual Chicago incident. And 


many business men, reading this article, will 
open their eyes and say: 
deuce did this fellow get hold of the story 
of our trouble?” For the trouble is one

which many will continue to know in the 
future. It is dangerous to put a low priced 
man in a high priced man’s job. Invariably 
the high priced man is in a position to “ help 
himself” if he wants to doit. Business; neg 
being run on a basis of personal honesty, 
is not a sphere in which & great number of

OR a man with a smal! capital a com. 
mereial hotel in‘ little town fs a good 
investment. Two or three thousand 
dgilars will buy a good location and 
then the rest deperds upon the busi- 

ness ability and skill of the proprietor. 
There ‘are so many poor hotels in country 
towns that the general beHef Is that there 
is no money in the business, but that ix an 
erroneous impression. 

The tirst important consideration In start+ 
ing out In the hotel business is the selection 
of the scene of activities. If possible, secure 
a site in-a town whichis a junciion of two 
or more railroads, This really is the key- 
sione*to succesa, In most small towns the 
traing are few and far between. Two or 
three and sometimes four a day constitute 
the dally time table, 

The times of the arrival of the trains may 
seen an unimportant item, but really is an im- 
portant factor in determining the success of 
the venture. If the times® are arranged in 
such a manner that it is necessary for a 
traveling man to stay all night, so much 
more is gaired for the innkeeper. A halt 
hour’s difference in the time of a train's er- 
rival may mean several dollars a day to the 
landlord.

Train Leaves Before Dinner. 

A hotelkeeper in a small town in Illinois 
recently was bewailing the early arrival of 
‘That train leaves here at 
11:10 a. m.,"’ he said, “and beats me out 
of a bit of money every day. I can't put 
dinner on the table at half-past 10, and 
therefore I lose as many dinners as there 
are men leaving on that train. .It is an 
accommodation, and carries no diner. If 
it would leave at noon [ would get all the 
mien to stay. to dinner, and see how much 
It is a little thing, but it 
makes a lot-of difference to, me.”’ 

After selecting the place, the table is the 
next real consideration. A traveling man 
may be able to sleep on a bed that is not 
quite up to the mark,/Dut he wants to be 
fed well. The ordinary landlord does not 
take ‘this into ,.consideration. ..He figures 
that the men must put up at his hotel in 
making certain routes, and that is the end 
of it as far as he is;concerned. The food 
is cooked poorly, the dining room is not 
clean, and the waitress is a model of sloven- 
liness and inattention. Nothing takes the 
life out of a man more than to come down 
on a cold morning to a cheerless dining room 
and be served with half cooked food by a 
yawning and untidy waitress. 

Feed your guests right, and you may be 
certain that they will come back, Feed them 
poorly, and they, will dodge your place if they 
have to travel miies out of their way to 
do it.

OW should a young man apply fore 
position? 
Thousands of young men. would 
give a year each of their Hves. for a 
Sftisfactory answer to this question, 
which, in spite of rules that hate been laid 
down by those entitled to speak with au- 
thority. on the etbject, remairgs as puzzling 
as evtr. Seekers after employi nent have 
been told over and over again of the neces- 
sity of being ‘‘ neatly and plainly dressed,” 
“clean as to linen and finger nails,” and 
“liberal as to shoe polish.”’ These and simi- 
lar injunctions have bcen handed out by 
the self-made merchants of all time, and 
yet, in the opinion of many young men who 
wouid Hke to secure thete first job or better 
their present position, several elements be- 
sides clothes and manicuring enter into the 
question,

Then I have met fel- 
lows, many of them, who came to me brim- 
ming over With confidence and sincerity, 
laoking me straight in the eye as they talked, 
only to be forced to put the police om their 
trail a few weeks later. There usually is 
an indefinable something about a man, how- 
ever, that enables an expenenced employer 
to single him out, and among men of exten- 
sive experience a mistake in judgment is 
rare. ] insist, though, that you can’t make 
a rule for the guidance of young men or em- 
ployers either. To act too confidently may 
create a bad impression for the reason that 
the employer may think the appltant is 
swell headed, and to act timidly is apt to 
have the opposite effect. About the only 
thing a young Man can do is to be honest with

It is allright to have confidence in yourself, 
and, of course, 4 young man should be clean 
and neat and prompt, but above all things tell 
the truth. if a young man has been a failure 
all his life 1 would advise-him to tell his 
prospective employer the exact truth rather 
than attempt to cover over some weak points 
in the hope of securing the desired position.

George W. Jackson, engineer and con- 
tractor, believes, @9.d0 many. others, that a 
young man should speak with confidence 
‘on -his belief tn his ability to do the work 
he seeks.

How can a diy gd S credit be judged on 
short notice? Th: t question must be solved 
quickly. by the ealesman, lie sees his. cus- 
tomer for an hour or so and in that time com- 
pletes the transaction—sells his goods and 
is off. Common sense—eyes and ears which 
are ever alert, most of al! a faculty of ifitui- 
tion, are the qualities which count tn sizing 
Up 4 hew Iman: on the wing, as it were. “Any- 
body can find him out in the long run. The 
trick is to do so swiftly and—casually. Pry- 
ing into a customer's affairs and asking 
blunt questions, even within strictly commer- 
clal bounds, is offensive and nearly always 
resented. It spoils the chance of a sale. 
This is’ Where intuition counts and enables 
a sensitive mind to judge on first approach 
whether or not a man {is trustworthy. 

To such a mind the glance of the eye, the 
lines of the mouth, the twist of the nose are 
all significant in ways he could hardly ex- 
plain. It is a fact that no man short of a 
consummate actor can entirely obliterate the 
craft which lurks in his features. To the 
experienced reader of faces it stands out 
clearly. The feel of the hand also is a teil- 
tale. A hand which does not grasp yours 
with «grip is fellow to a mind which cannot 
grasp anything else. You can depend upon 
it. I remember a bright young man jin the 
country whose application for a responsible 
job was turned down simply because he of- 
fered the employer a limp hand to shake in 
greeting him in his office. “It felt like a 
biscuit,’’ said the employer, and mentally 
disqualified the young man. A full, strenu- 
ous grip of the hand means a frank nature 
and energetic ability.

The way a customer buys. goods is an in- 
dication of his responsibility. The wary 
salesman always is suspicious of the man

It usually,is hard 
to sell anything to a hard headed, responsi- 
bie dealer. If he does not worry about due 
dates, he may buy as freely as you like and 
then forget to pay. And a reckless buyer 
cannot succeed in the long run. He invites 
failure at the start. Sooner wr later his 
creditors come in for a loss, 

The looks of a man’s office, store, or shap 
is a tip you cannot afford to overlook. Any 
appearance of waste, lack of system, lack of 
economy, is a warning. Beware of the sloy- 
enly, the fellow who piles up his lumber 
without protection against the weather, who 
allows his stocks to dwindle away in the 
hands of careless employés. It may bea 
small matter at any one time, but waste is 
waste and in the ,ong run it is serious leak- 
age.

Poor BooKKeeping Ruinous. 

Be wary of the business man who keeps 
haphazard accounts. He does not know the 
cost of things. He cannot tell whether he is 
ae: a profit or a loss as he goes along. 
Hts collections generally are as bad ae: his 
payments, No amcunt of business and no 
appearance of prosperity will atone for poor 
bookkeeping. Unfortunately there are many 

foolish virgins of this sort—merch: ants who 
think it idle to sefflaraté and tabulate their 
costs: They*may be finaticlaHy sourid and 
actually make a good profiit—but you never 
can be eure of it. A few well directed but 

casual questions can get ‘a Salesman.all the 
information he nec ds about his customers’ 
bookkeeping. 

The talkative man Is not a close thinker. 
He does not restrain himself. He isa waster 
time and words. The clever things he 
says do not redeem the lack of prudence and 
self-restraint.. If he cannot keep his own 
counsel he cannot k¢ep anything—including 
your faith in him.’

He may be as frank 
as he is terse. Bnt the taciturn, who admits 
as little as possible and avoids conversation, 
is 2 different sort.

When @ man of technical training is de- 
signing a machine or styucture he has thor- 
ough confidence in himself, and he carefully 
analyzes every step he takes. Judgment in 
matters of design always is used, but when it 
comes to the strength and stability of work- 
ing parts the resilience of metals, the size and 
forms of supports, the section moduli and 
radii oF gyraine. these all are figured, and 
figures “ won't lic’’ As a result he has all 
confidence in the final outcome, and such 
machines and structures rarely fail. The 
big bridges that span our rivers, the struct- 
ures for our skyecrapers, etc., are the results 
of figures of men of technical training,

cation, made great sport of the machine, 


stating that it would become a junk pile when *

It had to 
lift so many tons, and it was carefully figured 
for that, and as a natural result it stood the 
test. But no wonder the others expressed 
fear, for the inventor's predecessor was one 
of the sort who had obtaine ‘ea technical 
education,”

Untrained Man Is Experimenter. 


In contrast to the master’ Way of the 
trained man, the man of “ technical educa- 
tion.”’ depends almost entirely upon formu- 
las and judginent, and always is looking for 
something nearly like it for a foundation to 
start his experiments—for experiments they 
really are; and, after the‘ machine has 
crumbled under the test, the weak parts are 
strengthened, new ideas are added, this part 
is braced, that part !s declared unnecessary 
and useless, and so the machine may, or may 
not, be pronounced a success. During all this 
time its designer is in a state of mental anx- 
iety, and should it be proved a success, we 
hear the eternal story of " a self-made man.”’ 

I do not discredit entirely the man of 
‘technical education,” for many there are 
who “make good,’ though often at great 
expense of employers; but he should be 
guarded, and graded by his methods of pro- 
cedure rather than by his imaginative genius, 
by which he was judged.

Newman Began as Brakeman. 

William H. Newman is much of the Marvin 
Hughitt type, old fashioned as to training, 
but at the front rank fn ability. He is just 
ten years younger than Hughitt and began 
asa brakeman. In 1869, when 22, he was ad- 
vanced to the post of station agent at Shreve- 
port, La., on the old Texag and Pacific line. 
He hadn't held that job down long when one 
day there pulled up at the station a passenger 
train whose engineer and fireman were so 
drunk that the passengers were afraid for 
their lives. 

Young Newman saw that it wouldn't do to 
let the drunken men go out with the train. 
So, ordering them both off the engine, he 
prepared to take the train to the next stop, 
thirty-five miles away, himself, first wiring 
ahead for a sober crew to take charge on his 
arrival.

One 6f 
them was the wife of the road’s general man- 
ager. She reported Newman's conduct to her 
husband and the young station agent was 
recommended for promotion. He has been 
going up the rallroad ladder ever since. 

His route to the Vanderbilt presidency lay 
over Gould’g Missouri Pacific, the Chicago 
and Northwestern, and the Vanderbilt Lake 
Shore, which he reached as vice president 
twenty years after starting in at Shreveport. 
He became president of the Lake Shore iv 
1898; of the Central three years later.

Unions Keep Men from Rising. 

James J. Hill predicts that few railroad 
presidents will come from the bottom ranks 
in the future. In years gone by, when the 
unions were not so strong as now, the rail- 
road employé felt a loyalty to the line which 
has almost disappeared. At the present time 
his loyalty to the line is divided, at best, and 
generally is overshadowed completely by his 
loyalty to his union. 

For this reason the higher officials hes!- 
tate to promote men from the operating de- 
partments to be heads, and so the path of 
advancement for telegraphers, brakemen, 
and mechanics is measurably blocked. No 
one regrets this more than the railroad pres- 
idents themselves, but, under the circum- 
stances, they are more likely to promote a 
promising stenographer, starting him as sec- 
retary, to-responsfble grades, from which 
he reasonably may hope some time to reach 
the highest place, or a bright clerk, step by 
step, trying him out as he advances from 
one grade to another, than a man in-any op- 
erating department.

Stuyvesant Fish, lately ousted from the 
presidency of the Illinois Central, started as 
a clerk in the office of that road, not because 
he was poor, for his father was rich, but be- 
cause the older Fish insisted that the younger 
man should learn how to earn kis own living.

It always has been, and doubtless always 
will be, a serious probleth to the working gir! 
as to just what her conduct should be tn office 
hours; a problem to which no set rule can 
be applied, for in every instance conditions 
are vastly different. 

However, I] confidently believe that if a 
girl always will remember that she is a 
woman, in the full sense of the word, there 
will be no occasion for her assuming an air 
of prudery in order to avoid unpleasant at- 
tentions.

Practical Hint for Stenographer. 

I am a stenographer and have met “all 
sorts and conditions of men.” I have known 
a girl to get blamed for not turning out a 
sufficient quantity of work during the day 
when in reality she has turned out more than 
her share, but owing to her employer lack- 
ing system and not marshaling his facts be- 
forehand, she has been compelled to rewrite 
many of the letters. 

What should a stenographer do tn such 
a case? I have found from experience that 
the only way to meet it effectually is to sys- 
tematize my work and do my best to make 
up the time lost by my employer. A stenog- 
rapher should see that her letter paper is 
neafly and conveniently arranged. If she 
should be working for a large firm and many 
copies of a letter are needed she will find it 
of great help to arrange, during her spare 
time, several sets ready for the machine. 
Before commencing to transcribe her notes 
she should read them and correct any gram- 
matical errors or reconstruct a faulty sen- 
tence, 

If a man cannot dictate a good letter he 
likés to attach his signature to one, and will 
pat himself on the back if it reads well. Let 
him have all the credit and continue to give 
him the education he requires. It helps to 
vary the monotony of the work and at the 
same time advances the interests of the em- 
ployer, which every girl should have at heart. 
The reward will come later.

Don’t Live in Boarding Houses. 


We are four stenographers whose homes 
are in another state. Our $12 and $15 salaries 
forced us to live in cheap boarding houses. 
We were not satisfied and decided to join in 
renting a flat and keeping house. We found 
a five room fiat in a respectable west side 
neighborhood. My uncle signed the lease with 
us. Through a TRIBUNE advertisement we 
found all the furniture of a four room fiat for 
$80. The furniture was old but in good con- 
dition, and when we hung new curtains and 
arranged our books, pictures, and cushions 
our rooms looked cozy. 


The expenses are paid from a common 
fund into which each of us puts $3.50 weekly. 
For the last month they were as follows:

We do our laundry work in the basement 
laundry and prepare our own lunches.

We have clean, warm rooms, food 
we like, cheery companionship, a pleasant 
place to entertain our friends, the freedom 
dnd comfort of a home. 

We have lived together almost tWo years, 
but I fear our circle will soon be broken; for 
Dan Cupid found our Ifttle fat and two pretly 
romances now are unfolding there. But—as 
Kipling used to say-—that Is another story. 

I think we have solved one of the working 
girls problems, and when our comrades 
leave us we will try to fill their places and 
keep our little home.

We have plenty of places for our girls. 
There is a scarcity of school teachers, and 
that is their place next to the home, for 
nature intended us for mothers and teach- 
ers; our boys and fathers for businegs. 
Besides, there are millinery stores, dry goods 
stores, and telephone exchanger—plenty of 
places outside of the offices. As it is, a 
young man hardly can earn enough wages 
to support a wife because the girls have 
stolen the best places. 

What the wives should do if their hus- 
bands have a stenographer is to hire a wel] 
dressed, hice looking young gentleman ste- 
nographer to entertain them, write their 
letters, and anewer their invitations. If the 
husband can afford one, why can’t the wife?

Real Uplift in Work of Nurse. 

Much has been said about domestic helpers 
and many. are the opinions expressed rer 
garding these most essential factors, yet 
little is ever said about the nurse or nursery 
governess, who really has quite a large part 
to play in the well ordered American home. 
As children help to make the home life, so 
we must help to mold the minds and char- 
acters of the Hitle ones; and aré not char- 
acters formed by surroundings and asso- 
clates? In most of the fashionable homes 
the children are left in the care of nurses 
and governesses most of the time, the 
mothers being too busy with social duties 
and outside matters to see them more than 
an hour éach day. Yet to half these mothers 
it seems to make no difference how ungram- 
matical or uncultured the person in charge 
may be—-in fact; a’ nurse always has been 
eonsidered an ignorant person, more or less— 
and so it-is that we find the least culture 
among the children of the rich and the mast 
among the middle class. Itis only lately that 
we read the advertisements thus: *‘ Wanted 
—A refined young woman as nurse, etc.,’’ 
but a revolution hag begun and soon child 
nursing will be a real profession taken up 
by young women of culture, sound principle, 
and character, who are willing to put their 
heart and soul into the work. It only is dur- 
ing recent.years that women have been ad- 
minitted into the hospitals for training. Be- 
fore that the nurse was hardly needed, but 
now after being carefully trained and pass- 
ing satisfactory examinations they are in- 
dispensable, but babies and children are quite 
as helpless as sick people and they need pro- 
fessional care as well. 

Consecrate your life and love to Iittle chil- 
dren. They need it. If you will some day 
walk along the lake shore and notice the 
number of children with cross, unkempt 
nurses you will realize that this is true. it 
is the children of the rich who suffer most. 
If yeu are the right kind of a young woman 
and can get into the right kindof a home you 
will be appreciated. I might add that the 
compensation for a competent person in this 
line of work is liberal.

OLD is the basis and the 
measuré of all worldly 
possessions, and we are 
considered to be growing 
richer or poorer as ine 

barometer of gold production ° 
rises or falls. Judging by this 
standam the world is richer. much richer, 
than it ever has been before; and the way 
in which its wealth now is growing and ac- 
cumulating with each circuit around the sun, 
as @ snowball increases in circumference 
with each revolution. is the most wonderful, 
the most potential fact of the opening years 
of the century. Never in the world's history 
has the production of go'd approached its 
present volume; never in the world’s history 
has the increase from year to year been s0 
tremendous. Itisa veritable flood of gold. 
Gold was scarce when Columbus discovered 
America, but soon afterward the mines of 
Mexico and Peru began to produce gold and 
silver in fabulous quantities. Spain soon be- 
came the richest country on the globe, and 
her treasure ships drew the freebooters of all 
nations to the Caribbean like flies to @ Mo- 
lasses jug. We are accustomed to look upon 
that period as the golden age of the world. 
but it was plated, and a mighty thin plate at 
that, compared with the golden age of the 


now. 


* . 
This Is the Golden Age. 

From 1492 to 1850 the gold mines of all 
the earth gave forth an aggregate of $3,158,- 
223.000. That’s a pile of money, to be sure, 
but we have produced more than that within 
the last ten years. 

It was about 1850 that California began to 
be a great factor in gold production, and 
& year or so later the rich gold fields of 
Australia were discovered. In the ten years 
following, 1851 to 1860, the production was 
$1,8338,981,000. In the next decade it dropped 
a little, to $1,268,000,000, and in the next 8 
little more, to $1,150,000,000. 

From 1881 to 1890 it was but a fraction over 
a billion. It was going down all the time, 
slowly but still down, until 1800. Then the 
tide turned. In 1890 the production was over 
$130,000,000, and it was increased each year 
until in 1809 it reached the hitherto unheard 
of sum of $306,000,000. The next year, 1901, 
it dropped to $254,000,000, but immediately 
resumed its upward course, and in 19038 broke 
the record of 1899 by a production of $325,- 
900,000. In 1904 the world’s production was 
$346,892,000; In 1905 it was $3879,867,000, and 
last year, 1006, it reached the amazing total 
of $404,649,000.

Fortune for Every Soul in Chicago. 

The gold production of the last ten years, 
1897 to 1906 inclusive, amounted to $3,200.- 
736,458. This is an inconceivable sum and 


in its bulk of metal Is almost equally beyond 


understanding. If it were to be counted 
dollar by dollar it would take al! the time of 
twenty-four men for ten years, working ten 
hours a Gay and seven daysa week. It would 
give a little fortune of §8.000 to cvery man, 
woman, and child in greater New York or 
of $15,000 to every inhabitant of Chicago. 
On a basis of $20 to the ounce It would weigh 
over 13,000,000 pounds troy. 

Tt is said that a grain of gold can be beaten 
into a eheet covering fifty-six square inchea 
If this is so, then the world’s production of 
the last decade could be spread over the en- 
tire estate of Rhode Island or could plate 
every foot of land in the cities of New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Baltimore, 
Washington, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Pitta- 
burg, Detroit, Buffalo, and Rochester. It 
would cover a highway a mile wide from 
Chicago to New York or would make a golden 
girdle 200 feet wide entirely around the 
giobe.

Many New Fields "iscovered. 

The Increase is due to a number of causes, 
among which are the discoveries of new gold 
fields, the more extensive working of old 
fields, and neW methods of mining, handling, 
and smelting which, by reducing the cost of 
operation, make possible the utilization of 
low grade ores which could not be profitably 
mined before. 

By far the greatest gold field in the world 
today is the Witwatersrand district, com-

monly abbreviated to the “ Rand,” in the 
Transvaal. From a territory confined within 
& radius of twenty-five miles from Johannes- 
burg is coming over one-fourth of the world's 
present gold production. The oer war 
caused a practical suspension of operations 
in the mines of that district and the con- 
sequent reduction in.the total output was 
noticeable in 1900. But at the close of that 
conflict mining was resumed on a larger 
ecale than ever, unlimited capital was poured 
into the field, and the production increased 
at a marvelous rate, reaching last year the 
largest amount ever drawn from a single 
district, or even an entire continent, in the 
same period of time. 

The tota! output of the Transvaal for 1906 
was over $119,000,000, and although the 
United States comes next to the Transvaal as 
a gold producer the output of all the mines 
in this country, including Alaska, was far 
behind the Rand. And yet the greatest gain 
in production, outside the Transvaal, is 
shown in the United States. In the last ten 
years we have nearly doubled our output, 
the total increasing from $53,000,000 in 1896 
to $97,000,000 in 1906, and the production for 
last year was three times that of any year. 
between 1882 and 1892. 

® * 
AlasKa Fields Jast Scratched. 

Alaska has been and still is a great con- 
*ributor to this increase. It appears to be the 
general impression that the gold flelds of our 
northern territory are practically exhausted. 
The excitement that followed the discoveries 


‘on the Klondike in the ‘90s has died out 


and comparatively little Is heard nowadays 
about mining operations in the far northwest. 
But far from being exhausted, the gold flelde 
of Alaska have been barely scratched, and 
instead of the gold production falling off, it 
has been increasing at a wonderful rate. 

It should be borne in mind that the upper 
Yukon country, including the Klondike, is in 
Canada, and that the first great outpouring 
of gold from that region came not from our 
territory, but King Edward's. Time, how- 
ever, is proving ours to be much the richer 
share of thatland. Weare more than making 
up now for what we thought we were losing 
then. Alaska produced in 1904 a little over 
$9.000,000 in gold. In 1905 she raised that to 
nearly $15,000 000, and last year she made 
another amazing Jump to over $21,000,000, 
Think of it! We paid $7,000,000 for that terri- 
tory and in one year she returns three times 
her cost. Since she began to produce gold she 
has given us over a hundred millions of dol- 
lars in that metal alone. 

Although Cripple Creek re@uced California 
to second place, and now Alaska has forged 
ahead of her, she is but little behind. Her 
output last year was close to $19,000,00), and 
this, it should be remembered, isaftern arly 
sixty years of production so great as to fu'ly 
justify her title of the golden state. South 
Dakota, Montana, Utah, Icaho. and A izona 
are all great gold producers, and Oregon, 
Warhington, and New Mexico help eonsid- 
erably to swell the toiai.

Australia in Third Place. 

Next to the United States in gold production 
stands Australasia, which includes the con- 
tinent of Australia, New Zealand, and some 
minor islands. For over half a century Aus- 
tralia has been one of the world’s greatest 
gold producers. Two years ago it led both 
the Transvaal and the United States, but 
the enormous increases of output in these 
two countries has placed them ahead of the’ 
antipedean continent. Last year the total 
production of Australasia amounted to $82,- 
851,561. 

We seldom think of Russia as a gold coun- 
try, but the Ural mountain region and Siberia 
have been steady gold producers for a long 
time, and the czar’s land is fourth in rank 
in the output of the yellow metal. The $21,- 
500,000 drawn from her gold mines in 1906, 
to be sure, is a long way behind Australasia, 
but it is some distance ahead of Mexico with 
its output of $15,430,000, and Rhodesia, which 
gave the world last year over $10,000,000 in 
gold_an increase of $3,000,000 over its output 
for 1905. Rhodesia, by the way, is one of the 
new gold countries and it promises to be a

The mining engineer, the chem- 

ist, the electrician, the machin- 

ist have helped to swell the 
tide. The cost of mining has been 
lessened and the percentage of gold 
taken from the crude ore has been 
increased. Every cent gained, either by sav- 
ing or acquiring, enlarges the possible zone 
of operations. 

Ores that were worthless ten years ago, 
so much rock for the dump, now are worked 
at a profit. In 1871 a Colorado miner re- 
ceived only 65 per cent of the real value 
of his ore, and it had@ to average him about 
$100 to a ton to give him a profit. Today 
some of the most profitable mines in the 
world produce ore that averages from §2 to 
$5 a ton, 

The discoveries, inventions, and devices 
that render this possible are found in every 
stage of mining, from the vein tc the bar of 
pure metal, New methods of transportation 
from mine to mill, the utilization of elec- 
tricity and compreesed alr, new systems of 
separating the gold from the rock and the 
other minerals associated with it; the in- 
vention of new machinery for the various 
processes of crushing and concentrating, the 
application of hydraulic power and dredges 
to pyacer mining, have kept the Industry well 
abreast of all other industries, and added 
milliong upon millions to the world’s wealth,

to grow in volume for some time to come at 
least. Few of the present sources of supply 
have reached the limit of their capacity, and 
the same forces which have helped to bring 
the output to its present stupendous propor- 
tions will be operating with ever increasing 
power,_as long as there is material to work 
upon, 

Assuming the ore bodies in the Rand dis- 
trict to extend to a vertical depth of 6,000 
feet, an assumption which he considers en- 
tirely warranted, John Hays Hammond esti- 
mates that gold to the value of §$800,000,000 
exists for every mile along the course of 
the central reefs for a distance of possibly 
ten miles, giving an auriferous area, within 
practicable mining depths, containing up- 
wards of $8,000,000,000 value in gold. Other 
competent engineers estimate that from the 
east and west sections of the same district 
gold to the value of $1,000,000,000 yet will be 
extracted. 

The extraordinary, uniformity of the Rand 
gold bodies brings within the range of proba- 
bility estimates that would be valueless if 
applied to other flelds, yet there can be no 
question but that the gold fields of the

more and more to the country’s output for 
an indefinite period.

New Dis coveries in America. 

The discoveries in Nevada prove that our 
treasure cheste have not been all opened, 
Prospectors by the thousands have been 
traversing the length and breadth of Califor- 
nia for over half a century, yet new and rich 
mines are openedevery year.

And then we have in reserve the waters of 
the oceans, every cubic foot of which con- 
tains gold. We have not yet learned how to 
extract it profitably, but we will. It is pos- 
sible that old earth’s stock of gold will be- 
coms exhausted some time, but that time is 
go far away that the present generation need 
not trouble itself about it.

That idea had bene kicked out of him early, 
and his serious ambition was to draw $25 a 
week as department manager or something of 
that sort, when he was notified of the death 
of his mother’s brother, John Crawford, at 
Pittsburg. 

He never had known his uncle, and had, 
indeed, heard little about him. Still he was 
sorry and mourned because his nearest rela- 
tive in the worid was dead. He did not know 
that Crawford was rich. He went to uis 
mother’s old home at Trenton, N. J., to at- 
tend his uncle’s funeral—and there discovered 
not only that the uncle was rich, but un- 
married, and that the will gave him every- 
thing.

That was nearly a year ago. Jackson quit 
work, took a trip to Europe, spent nearly 
all his first year’s income on travel and 
pleasure, doing all the little things he had 
wanted to do but could not afford to do—and 
them feturned to Philadelphia. The dream 
had come true in part—and he was deter- 
mined to build a model boarding house and 
see that it was conducted on mode! lines, 

He purchased a site within ten blocks of 
the heart of the retail shopping district and 
then hunted up an architect and gave an 
order that left that individual puzzled and 
worried and with a problem on his hands 
such as never ore an architect faced. 

The order was to build a house, three sto- 
ries high, with a basement kitchen, with 
two elevators, and fire escapes to every win- 
dow, every room to have outside light ex- 
cepting one, every room to have a bathroom 
attached, and running hot and cold water 
in each room. Each room was to have hot 
water heat which could be regulated by the 
occupant of that room. All walls and floors 
were to be deadened with felt and cement, 
everything waa to be fireproof, and each 
room was to have an individual fireplace. 


Plans of Boarders’ Paradise. 
Among other stipulations were these: 
Each door to open at the corner of the room 

so as not to reveal the bath or bed. 
Gas or electric fixtures to be so placed as 


not to interfere with door and so that occu- . 


pant of room can read in bed without turning 
the bed around or putting pillows at foot. 
No doors connecting any two rooms. 
All rooms hall bedrooms, opening directly 


upon the ends of halls. 

Each room to have individual keys and no 
master key. 

Each room to be equipped with telephone 
outside and to dining room. 

Downstairs there were to bea smoking and 
billiard room for men, a reception hall, a 
parlor for women, and the dining room. 

The furnishing of the house now is occuping 
the attention of Mr, Jackson. The mat- 
tresses and springs are specially selected, 
and each room is to have, besides sheets and 
towels of its own and in copious quantities, 
three pairs of blankets, two quilts. and 4 
heavy coraforter. There is to be a leather 
lounging cheir, a high straight backed chair, 
a writing desk. a foot warmer, a special hook 
fot razor strops, and a mirror lighted from 
both sides for shaving purposes. There is to 
be a closet, fully equipped with hooks. and a 
big chest of drawers, a pipe rack, and many 
little comforts. 

Downstairs, on the woman's side, there is 
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things, but the room is to be so arranged 
that it can be shut off entirely from the rest 
of the house. The smoking and billiard room 
can also be isolated.

Rates $6 to $9 a Week. 

In this house, at the maximum rate of $8 
a week and the minimum of $6, Jackson ex- 
pects to gather twenty experienced board- 
ers, persons who have boarded for five years 
or longer, twelve men and eight women. The 
rooms for the women boarders are all to be 
on the second floor ami those of the men 
on the third, except that two men shall have 
quarters at the rear of the second floor. 

There will be no house rules, as Jackson 
takes it for granted that after boarding five 
years the guests will appreciate their ideal 
surroundings and govern themselves so as to 
create the greatest amount of comfort not 
only for themselves but for the others. 

He has secured, from a boarding house in 
Germantown where he once lived, an Irish- 
man named McNabb and his wife, whoisa 
Pennsylvania Dutchwoman with an innate 
love of cleanliness, comfort, and cooking, 
who will have charge of the housekeeping, 
under his personal supervision when he is at 
home. Also, from experience in other board 
ing houses, he hase arranged to secure three 
Japanese boys to do the chamber work. 


Jap Boys as Servants. 

He has not completed his plans as yet, but 
every day brings forth a new thought. One 
of his latest ideas is a suggestion which he 
will make to all the boarders that when they 
throw papers on the floor they shal] throw 
those they desire taken out on the right side 
of their chair, and those they want to save to 
the left. 

All laundry will be cared for by the Jap 
boys and will be laundered in the basement 
by a negro woman who once washed some 
garments for Jackson. 

As to feod, Jackson declares that it is not 
the.food itself that counts but its prepara- 
tion and service. He will have plain white 
china with a mere gold stripe, good silver- 
ware, and large napkins, which will be 
changed after each meal. 

One of the stipulations the architect must 
face ig that the kitchen be sd constructed 
that no clatter of dishware and smell of cook- 
ing onions shall reach the rest of the house. 

These plans and specifications, however, 
apply only to twenty of the rooms in the 
house. The twenty-first room—which is 
against the elevator at the rear of the third 
floor—is to contain every one of the incon- 
veniences of the ordinary boarding house 
that are to be eliminated from the others. 
Jackson has been picking up second hand 
boarding house furniture to fit out that room,

ed through an open air shaft into the room. 

The window will be kept cirty, the slops

Also, he says, he will sleep there when he 
gets homesick for real boarding house life. 

But perhaps the greatest rule of the estab-

In response to this demand for exact and truth- 
ful information the Kansas City Post, a great met- 
ropolitan newspaper, sent a special correspondent 
to the district to report what he actually found.

NTERVIEW any of the large business 

firms of Chicago, New York, or Phila- 

delphia and we find more or less com- 

plaint about employés. We have the 
g@ “chronic kicker" in every station of life, 
so it is no surprise that he fs found in the 
business world. Business men often say: 
“It is of no use; try to get the best, but they 
are few.” 

Beyond any doubt, there are many em- 
ployés who lack something of coming up to 
the standard, and in some cases fail to get 
im sight of it. But this being the case does 
mpt indicate that the employer always does 
the right thing. He makes mistakes the 
game as the employé. 

Often the employer is in too big a hurry 
after the dollar to appreciate the value of a 
good clerk. There are cases where the sales- 
man may attend to his duties as well as it is 
possible, but never receive extra pay in his 
envelope on pay day. If he demands an in- 
@fease in hia wages he is likely toget “* fired.’’

Should Stady Each Employe. 

Frequently a merchant loses a good man 
because he does not see below the surface 
the materials for the making of a good sales- 
man.° Merchants should bear in mind that 
there’ afe many different temperaments. 
They should study each employé closely. 
Every man has a valuation, and it’is up 
to the merchant to know in what department 
a certain man will do best. 

While the tradesman considers he has 
trouble getting the man he wishes, Ne is not 
considering that the man working -for him 
@ften works overtime, denies himself much 
yleasure, ‘all to push his employer's busi- 
mess. The bookkeeper is a man who often 
works long hours, and does he ever receive 
credit for his work? 

Approach many of the merchants who 
have trouble in getting good help and ask 
the salaries of their employés. You will often 
find that in certain departments the salary 
ig. fixed at one scale for all salesmen em- 
ployed. Is that as it should be? Can one 
@¢xpect a good man to work for the same sal- 
ary as the inexperienced salesman, though 
the wages be much or small? 

One firm had a young man who was a 
hustler, and could do twice the business of 
the other.cleriks, but whem he wished more 
wages it was refused. 

Yet the dealer says “he cannot get good 
help,” ‘but he does not look at himself closely 
to see why. 

In all large business houses there is a fore- 


nian. of each department, who directs the 
business .as the head of the firm dictates. It 
is with this man that much trouble comes. 
He cares nothing about who you are or where 
you come from, so longras you oan turn out 
a good supply of work. He never, or seldom 
ever, reports to the general manager that 
John Jones ie a wide awake business fellow 
and should be promoted, or his wage® raised. 
It is, “ get all you can out of him,"’ and the 
general manager will think the foreman & 
genius for getting work out of clerks. 

If the salesmmty thinks he is entitled to 
more pay and demands it, the bose looks at 
him big eyed and asks: “ Why do you ex- 
pect more pay for this work?’ 

If the employé’s wages are low, and hehas 
the nerve and ig’a hustler, it is likely he will 
get the raise before the firm will lose him. 
It is well, and the business man may find 
it of great benefit, often to make personal 
investigation of the different departments. 

If the merchant degires good help, there 
is no better way always to have efficient as- 
sistance than through courtesy. The busi- 
ness man who meets his clerks with a pleas- 
ant “ Good morning,” or a smile, does much 
to further his eps 


Get canine with Help. 

Get acquainted with your help, know their 
names, where they lve, in fact, know all you 
can about them. Of course, it is not possi- 
ble to know’ all of them, where several hun- 
dred are employed, but they may be treated 
well. When a clerk has done well, tell him 
so, it will do him no harm; you do not need 
to get too well acquainted. 

Many merchants think it is not best to let 
a clerk understand he has done well, because 
he might get too “smart.” It is human 
nature to want to be told that we have done 
well when we have succeeded. 

The head of a million dollar business likes 
to be tokt he is progressing with his business, 
even if he knowe it to be true. Many mer- 
chants should remember tlat they started 
somewhere in the business world and likely 
did not know any more about business than 
the poorest employé. 

Clerks well paid, treated courteously, are 
good advertisements for any firm. If you 
treat them well they are going to tell their 
friends. A merchant would not think of 
talking independently to a customer, yet, the 
salesman deserves just as good treatment. 
He deserves more than his salary. Courtesy 
wins assistance. We never lose anything by 
being kind to all.

I know it is said he is fighting capital. Heis 
not. His war is against wrong, and avery 
g00d manshould sustain. him. 

Will the reaction from present economic 
and business conditions help the socialists? 
Not In the least. Socialism does not frighten 
me, but it is a question which ought to be 
met intelligently and fairly. I would vigor- 
ously answer and oppose it. You must re- 
member that when a socialist gets a home 
of his own or opens an account at a bank 
he is likely to modify his views. Prosperity 
is the antithesig of socialism and other po- 
litical follies. All Americans are at work, 
Now 
give them integrity in high places, in gov- 
ernment and in finance, and conditions will 
be more nearly ideal than ever before in 
the whole history of the human race. 

We shall have years of business depression, 
but, in my judgmenf, no more periods of ab- 
solute paralysis, such as began, for instance, 
in 1893. Our money is more abundant and 
stable than ever before, the wealth of the 
country has largely increased, and business 
is much bétter organized and controlled than 
it was when small establishments unsettled 
the situation by ruinous reductions in prices 
and inevitable failures.

Low Prices to Europe. 

The wear 1904 would have been full of 
danger under former circumstances, It was 
then that we sold large quantities of steel 
to foreign countries. When we dumped it, 
some of our critics said, upon strange mar- 
kets at a lower price than we charged at 
home. We 'did cut the price to Europe. It 
was either cut or lose the chance of sale. 
Consumption fell away in this country. We 
had to go abroad or stop many of our mills 
and furnaces. So we kept our men at work 
by a temporary concession to foreign buyers. 
I explained the situation to President Roose- 
velt and he’ told mie that he thotight the facts 
in our case were unanswerable. 

Before the creation of the United States 
Steel corporation small concerns went into 
bankruptcy every time business slackened. 
The old way was to rush into a vanishing 
and falling market with slaughter sales of 
steel rails, pigiron, and everything else. 
Even the Carnegie company, big as it was, 
used to slash prices right and left. Now there 
are scarcely any small establishments to 
fail. ‘Therefore, there is steadiness in that 
direction. 

As we produce from 60 to & per cent of 
all the iron and steel in the country, we are 
enabled to maintain prices and save a di- 
minishing market from demoralization or 
panic. We did so in 1904. If steel rails are 
$28 a ton, no man can hurry his order by 
paying more, and no man can buy steel rails 
for a cent less. We can produce iron and 
steel more cheaply than can any concern in 
America. So we can undersell any concern 
in America, but it never has been necessary 
for us to do so. The presidents of the inde- 
pendent companies come here for help when 
they need it. They understand that we want 
them to prosper. The country is large enough 
for all of us.

Price Cutting Not Possible. 7 

While we are friendly to our competitors, 
and are willing and ready to assist them in 
every way, they know we will mot permit 
them to cut established prices. We make 
so many things that a single competitor 
could not live if he invited our opposition, 
If he manufactured structural iron, for in- 
stance, we could reduce our selling price to 
a figure below his cost of production and 
drive him out of business. In the meantime 
we would be making our usual profits on the 
If a maker of rails, 
however, can get $29 a ton when we charge 
$28, that is his good fortune, and we don’t 
object. But if he accepts $27.95 he is likely 
to hear from us. 

So we have great power ir. our industry, 
but there is a wholesome and effective check 
upon it, one that we respect, and, I might al- 
most say, one that we fear. The prices we 
charge must be grounded absolutely on a 
fair profit. If they are not the public in 
Organized and 
defiant greed doesn’t go unwhipped in the 
Tinited States. The steel corporation must 
have-the good will of the people, and both 
policy, as meén of business, and desire, as 
good citizens, move us to obtain it and to 
keep it. I maintain that we have given per- 
manency to the most important industry of 
the country; that we have minimized indi- 
vidual failures; that we have kept men at 
work during. good ti and bad, and that 
we have. steadied businhess generally.

by “Carpenter. 


He Works One-Third Less Hours for 
One Third More Pay than Formerly. ° 


By Frank 


HE carpenter of today has an easy 

trade compared to the carpenter of 

twenty years ago. In those days a 

man had to serve at least three years 

as an apprentice before he was consid- 
ered efficient enough to be classed as a car- 
penter, 

As an apprentice, his work was hard, the 
wages small, and the hours extremely long. 
For the first year while learning the trade 
he was paid the small sum of $40 and tite 
board and washing.» The second year his 
wage was raised to $60, including his board 
and washing. The third year he was given 
$100, including his meals and laundry. 

At the end of three years, if he was expe- 
rienced enough to put on siding and do rough 
work, he could command a salary of $1.75 to 
$2 a day for ten hours’ work. With two 
years’ experience as a rough carpenter he 
could get employment as a first class man 
and could earn $3 a day, working from 7 in 
the morning until 6 at night.

Now Gets $24.20 a Week. 

Today the carpenter is paid 55 cents an hour 
and eight hours is considered a day’s work. 
If he is a union man’ he cannot work after 
2 o’clock noon on Saturdays, nor cam he 
work at all on Sundays unless he gets a spe- 
cial permit from the union. He works forty 
hours in a week, for which he is paid $24.20. 
Compared to the old timer, he earns $6a week 
more, and works sixteen hours a week less. 

Apprentice work is a thing of the past in 
the carpenter trade, for the handy man has 
taken the place of the apprentice. He works 
for a small contractor learning the trade and 
doing odd jobs that do not need the'services 
of an experienced man. In a few years he 
becomes a job man, doing such work as put- 
ting up partitions and shelves, repairing 
floors, etc., and with the experience he gets 
from doing this work he soon becomes a car- 
penter, joins the union, and gets the union 
wage. 

The old time apprentice started to work 
turning the grindstone, and was the general 
boy for all the other men. One apprentice 
was allowed each contractor. He lived with 
the boss and did the work of-.a hired hand, 
for he had to be the first one up in the morn- 
ing and make all the fires, and he didalso the 
chores around the house before and after his 
work in the carpenter shop. Here he put in 
ten hours a day for $40 a year, or about $75 
cents a week. 

. . 
Apprentice Was a Chore Boy. 

In the second year of his apprenticeship 
his work was confined to the shop, he did 
no more house chores, and his salary was 
raised to $60. Through the next year he did 
rough carpenter work, such as is done by the 
handy man of today, for which he received 
$100. 

There are not one-fourth as many carpen- 
ters today as fifteen years ago. Wooden 
sidewalks and frame buildings are. becoming 
obsolete, and the bricklayer, cement worker, 
stone cutter, and steel construction man Is 
taking the place of the carpenter. 

The old time carpenter did work that would 
be close to impossible for the man of today 
to do. He had to dress the lumber he used 
and make sash, doors, blinds, and moldings. 
Making one door was considered a good day's 
work. Now machinery does all this work. 
making the work of today more easy but less 
skillful. 


Old Chest Full of Tools. 

Not one-third the old time carpenter's dif- 
ferent tools are used now. His kit in those 
days was a big affair and when filled with 
tools weighed close to 250 pounds. It had to 
be hauled in a wagon to wherever the carpen- 
ter went to work. Today'the carpenter's kit

weighs about forty pounds and can be carried 
on the shoulder. 

The old timer had to spend a smal! fortune, 
more than an apprentice made in his first 
year, for his set of tools, of which the fol- 
lowing is a list:

Work Once More Interesting. 


The work of a carpenter now is not so in- 
teresting as it was In former years, for there 
is not so much variety. The old time worker 
did everything the up to date carpenter does 
and also did the work that now is being done 
in the mills, such as making sash, doors, and 
moldings. Th's gave him larger scope for his 
work, and it was seldom that any man com- 
plained of being tired of his job. 

What is considered the hardest work by 
carpenters today is structural frame work 
or putting up skeletons of buildings. He 
works in all conditions of weather; when it 
rains he gets soaked to the skin and when it 
snows his fingers néarly freeze, and it makes 
his work difficult and annoying. 

The easiest work is the interior finishing, 
such as laying floors, hanging moldings and 
doors, making interior stairs, etc. This work 
is done in the building after all the windows 
are in, and about the only tools the worker 
uses are a hammer, nail set, and saw, for 
the material comes from the factory all ready 
to be set up. 

Most carpenters make pin money by having 
a small job shop, usually in the basement or 
barn of his home. One man living on the 
north side is making on an average over $15 
a week doing jobs for his neighbors, making 
bookshelves and other kinds of small work, 
that he does working three hours every even- 
ing, from 8 to 11. 

* 7 
Few Carpenters Take Contracts. 

As a rule most carpenters do not become 
contractors, for the reason that they have 
not studied architecture and are unable to 
figure on jobs close enough to get any profit. 
A carpenter living on the west side thought 
he would try the contracting game, and he 
lasted about three months. He sunk nearly 
$2,000 in thé business, and when he decided 
to quit he owed money. He was a first class 
carpenter, and he got a number of contracts, 
for his bid always. was lower than any 
others. He could not figure on work, how- 
ever, and, after finishittg two contracts at a 
great loss, he decided to quit, and now noth- 
ing will get him to give up his trade to go 
back into the contracting work. 

Most of the contractors are not practical 
carpenters, but have the sufficient amount 
of money needed to start in business. They 
study architecture and follow the prices of 
material closely, and are shrewd business 
men. They hire a string of good men to do 
the work, and a smart contractor will make 
on one carpenter just double the amount he 
pays him, and also the profit on lumber and 
other materials.

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How Great Heat Is Obtained; 
Marvel of Modern Research.

HE gradual steps by which we have 

reached tremendous temperatures isa 

fascinating and sensational study. 

The blast furnace uses a heat of 2,400 

degrees Fahrenheit to produce the iron 
from the ore and send it out in a melted 
stream. The Bessemer converter, the next 
step tn the process, brings 400 or 500 degrees 
higher. Then comes the oxy-hydrogen blow- 
pipe. By the combustion of oxygen and hy- 
‘drogen we obtain a small blue flame which 
gives us a heat of 3,600 degrees and is suffi- 
cient to melt platinum and other refractory 
metals a : 

Here we approach the temperatures which 
were employed in the interior of the earth to 
form many of the minerals and the different 
gems. With the heat of the oxy-hydrogen 
blowpipe we are able to imitate some of 
these natural processes. One of the most 
remarkablé of these results is the formation 
of the ruby, which is only alumina, or the 
material of ofdinary clay, crystallized at an 
intense heat.

Diamond Is Crystallized Charcoal. 

It is known the digmond Is only crystallized 
carbon, It hasno essential difference in com-~- 
position fron ordinary chargoal. Both are 
nearly pure carbon. But there isan essential 
difference in the way these two forms of 
carbon have been produced. It is difficult 
to make a diamond, because we are obliged 
to imitate to some extent the immense forces 
which were im operation in the earth's inte- 
ror. 

It was the eminent French chemist, Prof. 
Henri Moissan,who found the first clew to the 
mystery. The wonderful results he obtained 
with the electric furnace form aninteresting 
chapter in the history of science. The elec- 
tric furnace soon began to prove of great 
value in forming all kinds of new compounds 
which we never had been able to obtain be- 
fore. . 

Prof. Moissan was led to his discovery by 
observing a specimen of a meteorite. The 
mass mainly was composed of tron, and, upon 
analyzing it, he found it contained many 
small black diamonds and some transparent 
diamonds of crystalline form. The way in 
which nature had formed the dlamond was 
shown here in am unexpected manner. The 
carbon must have crystallized and separated 
from the massofiron, The carbon, no doubt, 


was dissolved in the tron whem in a melted 3 


state at an extremely high heat, and, on 
cooling, the carbon took the crystalline form, 
just as any soluble salt may crystallize when 
the solution is cooled. Here the action is 


different, as it requires a high pressure to ‘ 


make the diamond crystallize.

Thus ogiginated the electric furnace, which 
ig now one of the mrost marvelous resources 


of modern soience. The modern electric fur- 
nace uses simple means to obtain ite wonder- 
ful effects. Two carbon rods, of two or three 
inches diameter, project into a cavity formed 
in a chalk block. The electric arc is formed 
in the center just over a carbon crucible. A 
cover of chalk a few inches thick is placed 


- on the top and the arc is entirely confined, 


so that nearly ail the heat fs kept inside. It 
is a striking fact that owing to the non- 
conducting property of the chalk the ope- 
rator can place his hand upon the top cover, 
and a piece of ice will remain on it for along 
time without melting. 

It is a striking spectacle to watch the elec- 
tric furnace when in action. Long flames 
shoot out from either side through the open- 
ings, giving*a blinding light, accompanied by 
a loud, hissing noise which the arc produces. 
The operators are obliged to wear giassres 
which are nearly black, so as to protect their 


‘ eyes from the intense light while they watch 


the progress of the heating. At the 5,000 de- 
grees of heat obtained nearly everything can 
be melted and volatilized. Even the chalk 
block fuses on the inside.

Boiling Sand in a Crucible 

A striking experiment is to boil silica or 
ordinary sand or flint in a carbon crucible. 
Not only does the sand melt and boll, but it 
is given off in the form of vapor. By using 
a perforated cover and placing a bell jar 
over the furnace for an instant we see the 
vapors condense on the inside of the jar 
in fine powder. To run the electric furnace 
all day long one would have to pay some $500 
or more. 

M. Moisgan dissolves the carbon in iron 
which ,has. been kept in fusion at 5.000 de- 
grees. At such a high heat iron dissolves 
a large amount of carbon. He next cools 
the mass suddenly so as to form a golld 
crust, while the inside of the mass still is in 
the molten state. Then when the inside 
begins to cool it tries to expand; but ie im- 
prisoned in the outer layer. An immense 
pressure is the result, and in euch case the 
carbon is expected to come out in the form 
of crystals. The method of cooling is to 
open the furnace, seize the crucible with a 
pair of tongs, and plunge it quickly Into a 
bucket of water. 

A brilliant display of fireworks is the re- 
sult, and sparks fly in al! directions, accom- 
panied by.a loud, hissing noise. There is no 
explosion, as was feared when first making 
the experiment, and there really is no danger 
in carrying it out. It will be a long time 
before: we have exhausted the continyally 
increasing list of discoveries which are being 
obtained from the electric furnace. After 
that we may begin to look for a source of 
higher. heat, but for the present there is 
plepty to oceupy us in this vast field of re- 
search...

Agents Are Honest; 
Laws at Fault.

HE season is once more at hand when 
Nature is throwing off her winter garb, 
and the babbling brook, the robin’s 
gong, and the voice of the ubiquitous 
real estate agent is heard once more in 

sme land. 

The penned up flat dweller, too, is astir, 
ead turns with longing eyes to the real es- 
tate columns of the daily papers, and sighs 
and hopes that in another year he will be in 
a@ little cottage home of his own. 

A cottage home! What workman has not 
longed for it, what workman's wife has not 
prayed for it? For next to a bank account, it 
is the most desirable of a!) things. 

Let me tell the readers of the Worker's

A few years ago—to be exact, in the year 
i1s800—called by the alluring voice of the 
world’s fair.

I found a cottage just being finished which 
could be bought on “easy terms—that is, 
I was supposed to be the “ easy one.” 
The terms were $600 cash, six notes 
of $100 each at 6 per cent interest, 
and the balance in the building and 
loan association, the monthly dues to be 
$19.80, figured on the basis of eight years, 
when the shares would be worth their par 
value and the loan would be canceled. 

Without investigating—a fatal blunder—I 
took it for granted that the laws were the 
same in Illinois as in Ohio, and thought that 
the dues would become smaller annually. 

The house was to cost $2,300, and when my 
wife handed the $300 to the agent, womanlike 
she shed tears. 

What is ft, intuition, premonition, or is it a 
sixth sense that telle a woman what to do, or 
what notto do? What should have been the 
happiest day of her life, the first step to- 
wards the making of a home, proved to be the 
saddest. 

Well, we got the thing straightened out, 
the papers signed, the money paid over, and 
I“ buckled down to the work of raising my 
family and paying for my home.”’ 

The 
years rolied by. The children grew up and 
married, and were given in marriage, grand-

What! Lead pipes rust? They were lead 
above ground; underground they were com- 
mon iron gas pipe.

The young tenor has 
sung so badly om the occasions of his reeont 
appearances here that it was with somet hing 
close akin to dread that his Tristan was 
awaited, He was in exceptionally good 
vocal form on Tuesday, however, and he 
sang with acareand an attention to tone pro- 
duction which resulted in his keeping his 
voice clear and serviceable to the end of the 
performance. He did satisfactory work in 
the first and the second acte—in so far as his 
vocal methods make possible—but it was in 
the third act that he accomplished results 
superior to these procuced by the majority 
of Tristans. It has been my good ¢ r une 
to see Tristan from some eight of the best 
interpreters of the r6le in this country and 
in Germany, and never have I watche? and 
heard so powerful and impressive de ivery 
of the difficult last act as Mr Burestalier 
gave on Tuesday. He acted the sick Tristan 
with an insight and a finesse which it was 
belleved were incapable to him, and which 
were superior to those of any other tenor 
seen in the role. And tis singing of the 
broken, declamatory phrases was accom- 
plished, also, with a vocal beauty and an 
interpretative truth which made the act a 
master achievement for him and showed 
him a better artist than he previously had 
proven himself. 

Mme. Eames sang Alda and Tosca. Her 
voice seems to be underroing a process wf 
change. It is gaining in volume and in 
dramatic power, and seems, therefore, larger 
and fuller, especially in the lower and m ddle 
portions. The upper part appears smaller 
by comparison, and frequen ly the impres- 
sion was received that the clarity and purity 
which formerly were one of its great merits 
were disappearing or were undergong a 
change. It will be imterestirg to observe 
what the ultimate outcome will be. 

Mme. Fremstad as Selika in “ L’Afri- 
caine’’ sang more satisfactorily than she 
has at any time since she rose from mezzo- 
soprano to high soprano levels. Both 
in this réle and in Venus in “ Tannh&user ”’ 
she disclosed again those dramatic powers 
which ever have commanded respect and 
admiration for her as an artist. She climbs 
to her rightful place more slowly \than had 
been expected, but the week convinced that 
she is destined to reach the goal. 
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Mr. Caruso was the prima donna star of 
the week and drew the large houses. Just 
as prima donna tenors are apt to do. His 
yoice is just as exceptional e« ever in the 
matter of ease of emission, tonal purity, and 
general technical finish. It is a voice which, 
while virtually unique in the world today, 
is found by many people to be less appealing 
than is geneé:ally believed. It is a vy ice 
which leaves the auditor cold, and it .s not 
one which grows more beautiful the mre it 
is heard. It makes ite gres'est impression 
the first time—repetition bring? @im'n ition 
rather than am increase of admiration and 
fondness for it. The good natured tenor sang 
Vasco @ Gama, Rhadames, Rodolfo, and 
Canio—four roles in one week. This is a 
record which few of the prima donna tenors 
would consent to make and which is possible 
only when « voice is of such natura qua.ity 
and 80 easily produced as is that of Caruso.

Arnold Daly Frolicsome > 
in “Boys of Company B.” ~ 
By Franklin Fyles. | 4 


New York.—[{Special correspondence. }]— 
Two women, Ethel Barrymore and Amelis 
Bingham, change their poses in the spotlit 
centers of New York stages; and, although 
two men, Arnold Daly and Eddie Foy, 
similarly are Hghted up, Daly is the hero 
of a play by a woman, Rida Johnson Young, 
and Foy is the ugly comedian in a show of 
beauty; s» this is a week of feminine thea- 
trical domination in Broadway. Mrs. Young's 
comedy, *“‘The Boys of Company B,"’ is her 
second whack at the scheme of her “ Brown 
of Harvard.” The title seems to promise a 
war drama. There is an old lyric of our re- 
bellion, “The Pride of Battery B,” much 
favored by reciting girls, professional and 
amateur, which tells that, in the lull of a 
battle, a child toddled over from the Yanks 
to the Rebs to borrow some tobacco for the 
men of Battery B, and that, in the renewal 
of the conflict next day, the grisly foemen 
of yesterday, softened by the little creature’s 
act, aimed their guns away from each other. 
Now, when “ The Boys of Company B " comes 
your way, next season, remember that I told 
you it was no drama of battle carnage, actual 
or averted, but a blithesome comedy of blood- 
less soldiering in @ camp of the national 
guard. | 

The men playwrights, tn all their search for 
American subjects, left the summer militia 
camp for a woman to utilize; and I doubt if 
Mrs. Young would have thought of It if she 
had not done well with “ Brown of Harvard,” 
thereby ascertaining the theatrical value of 
boisterous boyishness. In her first play she 
exploited Harvard collegians and their sweet- 
hearts. In her second she sets forth the 
young fellows of a crack New York company 
of the national guard in exactly the same 
spirit of boyish toughness, touched with girl- 
ish tenderness. Mrs. Young is nogenius. In 
her serious moments she is inept and in her 
attempts at dramatic stress she is futile. A 
melodramatic element in ‘* Brown of Har- 
vard ”’ was eliminated by Henry Miller, its 
producer, as soon as possible after the first 
performance. 

I guess that Daniel Frohman, when he took 
hold of “The Boys of Company B,” made 
sure that the sentiment was thoroughly hu- 
morized and witticated. Therefore we have 
Arnold Daly transferred from Shawnese to 
Gilbertian satire. He personates a poor young 
New York lover of an heiress, with Shaw's 
caustic whimsicality and with Gilbert's more 
agreeably satirical pleasantry. To be spe- 


» cific Daly Is an ever ardent but never romantic 


suitor of a girl whose worldly mother 
matches her with a millionaire’s chump son 
and the wooing is all pitched in a key of com- 
mon sense, aggressive in the way of the 
modern American hustler, and always dis- 
posed to gedjust ethereal love to material con- 
ditions. That is the highes' original quality 
in the comporition. 

As a popular entertainment, however, 
“The Boys of Company B” succeeds by a 
duplication, not a repetition, of the boyish 
rollick, prank, and camaraderie of “ Brown 
of Harvard.” The young fellows are changed 
from collegians to guardsmen, their place of 
mixed duty and deviltry is a military camp 
instead of a university campus, and the 
background ifs the annual practice of a Na- 
tional Guard regiment on the Hudson instead 
of an annual boat race on the Charles. This 
new-coming Mrs. Young, deficient in dra- 
matic power, still is clever enough to make 
the assertively esthetic Arnold Daly—who 
is equal to Richard Mansfield in unadjusta- 
bility with commonplace managers and 
everyday authors—sing a coon song while a 
chorus of company boys march in a cake- 
walk and other jolly gaits not taught in mill- 
tary tactics. They toss a young guardsman 
in a blanket, guy an awkward squad at drill, 
haze a dignified old recruit, and do other 
stunts calculated to equalize the ages of the 
whole audience, no matter what the birth 
records may say, to an average not extend- 
ing above the teens, 
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There are theatrical first nights in which 
a single song absolutely changes the attitude 
of an audience, if not actually the verdict 
on the play. Such a metamorphosis was ob- 
servable some years ago when the double 
sextet in ‘“ Florodora”’ carried an apathetio 
assembly of blasé New Yorkers off their feet, 
and such another occurred this week towards 
the end of the first act of ‘‘ The Orchid.” It 
cannot be said that any air of gloom had 
settled down to be lifted, but Broadway, in 
its most gaudy spangles and most offensive 
perfume, was cheerfully hoping for the 
worst. The fact that “The Orchid” had 
been produced at the London Gaiety nearly 
four years ago and not till now brought to 
us augured ill for It, while news of dissen- 
sion in the company and a postponement of 
the opening gave the first nighters reason to 
look for a failure even in the face of a viva- 
cious outset. 

Only one song was left in the program’s 
list for the first act, and that didn’t seem to 
promise much, for it was to be sung by an 
unknown William Rock, who had not as 
yet appeared in the play. A dijstressingly 
haggard old man came tottering into the 
midst of a bevy of sprightly girls. He looked 
like Rip Van Winkle after his twenty years 
of slumber and with the added affliction of 
a monomania. He explained in a song that 
he had gone mad in an uncanny hunt for an 
orchid specimen in Peru. His -hair had 
turned white in a single night, and his fights 
with the beasts of the jungle and the elements 
were vividly described. The verses had some- 
thing of literature in their colorful description 
of the terrors of that orchid quest and the 
music was exceptional! in its haunting mel- 
ody. The chorus ran into a weird cry, and, 
with eight remarkably agile girls dancing in 
speedy grace behind him, the old madman 
broke into a maniacal dance, remarkable 
for grace as well as for a4 creepy suggestion 
of insanity. Broadway cheered with en- 
thusiasm over something new and strange 


in musical farce. 
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Eddie Foy was the principal in thie latest 
though not newest importation, which had 
been written by five Londoners, and altered 
by three Americans. Foy was as funny as 
usual and in the same way as usual. He 
began with a song about various rough young 
toughs who excuse their misdemeanors be- 
cause they are collegians, with a “ Rah, ‘rah, 
rah: But it was in the second act that 
Foy was our good old Foy. Here, having 
sung about a man who “ goes to church on 
Sunday,’ to balance up his wickedness of 
the week’s six other days, then Foy reverted 
to his favorite dance that is not a dance. 
Of course you know it: the swinging of the 
pody to the rhythm of the music with hardly 
any more dancing than a tapping of one 
foot, the flipping of his shoes, collar, and 
hat, and the slapping of his legs during the 
proceeding. This time he did not say, “It’s 
a pretty thing,” nor “ It’s dusty on the river 
tonight.” Instead he recited four line topi- 
eal verses, the last line of each suggesting 
“Ver” as the rhyming final word. Instead, 
though, whatever the subject of the first 
three lines might be, the last wasinvariably: 
“But Harriman is not truthful. Thus ts 
the humor of “The Orchid” made newsy. 

The tale came In advance of the company 
that Foy, jealous of applause given in lla- 
delphia to Trixy Friganza, had raised a row 
and that Lee Shubert had gone there to quell 
the disturbance.

(and as likely as not they are false) the one 
for him to have been afraid of was the Rock 
whom I have mentioned. He had been 
brought from»London for the part of the old 
orchid maniac not only, buf to figure later 
as a gay old rake who had found in Paris 
the flower which he had hunted for in vain 
in Peru. Also, he had a chance as a York- 
shire lad who had a quaint song and dance 
with a laseie as nimble and graceful as him- 
self. His third opportunity was to make up 
as a frisky Briten at a Paris costume ball, 


whére he gave a French form of our cake- 
walk and a whirlwind finish to the play. 
Two fair women, Ethel Barrymore 
Amelia Bingham, have had differing weeks 
in New York, Ethel’s being triumphant 
easily and Amelia’s disastrous arduously. 
Their contrasting experiences, one in one- 
evening and the other in the next, show how 
stage vogue goes up,. up, and up, or down, 
down, and down, according as it gets a mo- 
mentum amounting to velocity.

Barnum having no financial standing in any 
of the offices, not because the business man- 
ge were not, anxious for their patronage. 

view of. the accumulated wealth of the 
firm today it appears strange even to me to 
recall these facts. 

Mr. Balley was not.known to the newspaper 
offices at that time, and most circuses before 
Bailey's adyent were, in all the ramifications 
outsige of the big tent. little better than or- 
ganized robbery. To this business Barnum 
merely added a name made famous by gigan- 
tic and astounding frauds on the public. 

While Mr. Bailey revolutionized things— 
first by gathering in all “ privileges” under 
the wing of the responsible ownership, and 
second by putting the show proper on a legiti- 
mate business footing common to other great 
commercial entérprises—the taint still rested 
over all—a taint that is apparent to a limited 
extent even today over the whole show busi- 
ness. It has cost and it stiM is costing that 
business hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
explain and prove its claim to common hon- 
eaty. 

> 

It is another®curious fact, and must be re- 
corded here, that, while the secular prese 
distrusted everything that had “‘ Barnum” 
in it, the religious papers continually beset 
the office with clamor for patronage. Their 
ageétts intercepted Barnum everywhere for 
the show advertisements. With this relig- 
jous prese Barnum passed as a model man; 
his show had earned, through thefr columns 
alone, the title of “ Great Moral Show.” 


. This Was encouraged? by him with substan- 


tial patronage. He captured the temperance 
people with temperance speeches in the ring. 
At his residence in Bridgeport he-cfeated a 
sensation by emptying the contents of his 
wine céllar into the gutter with imposing 
demonstrations. 

Mr. Barnum’s partner was his antithesis 
in all that made the elder showman famous. 
Mr. Bailey never indulged either in intpxi- 
cants or temperance talk. He was as honest 


' as the day, and had none of the ordinary 


vices exoept smoking. He never posed, t 


he liveda strictly morallife. The myaterfols | 


infiu®nce of such a man's presence imme- 


diately shows itseif about him.. His exam- , 


ple was stronger than any sermon. Abuses 
began to cease at once on every hand in the 
big personnel of the great‘show. WitHin a 
short time he made the show morally the 
cleanest circus organization that ever was on 


‘the road. : 


Perhaps Mr. Bafley’s greatest reform was 


the abolition of “* privilege '’ gelling, a reform ~- 


which ousted the garnblers, the licensed pick - 
pockets and robbers of all classes that swept 
the country like @ pestilence in’the wake of 
the show. ~— ’ 

This great evil was so notorious among 
showmen that certain nondescript hangers 
on were said to own the “ clothesline privi- 
lege "’—that is, the right to rob clotheslines 
on show day, when people were at the cirous 
or in the streets. 

> 


It is @ well known fact that all sorts of 


games of “chance” were conducted on the | 


show grounds—in which the sucker had no 
chance of winning whatever, from the shell 
game~to roulette. They were all “ skin” or 
‘*brace’’ games. 

Regular “bunko” men and. pickpockets 
traveled with the “ privileges,”’ and were 


protected by the show, which got the rakeoft - 


on the plunder. These men were known. to 


the proprietors: personally, and often were , 
tinued for years to write paper for various 


protected .by the. local police. It was no un- 
conimen thing tn. thoge days for a town mar- 
shal or chief of police in small citlés sto bar- 
gain with the show for immunity fet-8very- 
thipe, done that ‘day-end- hight, and to re- 
ceive good money for this privilege of robbing 
his neighbors. 

I have witnessed, personally, attempts to 
“ Strike” Mr. Bailey with such offers, but 
they never worked... In a small western city 
the chief, of police came into the tent early in 
the morning. ° 

“Good morning, Mr. 
goes here for $50u.” 

“I have nothing to ‘go,’ replied the 
moral showman, blandly. ‘' Good morning, 
Mr. Chief of Police.’’ ‘ 

These are literally al«the words spoken 
there and then, but I heard an employé out- 
side say that the chief of police said as he 
went away, “ Nothing to go! This isa h— 
ofa show!’ 

By doing away with “ privilege selling ”’ 
Mr. Bailey had made police buying unneces- 
sary. 

The marketable “ privileges ’’ consisted of 
every conceivable thing out of which money 
‘ould be made—the cook tent, the candy and 
@ monade stands, the program, the side 
shows, the after performance ‘“ concert,’’ 
inside reserved seat tickets, outside admis- 
sion ‘tickets, etc. Many a circus has been 
started on the cash derived in advance of the 
opening from the sale of “ privileges’”’ to 
various parties.

Before Mr. Bailey became interested in the 
Barnum show the outside privilege on tickets 
wad sold for some $10,000 for, the.season.

Every 50 cent ticket had to be accounted for 
at WW cents, The sellers, therefore, would 
have to get more than that for private graft.

They received salaries of $30 a month, out 
of which they boarded themselves, Many 
of ther. were sharpers who operated rapidly 
and noisily Whefever theré werd crowds. 
They were ‘‘ short change artists ’’ who were 
prone to forget the full change for a $5 bill, 
and with magic wovement could readily 
make a folded bill go for two bills. If the 
ticket man succeeded in making sueh a haul 
as to endanger his freedom in that town he 
Givappenred and bobbed up in the next. It 
wae the policy of the shaw publicly to disown 
and excoriate thése agents, while really it 


@ was responsible for and, actuadly protected 


them, 

Sometimes’ these “‘ privilege "’ men would 
operate directly upon the show grouncs or at 
the crowded entrance, with the ticket wagons 
in plain sight. Many people preter paying 
extra:te submitting to the pulling ana haul- 
ing of a ticket wagon crowd. . lt-is a well 
known fact thatin the excitement which prer 
vails on “ show day " in a emallbtown many 
good people seem to lose their wits. 

Ticket sellers on a monthly salary of $30 
would retire.at the close of the circus season 
with from §1,500-to $2,500—which shows that 
it was a profitable business... As for their 
employers, the owners of the outside ticket 
privilege,” they would divide up net profits 
of from $20,000 to $25,000 on their $10,000 In- 
vestment.

fiicket Bpeculation witha circus was so 
highly. ‘ remunerative,”’ ‘that organized 
gungs, of .“ freehooters ” would’ follow the 
show from day to day, and dispose of tickets 
on their individual account.

Detectives even sometimes have 
been employed by a circus at $100 a week 
salary to,.point out to the’ police the “ other 
fellow "' selling tickets ad a “* gnafter ”’ fol- 
lowing the show, ;

He started from Vienna, caught the 
first west bound ship, had ex@ctly three 
Hours’ talk in New York, and caught a ship 
pack that afternoon. He reached Vienna 
after a trip of twenty days—but tlhe three 
hours’ personal attention did the busipess, . 
The English amusement managers learned 
Mr. Bailey’s mettle just before the circus 
opened in London. They combined to squeeze 


+ him, for they feared the show would rob them 


of patronage. Failing in their first attempt 
to prevent him from getting any license at all, 
they got an unexpected order from the city 
council compelling the circus to comply with 
the theatrical requirement of fireproof scen- 
ery. This ‘meant that an iron drop curtain 
had to be hung in Olympic, the place leased 
for the show, before we could open. 

The London managers chuckled, for only 
a few. days were left and it was deemed ab- 
solutely impossible to manufacture and put 
up so vast a curtain ag was needed, 

But Mr: Bailey did it. When the show was 
opened the.curtain was there—after a literal-

by. him. , 

This same remarkable energy was striking- 
ly illustrated in Chicago some years ago. The 
huge tents had been érected on the lake front. 
A big wooden. platform 300 feet long was con- 
structed, upon which were placed 2,500 
chairs. This ‘was the reserved seat section. 

A performance took place Monday after- 
noon and again the same night, and every- 
thing went. off with. its ugual.celerity and 
snap. An hour or so after the large audience 
had departed a tire was discovered under the 
wooden platform. It spread until it devoured 
positively everything, the huge tent itself, 
wooden platform, chairs, ropes, pulleys, 
poles, any every article used by the show in 
giving performances, even to the tent pegs. 

Mr. Bailey was notified of the disaster: 
about midnight. He sped on foot to every 
one of the different hotels where his agents 
and heads of departments were quartered to 
rouse them to work. He had already dis- 
patched a telegram to Cincinnati to the tent. 
makers, ordering them to express by special 
cars a tent used the year before. Although 
only just awake and taken by surprise, he 
did not even forget to arrange with the tele- 
graph company to have the telegram deliv- 
ered at the home of the tent maker imme- 
diately upon its arrival. 

In less than one hour people were at work 
fn both cities laboring. to replace the burned 
material. Mr. Bailey went and sent to the 
houses of carpenters, contractors, and work- 
inen, got them out of bed, and set them to 
work. Before dawn the charred débris was 
being carried to the lake front. When day- 
light arrived it discovered an army of men 
actually erecting a new show on the burned 
site. 

The big tent arrived on its special express 
cars, and before 5 o'clock was spread over 
the work already done, An hour after that 
all was ready for opening the doors as usual . 
at 6:30 p. m., and the performances were suc- 
cessfully given that Tuesday night withouta 
hiteh of any kind and as if nothing ever had 
taken place to interrupt them. 

There is no question that this feat will 
startd forever in the annals of the circus as 
a’ Classical achievement, for, although every 
article of every kind had been burned—noth- 
ing escaping the flames—only one perform- 
ance was lost, the afternoon show of Tues- 
day. 

Altogether there were given nineteen per- 
formances, instead of-twenty, as originally 
scheduled, and the receipts of the entire to- 
taised $120,000. Mr. Bailey told me that ifthe 
fire had not taken pluce the receipts would 
have: been $140,000, or $14,000 a day for the 
ten days. SE

All previous records ifn connection with 
performances of “ Der Ring des Nibelungen "’ 
at Covent garden are likely, it seems. to be 
eclipsed in the forthcoming season. Already 
the demand for seats for the two cycles in 
May has exceeded all precedent, and in cer- 
tain parts of the house the tickets have been 
applied for twice over. It is worth noting. by 
the way, although the date is yet far distant, 
that the production of Wagner's great 
tetralogy in English in January next will not, 
as commonly supposed, be under the auspices 
of the Carl Rosa company. This combina- 
tion will, it is true, have possession of Lon- 
don‘s only opera house for about a fortnight, 
commencing probably on boxing night. But 
it is the Covent garden authorities them- 
selves who intend mounting subsequently the 
four operas of the ‘‘ Ring.” * For these per- 
formances, which have infinite possibilities.

The war.dramas owe much of their popu- 
larity to the patriotism of the audiences. 
Bronson Howard's ‘‘ Shenandoah" roused 
immense enthusiasm during the Spanish war 
and it wae afterward taken to England, 
where it was called “Ladysmith,” and with 
the characters changed into Englishmen 
and Boers, and with the locale shifted to 
South Africa, it was successful there. One 
of William Gillette's greatest succétses was 
“ Held by the Enemy,” in which a realistic 
bomb explosion occurred and in which wae 
thet effective scene of signaling at night 
in wartime. * Secret Service,’ another Gil- 
Jette triumph, was all about the war, and 
there have been few better stage figures 
created than that of Capt. Thorne, the 
union spy who is in love with the southern 
girl. To-haye.the union officer in love with 
the southern girl ie a part of the recipe for 
making a patriotic war play that is seldom 
omitted ‘For Fair Virginia,” in which 
Russ Whpsytal used to star, was constructed 
along these lines, and it was as successful 
as many of its competitors. ‘The Girl I 
Left Behind Me” had the flag all through 
it and the eslege of the stockade was one 
of the most skillfully contrived scenes in 
war drama.
